O BOOK about music boxes has ever been published; this is the first. Its contents will appeal to 
music-box collectors, clock and watch collectors, collectors of dolls and miniatures, and all those 
who have ever been fascinated by a music box. Its contents will enable you to tell which are the rarer 
types of music boxes from the standpoint of age and workmanship and guide your collecting activities. 








Famous collections of clocks and watches in museums and other institutions were combed care- 
fully for the musical clocks and musical watches in them. Private collectors around the world were 
asked what fine specimens of music-boxes their collections contained. A selection of the best are in

Pictured are many of the rarest rarities in the antiquarian world: mechanical action-scene pocket : 
watches; gold, music-playing pocket watches; musical snuff-boxes which told the time of day and :

To some it means the disc- 
type Regina music box found in public places in the late 1800’s and early 1900’s which played a tune 
when one dropped a coin into it. To others it means a Swiss cylinder-type musical instrument which 
stood in the parlor and was played when guests visited so they could share in enjoying the latest 
Strauss waltz or a blood-tingling march ... or a delightful child’s toy which one cranked by a 
handle and produced a sprightly tune. To others it means costly, solid-gold, musical snuff-boxes 
encrusted with diamonds, rubies, sapphires or pearls, embellished with colorful enamels—the property 
of kings, emperors, sultans, potentates of the Near and Far East, and military commanders of years 
gene by. All these conceptions of “music box’ are correct.

Crosby Brown Musical Instruments 


NE of the finest collection of an- 
tique musical instruments in the 
world is that of the Crosby Brown 
collection in the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, New York, N. Y. 

Mrs. Crosby Brown, the donor, be- 
gan the collection in 1884 when she 
bought a few Italian instruments for 
her music room in her home at 
Orange Mountain, N. J. This started 
her on what was to become a lifelong 
hobby. By 1889 her collection had 
grown to 276 pieces and her collection 
then was given to the Museum. It 
continued to grow until finally, in 
1906, it had reached the tremendous 
number of more than 3500 instru- 
ments. 

Mrs. Brown collected instruments 
and pursued her hobby diligently, 
making friends all over the world 
among people who were interested in 
the same thing. The Rajah Sour- 
indro Mohun Tagore of Calcutta gave 
her a large and beautiful collection 
of Hindu instruments. 

The collection contains musical in- 
struments of all nations, thus, it ful- 
fills the aim of the donor to bring to- 
gether specimens of all the repres- 
entative musical instruments known 
to have been used by man. 

According to one of the bulletins 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
“The collection fulfills a double func- 
tion. It makes it possible, first, to 
trace the development of the several 
distinct types of musical instruments 
from the first rude beginning to the 
finished forms now in use, and sec- 
ond, to illustrate the varying forms 
assumed by these ‘types under the 
influences of the different civiliza- 
tions. The first explains the presence 
of the large number of savage speci- 
mens in the collection. Through these 
it is possible to recover many of the 
primitive forms which are otherwise 
inaccessible, and to discover many 
obscure links in the chain of develop- 
ment. It has been the special effort 
of the donor to secure a full repres- 
entation of the savage instruments of 
America, North and South, and of the 
Islands of the Sea. Already many of 
the instruments included in the col- 
lection have become extinct, and the 
same destroying influences threaten 
before many years to exterminate the 
rest. For this reason, as well as for 
their intrinsic interest, the large rep- 
resentation of primitive specimens is 
a matter of congratulation. Attention 
is also called to the primitive and 
savage specimens included among the 
representatives of the higher civiliza- 
tions. 

“In the choice of individual speci- 
mens the educational purpose has 


been paramount. Though containing 
many examples of rare artistic merit, 
no instrument has been chosen for its 
beauty alone, nor has historical as- 
sociation been a determining consid- 
eration. In each case the specimen 
has won its right to a place because 
illustrating some step in the develop- 
ment of music. No special effort has 
been made to secure the works of 
famous masters. The collector has 
no sympathy with the practice of lock- 
ing up in museums instruments noted 
for rare beauty of tone. In a few 
cases, indeed, it may be important 
to secure single specimens in order to 
illustrate some principle in the his- 
tory of art.” 

The Museum has recently had the 
vast collection re-arranged under the 
expert supervision of Emanuel Win- 
ternitz, associate in music for the 
Museum. 

A notable feature of the new ar- 
rangement is that the cases permit 
easy removal of instruments for dem- 
onstration and inspection. When- 
ever possible, the inside of interest- 
ing instruments has been made vis- 
ible: jacks and keys of harpsichords 
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and hammers of pianos are shown. 
One action case, which may be oper- 
ated by visitors, illustrates the con- 
trast between clavichord, harpsichord, 
and piano action. Others present 
the vibration devices for wind in- 
struments and show the gradual 
achievement of the scale by the pro- 
gression from finger-holes to slides, 
keys, and valves. Prints and enlarged 
photographs of paintings show how 
these old instruments were played, 
and illustrations from standard works 
on organology exemplify correct 
stringing, fretting, and other details. 
Labels, sometimes supplemented by 
portions of original scores, comments 
on playing techniques and on the 
range, timbre, and historic origins of 
the instruments. 

Complete families of instruments 
are shown together whenever possible. 
Sometimes the oriental ancestors of 
European types have been included 
to show how Eastern shapes and 
playing techniques entered Europe 
through Moorish Spain, South Italy, 
and the Balkans. The Persian sitar, 
for instance, is the predecessor of 
some of the family of long-necked 
lutes, and the Byzantine fiddle and 
the Hispano-Moresque rebee are fore- 
runners of the viol. The bagpipes 
are remarkable for the completeness 
of their representation, for they in- 
clude not only the Eastern types from 
the Balkans and East Germany but

the biniou, cornemuse, and musette 
of France, the zampogna of Italy, 
and the Highland, Lowland, and Uil- 
leann pipes of the British Isles. 
Individual instruments of outstand- 
ing structural or historical interest 
are also featured. Notable among 
these are a double harpsichord by 
Hans Ruckers, one of the earliest 
Flemish harpsichords extant; a double 
spinet by Grovvelus, Flanders, 1600; 
the earliest known piano, made by 
the famous Cristofori, the inventor 
of the pianoforte; the oldest known 
French lyre-guitar (1778), the work

of Lupot, Orleans; and the first harp 
built by John Egan, the celebrated 
founder of the Dublin Harp Society, 
in 1819. There is also a complete 
string quartet by Antonius Stradi- 
varius, lent to the Museum by Mrs. 
Herbert N. Straus. 

The Museum’s plans for the future 
of the collection do not stop with 
this re-arrangement of the European 
instruments. They include also the 
repair and exhibition of other por- 
tions of the collection and its increas- 
ing use in the growing musical pro- 
gram. 


MUSIC BOXES... 


“Escape” Mechanisms for Evil Days 


By ROY MOSORIAK, (author of the newly-published book, 
“The Curious History of Music Boxes’’) 


“Wy HAVE a friend, a white haired 

lady, who, like many another of 
her gentle class, has fallen, in these 
topsy-turvy times, on evil days. Yet 
I have never heard her complain, She 
is too full of resignation, faith and 
quiet courage. . . If there is one little 
treasure that she values more than 
any other, it is her golden musical 
box. I know by the way she handles 
it and by the obvious delight she 
shows whenever I ask to hear it 
played, the joy it is to her. It is a 
Louis XIVth snuff box that has been 
converted into a delicate musical box, 
small and exquisitely chased upon the 
lid. Whenever we are low in spirit, 


she will fetch the golden treasure and 
let it comfort us with its tiny music. 
And it never fails. It bears the secret 
of an unfailing balm; its limpid 
melodies set Time at naught and 
when it plays, selfish sorrow is no 
more. 

“She does not bring it too often 
from its hiding place; it is too rare 
a treasure for that. Moreover, my 
friend is too wise to spoil the pleasure 
it gives by over-emphasis. I was a 
little surprised therefore when she 
drew the shining box from its leather 
case this afternoon, wound it up, shut 
the lid, and set it on the mantel-piece 
to play . . . Two tunes are all that 
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box can boast, but they are enough. 
I think they are the only two tunes 
I never grow tired of hearing for 
they are more than mere music; they 
are made of the very stuff of Ro- 
mance. From its resting place above 
the fire I heard it give out its thin, 
glittering melodies and the sweet 
silence of the room was suddenly 
filled with echoes from another day. 
The tunes are old French tunes and 
the first is set in a jewelled cascade 
of tinkling notes that pour like rain- 
bow waters. . . A moment and the 
second tune began to play. It was a 
poignant song of old Provence so 
tender and so simple after the first 
frolicsome affair.”—from “The Music- 
al Box,” by C. H. Warren which ap- 
peared in New Statesman Magazine, 
Vol. 28, March 15, 1924.

Most of us need an occasional es- 
cape in these hectic times, some device 
by means of which we can withdraw 
ourselves mentally for awhile from 
the turmoil of the present and trans- 
port ourselves back to what now ap- 
pear the calmer, more peaceful days 
of past years. Music boxes are devices 
ideally suited and we can fittingly 
call them “escape mechanisms.” The 
very tunes they play, by their age, 
take us back to other years. Music- 
box music is soothing. It appeals even 
now to people of all ages. 

Music-box music fascinates now just 
as it did long ago when music-box 
watches and musical snuffboxes newly- 
made by skilled watchmakers were 
delivered to kings, queens, sultans, 
emperors, tsars, oriental potentates, 
nabobs, and famous generals all over 
the world and set playing by them 
for the first time. In those days such 
articles were rarities of great price. 
They were probably the most ex- 
pensive and elaborate and intricate 
novelties of their time. 

A researcher in clock and watch 
history says: 

“Musical watches of large size with 
moving. figures were a favorite con- 
ceit among French makers during the 
latter part of the Eighteenth Century. 
A watch in the collection of Mr. James 
Usher of Lincoln, England, in the late 
Nineteenth Century was mounted on 
both sides with fine pearls and chased 
gold. The back was enamelled with 
a landscape in colors; in the fore- 
ground was a pavilion (supposed to 
represent the one at Versailles) and 
figures, in gold of different colors; 
inside were small figures (two 
couples) in the dress of the Louis Seize 
period, which danced when the move- 
ment was wound. A lady seated outside 
the pavilion played the harp, and the 
gentleman seated opposite beat time 
with his baton. Inside the pavilion 
were walls of burnished steel, which 
reflected and multiplied the dancing 
figures in a remarkable manner. The 
escapement was a cylinder one with 
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Left, top and bottom.

brass scape wheel. The going part was 
driven direct from the barrel. The 
musical box and figures were driven 
by one mainspring, the train passing 
beneath the pavilion and revolving 
the centre of the floor upon which 
the dancers stood; smaller wheels 
were employed to revolve each pair of 
dancers three times for every one 
dance ’round the room; the conductor 
and harpist were worked by pins and 
levers between the plate and the dial. 

“Another example was a repeating 
watch of French make. The hours 
and quarters were really struck on 
gongs curled around the inside of the 
case in the usual way, but, when the 
pendant was pushed in to repeat, the 
hammerman in the recess at the upper 


part of the dial appeared to strike 
on the bells shown there, and a woman 
below worked a spinning wheel. 

“Still another example contained a 
windmill with sails. The sails moved 
constantly while the watch was going. 
Seen through a round aperture was 
a rotating disc with figures of horses 
and men painted thereon.” 

—()-— 

Can you imagine the delight with 
which a Chinese emperor, a Russian 
Czar, or an Indian prince showed off 
such a curious, costly thing as a 
music-box watch or a musical snuff- 
box? Or a gold watch or gold snuff- 
hox elaborately chased, enamelled and 
gem-studded, which not only played 
music but also set in motion a me- 


chanical scene? 

One of the elaborate musical snuff- 
boxes illustrated and described in the 
book, “The Curious History of Music 
Boxes,” is an acid-etched silver box, 
with a pastoral scene under the lid. 
All heads of animals in the scene 
move and a spiral-moving glass gives 
the effect of a running stream. An- 
other is a gold box, with French 
enamel and pearl trim, The mechan- 
ical scene is under a lid on the bottom 
of the box. It plays two tunes while 
a woman musician plays a harp and 
a teeter-totter (garden decoration) 
rocks. 

Can you imagine music-works set 
in small brooches, seals, watch-keys 
and fans which played sprightly tunes 
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when their mechanism was started? 
Yes, such wonders were made by 
watchmakers of the past catering to 
the demands of a pernickety clientele. 
These tiny objects of the watch- 
makers’, enamellers’ and lapidarists’ 
art are still in existence. They are 
still much sought and highly regarded 
by collectors. 
We have heard the expression, ‘Like 
a musical snuffbox come to life,” to 
convey the idea of beauty, elegance, 
colorfulness and exactitude. One box 
which measures to this exact descrip- 
tion is a gold, mechanical musical box 
with polychrome enamel on all sides 
and pearl trim, nicknamed “The Fire 
Department.” A woman pumps water, 
firemen force-pump water at a fire 
cart and one is a nozzleman. A glass 
spiral turning in the water hose 
nozzle, figures darting past windows 
inside a “burning” house, and all 
figures in action make the fire por- 
trayed by the box almost a reality. 
Musical snuffboxes in noble days 
were made of solid gold, ornamented 
with pearls, diamonds, rubies, sap- 
phires and other precious stones and 
embellished with portraits or scenes 
done in colored enamels or colored 
gold. Such music boxes were rare 
from the first. The music boxes 
available in greater number and with- 
in the reach of most collectors are 
the manufactured boxes and music- 
works which were made in the 19th 
Century. Already many of these have 
found their way into specialized col- 
lections of prominent people. Among 
those who already have collections of 
music-boxes and music-box toys are: 
Dorothy Stickney, New York actress 
of “Life with Father’ fame; Alec 
Templeton, blind pianist and radio 
star; Clara Dawes, singer, and broad- 
casting and recording artist. 
Others, not so much in the public 
eye, but well known in their respective 
fields who have specialized music-box 
collections are: Perry Ghere, Indiana 
manufacturer; William M. Barbee, 
Georgia terrapin-farm owner; Glenn 
P. Heckert, Ohio jeweler; M. D. Wold, 
Wisconsin; Louis Stolier, Ohio; Her- 
bert H. Meyer, Pennsylvania refrac- 
tories manufacturer; Leo St. Clair, 
Kansas; L. M. Spender, Conn.; P. H. 
Burkhart, Michigan educator; Darwin 
Klinetob, Illinois; John S. Jones, Ohio; 
J. Urban Baker, Pennsylvania. 
Manufactured music-box works were 
placed in such diverse, popular articles 
as water-jugs, steins, tobacco bowls, 
porcelain and carved wood plaques, 
cigarette and cigar boxes, atomizers, 
chairs, miniature Swiss chalets, clocks, 
violins, ukeleles, Christmas tree 
stands, coat hangers, jewelry boxes, 
vanity cases, dolls, toys, and many 
other articles. It is these articles 
which were manufactured in great 
number which are the most numerous 
specimens of music-boxes available 
today for collectors who can use an 
“escape mechanism for evil days.” 


“TT was this music box, small and 

exquisitely chased upon the lid 
that inspired our spare-time search 
for others. In city and town and 
country, from glass-fronted metro- 
politan shoppes to weathered farm- 
houses and country auctions our quest 
has led us, and we have acquired 
many examples of this product of a 
slower moving world. 


“But music boxes did not end our 
search, they merely served to lead us 
to other musical devices of Grand- 
mother’s time; to parlor organs, 
zithers, autoharps, and_ cylinder 
phonographs, and singing birds in 
gilded rages, and bells, and even 
cuckoo clocks . . . You may not be 
well acquainted with these things; 
you may remember them only vaguely 
or not at all. In the hope that you 
will find in them a welcome source 
of relaxation from the increased 
effort of your daily work in a fast 
moving world, we bring you this 
booklet. 

“The old Swiss music box is not 
much known to our generation despite 
its qualities of splendid harmony and 
rich undertones of perfect melody. 
A native Swiss invention, it was born 
and grew frem a little tinkling match 
box that piped a popular ditty or an 
old folk song to a monumental box 
bursting with full fledged orchestral 
concerts, grand opera, and the finest 
treasures of the great masters of 
music, 

“In tiny villages high in the Swiss 
mountains, skilled artisans painstak- 
ingly fashioned by hand each comb 
which produces the individual notes 
for a given musical composition. To 
a portion of each comb lead was fused 
into place and then scraped or filed, 
one tooth at a time to produce the 
exact note required. <A portion of 
chicken feather was fixed to the ends 
to give the desired tonal quality. The 
brass cylinder was likewise hand- 
made. Holes were drilled in the 
cylinder in predetermined positions 


depending upon the tune desired and. 


steel pins of proper length were care- 
fully fitted into each hole. As the 
cylinder revolves with absolute reg- 
ularity, being operated by clockwork, 
the pins strike the teeth of the 
comb and produce the musical sound. 
In short-tune boxes of two tunes, the 
cylinder makes one-half revolution 
for each tune played. In long-tune 
boxes the cylinder makes a complete 
revolution and is then shifted by a 
built-in mechanism to a playing posi-

tion for another tune. From two to 
eight long tunes may thus be played 
on a Single cylinder. Although the 
musie box was invented in Switzer- 
land, it reached the peak of its de- 
velopment in America in the Gay 
Nineties in the form of the Regina 
which used flat perforated metal discs 
instead of pin-studded cylinders te 
activate the musical comb. These 
American-made disc music boxes 
achieved great popularity. The fea- 
ture of the interchangeable tune discs 
by which a single Regina could be 
made to play hundreds of tunes ap- 
pealed at once. 

“Bells, drums, and castanets were 
sometimes added to produce unusual 
effects, and there were occasional 
combinations of reeds and _ pipes. 
Many of the large types of boxes 
were coin-operated — the more graci- 
ous ancestors of the present-day 
Juke Box! Several composers have 
simulated the sound of the music 
box in their compositions. Ferde 
Grofe, for instance, in the second 
part of his Grand Canyon Suite has 
written in a definitely music-box 
effect. 

“Do you remember the parlor or- 
gans which bloomed and died in the 
first decade or two of this century? 
They were made of oak and walnut 
and some of them boasted imposing 
superstructures which towered to the 
ceiling, with shelves for lamps and 
bric-a-brae and Cousin Susan’s hand- 
painted photograph ... Four people 
and a memory of the Spring of ’95 
can bring more soul-satisfying music 
out of an old parlor organ than a 
roomful of super-super radio receiv- 
ers. You probably wouldn’t want one 
in your living room but for your 
basement or summer home they are 
without peer. When stripped of their 
extraneous architecture and painted, 
they take on an amazingly modern 
appearance, 

“Another device of the Mauve De- 
cade which was heavily advertised in 
Godey’s Ladies Book was the Auto- 
harp. In one advertisement the dear 
readers were invited to send for the 
illustrated booklet, ‘How the Auto- 
harp Captured the Family.’ But 
though once captured, the family has 
long since escaped and would find it 
an intriguing instrument today. The 
zither-like Autoharp came in a num- 
ber of variations. They are easily 
operated by pushing buttons with one 
hand to produce chords, while strum- 
ming across the strings with the 
other. 
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Undertones of Five Years’ 


Musical Research 


By ALMA LOWRY WILLIAMS, State College, San Jose, Calif. 


EFORE I approach the subject 

assigned me by the editor of 
HOBBIES Magazine, I wish to make 
a few prefatory observations concern- 
ing the results of my article which 
appeared in the May issue of 1938. 
I received numerous letters, one from 
England, and others asking my ad- 
vice as to evaluation or repairs. I am 
sorry that I cannot help this latter 
group. But I am no mechanic, being 
unable to repair my own instruments 
which are not in playing condition. 
Neither have I any commercial con- 
tacts or information. I am a music- 
ologist on our local college faculty 
and use my instruments to supplement 
my lecture materials by illustrating 
the structure and theory of ancient 
or primitive music. As a result of my 
personal interest, stimulated by the 
preparation of this article, I spent 
my summer vacation of 1938 research- 
ing on primitive music in the libraries 
and museums of the United States. 
This brought me into contact with 
numerous interesting and often emi- 
nent people in my field. Out of it all 
I have formulated a theory as to the 
origin of our tonal system which does 
not coincide with that generally ac- 
cepted by musical authorities. It will 
necessitate further scientific evalua- 
tion before I can make it public. Now 
to the instruments! 

The most intricate and valuable of 
the group is my music box. It is made 
of dark wood, twenty,inches long, nine 
wide, and five and one-half high. The 
cover is outlined with three bands of 
inlaid light-colored wood and in the 
center has a nosegay of roses and 
other flowers, all formed from tiny 
bits of inlaid wood, naturalistically 
colored. The hinged cover, when 
raised, discloses three compartments. 
The one to the left has the lever 
which winds up the clock-mechanism 
by which the instrument is run. The 
section to the right contains two small 
levers which control whatever is indi- 
cated; “Change” or “Repeat” on one 
and “Stop” or “Play” on the other, 
each lever acting fn two directions. 
The center section is about a foot 
long and is covered by a glass which 
may be raised. Within is a brass 
cylinder, bristling with minute spines, 
or “lamellae.” In front of this is a 
heavy nickel “comb,” ten and a half 
inches long and two wide, having teeth 
of graduated lengths from one and 
one-half inches to one-half inch. As 
the cylinder rotates slowly, driven by 
the clock-work mechanism, the spines 





pluck the teeth of the comb and set 
them into vibration. Since the entire 
comb is free to vibrate the tones blend 
with one another and produce a blur- 
ring of partials which gives the instru- 
ments its characteristic tone-quality. 
The tone may be muted by moving a 
lever which lowers a metal cylinder 
against the comb. To the left of the 
cylinder, on a metal semi-circle, are 
numerals from 1 to 10 with an indica- 
tor which moves from one number to 
another and thus indicates the com- 
position which is being played. 
Pasted on the inside of the cover 
is a large card, brilliantly printed in 
gay colors. The upper corners are 
devoted to peasants dancing, the lower 
corners to scenic views, presumably 
of the Alpine peaks. Centered below 
is a red shield with a white cross, 
the emblem of Switzerland, supported 
by two trumpeters in native costume. 
In the center of the card, beautifully 
hand-written, are listed the ten se- 
lections which comprise the repertoire 
of the instrument. These consist of 
songs and choruses from light operas 
of the Seventies and Eighties by Sulli- 
van, von Suppe, Planquette, Julien, 
and their contemporaries, and one 
from an American opera, The Little 
Tycoon, by Spenser, presented in Phil- 
adelphia in 1886. Also there are the 
galop, polka, schottische, “heel and 
toe,” and quadrille dances of the 
period. How old this particular instru- 
ment is, I do not know. It was manu- 
factured by “Henry Gautschi and 
Sons, 1030 Chestnut Street, Phila- 
delphia. Established 1824” and bears 
the number, 3712. Its tone is silvery 
and reminiscent of the past. My 
friends agree with me that it forms 
quite the proper background for the 
service of tea with the old family 
plate and china in a Victorian setting. 
The music box is a refined version 
of a primitive instrument called the 
“Zanze,” in which a tongue of cane or 
metal is plucked and left to vibrate 
freely. I can recall from my grade- 
school years the eerie sound of a pin 
stuck into a desk somewhere in the 
room and then twanged to the teach- 
er’s great discomfiture. The most 
common use of this principle is found 
in the jaw-harp, commonly known as 
the Jew’s-harp. I have a tiny toy in- 
strument of this type. It is a cylinder, 
little larger than a spool with a handle 
which turns and plucks out the tones, 
A. OF.G: 
My next treasure is a fine modern 
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instrument, the long lute, almost a 
replica of the type famous in the 
Tudor courts. Mine is 28 inches in 
length with a deeply-arched back 
made in eleven pieces of dark Wood 
and a flat top of a single piece of 
light-colored wood with a finely carved 
round sound-hole. The top has a white 
edge with two inner inlaid lines of 
black. There are six strings, each 
fastened with a white-centered button 
to a decorative piece of dark wood 
near the bottom of the flat top. The 
neck is of the dark wood and ends 
with a curve toward the front and 
is terminated by a square enclosing 
a carved flower. At present it is 
strung with metal strings, but I in- 
tend to replace them with gut which 
is more sympathetic in tone and much 
easier to play. I have it tuned like 
the modern guitar rather than in one 
of the original tunings. Its tone is 
rich and sonorous and is the perfect 
accompaniment to the human voice 
or one of the reed instruments, par- 
ticularly the recorder, which was its 
musical contemporary. 

The lute was brought into Europe 
from the East as “el’ud,” or “the 
Wooden” instrument, and enjoyed cen- 
turies of popularity because it could 
play well both melody and harmony. 
When other instruments were still 
uncertain in pitch, the lute could play 
anything. As a result it was used to 
accompany ballad singers and grand 
opera stars alike, as well as being a 
welcome addition to almost any instru- 
mental ensemble. Thousands of com- 
positions were written and published 
for the lute which had a profound 
influence upon the development of 
music for keyboard instruments. The 
lute was also used frequently in deco- 
ration by painters of the Renaissance 
and Baroque eras in portraits, interi- 
ors, and even in ecclesiatical paintings. 

I have also a short lute, a Chinese 
“yueh ch’in,”’ or moon guitar. This 
consists of two circular pieces of 
light-colored wood, 13% inches in 
diameter, joined by sides of dark wood 
one and one-half inches deep. The 
grain of wood is particularly beauti- 
ful. Inside the body, glued to the top 
and the back in exactly the same 
location are narrow wooden cross- 
bars. Between these, exactly in the 
center of the instrument, is a connect- 
ing piece of wood with a square hole 
through which is thrust the square 
end of the neck. Inside the body are 
left the chips from the structure of 
the instrument. I find this to be 
typical of many Chinese instruments 
which intentionally have crumpled 
paper or a little piece of metal placed 
inside to establish sympathetic vibra- 
tion while the instrument is being 
played. Chinese instruments usually 
have silk strings. Tradition states 
that a string should be wound of as 
many threads as its total number of 
vibrations per second when correctly 
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tuned, but I think this is no longer 
observed. When I am able to get silk 
strings I will put my instrument into 
playing condition. 

The only wind instrument of the 
pipe class is a small Mexican flute, 
crudely formed of dark gray pottery. 
It is seven inches long, has a cylin- 
drical bore of approximately an inch 
and flares out neatly at the bell. It 
is a “fipple,” or beak-flute in which 
the player’s breath is directed in a 
small column through the beak against 
the thin edge of a round opening, thus 
setting the air of the tube into vi- 
bration. Its open tone is D, slightly 
flat, and the four finger holes add the 
tones E, F, G, and A, also sufficiently 
below pitch to give a fairly accurate 
diatonic succession in the major scale 
pattern. Its repertoire is limited but 
includes a nice version of “Mary had 
a Little Lamb.” Since this paper was 
begun, some kind, unknown donor 
placed a beautiful horn in my mail 
box at college. I am deeply grateful 
for I have long wanted an example 
of the ancestor of the brass family of 
instruments. It is an ordinary steer’s 
horn of mottled gray and _ ivory, 
scraped thin at the outer edge and 
left thick at the small end where it 
has been sawed off to leave a hollow 
bore through which to “wind” it. The 
whole is definitely conical and also 
gently spiral so that it lies well in 
the hand and sweeps away from the 
player’s mouth with the bell opening 
toward the listener. Such is the horn 
that has cried across the plains and 
echoed through the mountains for 
centuries. It was the Hebrew shofar 
of the temple and synagogue that 
rang for joy when “Joshua fit the 
the battle of Jericho, and the walls 
came atumblin’ down.” It was the 
horn of Roland in many an old geste. 
It was the drinking horn of chivalry 
and later the powder horn of gun- 
powder days. From it arose the nu- 
merous and royal family of metal 
instruments which carry its name of 
“horn” from roots in different 
languages. 

I spent the last two summers as a 
guest at Montalvo Foundation, the 
country villa of the late James D. 
Phelan in the coastal mountains near 
Saratoga, Calif. I was working on a 
fellowship awarded to creative artists 
by the San Francisco Art Association. 
My serious work there was the com- 
pletion of a text on music theory and 
composition. But in hours of relaxation 
while strolling through the grounds I 
came upon thickets of bamboo which 
aroused in me a tremendous urge to 
create a musical instrument for my- 
self and discover the process by which 
a primitive is motivated. In 1938 I 
had been greatly taken by a particu- 
larly fine anklong in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art exhibits in New York. 
I had purchased a good picture of the 
instrument from the museum and had 


made several detailed drawings of my 
own. Consequently I came home, 
routed these from my files, and re- 
turned to Montalvo determined to 
fashion an anklong and incidentally 
to discover how primitive is a primi- 
tive when he makes a bamboo instru- 
ment. I had much to learn physically 
and psychologically. The head garden- 
er obligingly furnished me with quan- 
tities of seasoned bamboo and the 
run of a well-equipped machine shop, 
meanwhile holding his breath in ap- 
prehension of the damage I might do 
myself in this welter of sharp steel 
and buzzing blade. 

From frequent observation of au- 
thentic primitive instrument structure 
I had learned that holes are generally 
made by burning. But since I was 
compelled to cook my food by elec- 
tricity and open fires were tabu on 
the estate, I was forced by my en- 
vironment to cut and bore the bamboo. 
I made a sorry jumble of the whole 
project because the cane was light and 
very brittle, and broke readily. In 
desperation I cut fresh green bamboo 
that would not break easily and fin- 
ished my anklong with it. Being 
highly porous, it soon dried out, but 
in the process it also shrunk out of 
its perfect symmetry. To make an 
anklong there are eleven pieces of 
bamboo necessary and their propor- 
tions are not a matter of guesswork. 
They must be carefully planned and 
proportioned, first for the correct 
playing of the instrument and second, 
for the pitch and quality of the tone 
which it must produce. I learned 
thereby that a primitive must achieve 
considerable skill both in theory and 
craftsmanship before he can fashion 
a satisfactory instrument. His ma- 
terials may be simple, even crude, but 
their combination must be well 
planned to be adequate functionally. 

The work began by cutting a large 
piece of bamboo, approximately 20 
inches long and two inches thick. The 
joint partitions in the cane were 
reamed out to make it hollow since 
it would serve as the resonator for 
the instrument as well as being the 
base for four perpendicular stakes to 
be set like the masts of a sailing 
vessel. Four holes were bored at 
equal distances for these upright 
spars, which were approximately 28 
inches long and about the thickness 
of the average finger, tapering down 
at the upper end. Between each of 
these upright spars was a rectangular 
opening cut in the upperside of the 
large base tube to hold the foot of 
the swinging bell which would be 
suspended between the uprights. These 
three swinging bamboo bells in di- 
ameter and length I cut to approxi- 
mate the proportions 2, 3, 4. This is 
not arbitrary but would produce 
crudely the tones C, G, C’, the octave 
and fifth, intervals found commonly 
in the tuning of primitive instru- 
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ments. For these bell tubes, after 
they had been cut in proportionate 
lengths with their lower end about 
an inch below a joint in the bamboo, 
I cut off an outer section and carved 
it away to leave two feet to stand 
in the rectangular “cockpit” of the 
base tube. A little more than half- 
way up the bell from-the joint, on 
the flat side of the bamboo, I cut 
in half-way through and then slit the 
tube to leave a lip projecting like a 
shoe-horn. I rounded the edge of this 
and near the tip cut a wedge-shaped 
hole through which the slender bam- 
boo stalk would be thrust from which 
the bell would be suspended. A notch 
in the center of this twig keeps the 
bell from slipping off center. The 
longest bell, between the two outer 
uprights on one side, hangs from a 
stalk thrust through all four spars. 
The bell next in length, between the 
two inner spars, hangs from a stalk 
thrust through the three right hand 
spars. The little bell, between the 
other two outer uprights hangs from 
a stalk between these two spars. Each 
bell has its two feet in its own rec- 
tangular opening. 

When the pieces had all been shaped 
and assembled flat on the work-bench 
I bound them together with long 
fibers of New Zealand hemp. The re- 
sult elicited considerable comment and 
speculation from the other guests at 
Montalvo but it would be disgusting 
to a primitive because its work is 
shoddy and makeshift. “Jerry-built” 
is the term architects use for a poor 
structure. This summer I hope to 
assemble more seasoned material and 
burn holes in them carefully so that 
they fit together well. The anklong is 
popular in Java and Bali and I believe 
its name is imitative of the sound it 
makes. The instrument is played by 
grasping the spar in the space above 
the little bell and shoving it back 
and forth in the plane of the basic 
resonator so that the feet of the bells 
strike the edges of the rectangular 
“cockpits.” This causes the sound 
which has a dry, “plopping” quality. 
Since the bells are pendulous and free 
to sway in a frequency proportionate 
to their length, a skilled performer 
can get a different rhythm from each 
bell with the same thrust of the ank- 
long. It is particularly fine to accom- 
pany dances composed of posing and 
slow gesture. 

My little collection new contains 
representatives of all the types of in- 
struments, some highly perfected and 
others very crude. I hope to be able 
to add a small harp and a clavichord 
or virginal when finances permit. But 
in the meantime I shall continue to 
collect simple instrument and learn 
to play a little on those I have. I also 
have drawings of several instruments 
which I want to build this summer to 
illustrate the various principles of 
structure found in remote systems. 
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Leslie Lindsey Mason Collection 


of Musical Instruments 


+ yee development of many modern 
orchestral instruments as well as 
the changing character of music over 
a period of centuries is illustrated 
by the well known Leslie Lindsey 
Mason collection of Musical Instru- 
ments in the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts. This collection was presented 
to the Museum by William Lindsey 
in memory of his daughter, Mrs. Les- 
lie Lindsey Mason, who was lost at 
the sinking of the Lusitania. The gift 
commemorates the love of music 
which Mrs. Mason shared with her 
father. 

The instruments were assembled 
by Canon Francis W. Galpin, M. A., 
F. L. S., the Honorable Freeman of 
the Worshipful Company of Musi- 
cians in England, the author of many 
valuable works on old musical instru- 
ments and a world renowned au- 
thority on their history, from whom 
it was acquired by Mr. Mason. Some 
of the instruments have been shown 
in various exhibitions in England and 
Europe, and have also been used for 
book and magazine illustrations, both 
popular and educational. An elaborate 
classification of the instruments had 
been worked out by Canon Galpin, 
which has been followed with certain 
modifications in arranging the gal- 
lery. Each division within the gen- 
eral classification with a few excep- 
tions is illustrated by at least one 
instrument. For this reason the col- 
lection is of special value to students 
of organology (the science of musical 
instruments) because it provides 
basic illustrative material for the 
survey of the whole field of old in- 
struments. 

The collection contains 560 pieces, 
the European instruments numbering 
313, the balance of 247 items, com- 
prising Asiatic, African, Polynesian, 
and American Indian instruments. 
Only the European instruments are 
exhibited at present. Although the 
Mason collection cannot compete in 
number with larger collections of 
musical instruments in this country 
and abroad, it is second to none in 
completeness. 

Early forms of musical instru- 
ments, used in ‘merrymaking and 
dancing, such as simple pipes, bag- 
pipes, primitive string instruments, 
including rebecs and hurdy-gurdies, 
are interesting in themselves and for 
their associations with the past. An 


18th century hurdy-gurdy made by 
Louvet of Paris, played with a fric- 
tion wheel, is included in this group. 
The ancient hurdy-gurdy was a 
stringed instrument and was used in 
the church until it was supplanted 
by the organ. 

One of the most romantic of ancient 
musjcal instruments is the lute. Be- 
fore keyboard instruments came into 
general use, lutes held the corres- 
ponding place in homes. Skill in 
playing a lute was almost an obliga- 
tory accomplishment of gentle folk. 
Paintings and prints of the 16th and 
17th centuries show lutes in great 
numbers, usually in intimate and 
aristocratic surroundings. They were 
used in solo playing, voice accompani- 
ments and in consort playing. Lovely 
musie was composed for the lute, but 
unfortunately it was recorded in 
tablature notation, a large portion of 
which has yet to be translated. The 
collection contains two unusual ex- 
amples, a theorbo, or archlute, by 
Magnus Tieffenbrucker made in Ven- 
ice in 1589,and a citarrone, or long- 
necked bass lute of the 17th century, 
similar to those used by Monteverdi 
in one of the earliest operas, “Orfeo.” 

Among the bowed instruments in 
the collection are some particularly 
interesting viols and violins. Viols 
like lutes were aristocratic instru- 
ments, and a 17th century gentle- 
man’s education was incomplete with- 
out lessons on the viol. It was cus- 
tomary for families to keep a chest 
of viols consisting of two trebles, 
two tenors, and two bass viols, and 
everyone was expected to join in en- 
semble playing. In the Museum col- 
lection are a fine set of viols, includ- 
ing one by Barak Norman, a cele- 
brated English maker; and two “love 
viols” with sympathetic strings, one 
by G. Grancino, 1696, the other by 
Joachim Tielke, 1670, a famous Ger- 
man instrument maker. In contrast 
to the socially exclusive viol is the 
violin, of humble origin, probably 
descended from the rebec. A rustic 
violin made by a blind man from a 
cigar box illustrates the crudity of the 
early types. After refinements of 
technique and tone by generations of 
able musicians, together with the 
development of solo playing and or- 
chestral performances, the violin fin- 
ally emerged as the noble instrument 
that we know today. A series of 
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bowed instruments in the collection 
illustrates the links in the evolution 
of the violin. These include a lyra, 
a rebec, and a Welsh crwth made 
by Owen Tyddwr. Of interest also 
are two kits, or small violins, for- 
merly carried by dancing masters in 
their tail pockets. 

A rare item in the collection is an 
Irish harp made by John Kelly in 
1734. The origin of the Irish harp 
is debatable, but it is probable that 
it was introduced into Ireland by 
the Northmen, and perfected there 
by a race with a musical sense, al- 
ready highly developed. The strings 
were stopped by the nails, and it is 
interesting to note that there was a 
law in Ireland, punishing anyone 
breaking a harpist’s nails. 

Among the wind instruments are a 
serpent made by Baudoin in Belgium 
in the 18th century, a type said to 
have been introduced by George III 
into English military bands; a fool’s 
flute to contain flour for playing 
practical jokes; a fagottino (a small 
bassoon) by I. C. Denner, the inven- 
tor of the clarinet; an alto fagotto 
with a conical bore and played with 
a single reed, the ancestor of the 
saxophone; and a saxophone built 
in the inventor’s factory and num- 
bered 5828. 

The collection also contains a re- 
markable instrument, if it can be 
dignified by such a name, a “jingling 
johnny.” It is a brass pole about 6 
feet high decorated with crescents, 
stars, and Chinese hats with bells. It 
was carried before a band and shaken 
in rhythm with the steps. The 
‘“jingling johnny” is of Turkish 
origin. It is descended from the 
chaghana (a sort of jingle tree) and 
the horsetail standards, features of 
the famous janissary bands. When 
the first janissary band was intro- 
duced into Europe in the 18th cen- 
tury, it contained a chaghana and 
was preceded by horsetail standards, 
emblems of dignity. Its popularity 
was immediate and the Europeans 
adopted the jingle tree to which was 
added the horsetail standard. The 
fantastic result was called a “jingl- 
ing johnny.” 

Finally, the collection possesses 
some instruments of unusual histori- 
cal importance: a busine, or Herald’s 
trumpet made by Sebastian Hanlein 
in 1460, the earliest dated instrument 
in the collection; two flutes — one 
belonged to J. J. Quantz, the court 
musician and flute teacher of Fred- 
erick the Great of Prussia — the 
other to Krafft, the violincellist in 
Haydn’s orchestra; a virginal by G. 
Domenico of Venice, ca. 1550; a 
clavichord by Onesto Tosi, Genoa, 
1568; an upright spinet dating from 
1600, and a virginal by Andreas 
Ruckers, made in 1610, the earliest 
dated instrument by that famous 
maker.

Mathushek Collection of 


Antique Keyboard Instruments 


By C. ALBERT JACOB, JR., President Mathushek Piano Manufacturing Co. 


‘aan objective in our acquisition of 

a collection of early keyboard 
instruments was twofold. In addition 
to our own very understandable inter- 
est in these instruments was the 
thought that many people considering 
a piano for their home would be 
interested in, and benefitted by a 
knowledge of the various steps by 
which inventive genius throughout the 
centuries has led to the development 
of the modern piano. 

Man’s first attempts at producing 
music by mechanical means probably 
were inspired by hearing the twang 
of a bow string and the resonant 
reverberations produced by pounding 
on a hollow log. Strange as it may 
seem, the combination of the two 
primitive sounds constitute the basic 
principle of the piano today. 

The first known experiments of a 
scientific nature in this sequence of 
musical development were made by 
Pythagoras about the year 582 B.C., 
using a Monocord which consisted, 
as its name implies, of one string 
drawn taut over a small hollow box. 
As a result of these experiments a 
definite scale was developed estab- 
lishing the pitch of tone as compared 
to the tension and length of string 
free to vibrate. The length was con- 
troiled by pressing the finger on the 
string at various determined points. 

As time passed, other variations 
of this simple instrument were de- 
veloped by adding more strings, and 
providing movable bridges to vary 
their length at will, though the strings 
were still made to vibrate by plucking 
with a pick held in the fingers, or 
with the finger itself. About the 11th 
centry the clavis, or key, which was 
first used in the church organ, was 
adapted to these stringed instruments, 
and a “plectrum” or pick was placed 
on the end of the key to pluck the 
strings. 

Progress in these times was slow, 
and it was nearly two centuries later 
that the clavicytherium was invented 
in Italy. This was a simple box-like 
affair of about three octave range 
using strings of “cat-gut,” but it was 
the inspiration of the next step, the 
clavichord. 

The clavichords built in the 15th 
and 16th centuries had from 20 to 
30 brass strings which were caused 
to vibrate by pins called tangents, 


also of brass, which were fastened at . 


the back of. the keys. These instru- 


ments usually had more keys than 
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strings, for the tangents of two or 
sometimes three keys were made to 
strike the same string, producing 
tones of different pitch. 

A contemporary development was 
the spinet, named after its inventor 
Giovanni Spinnetti of Venice, Italy. 
It was quite similar in form and 
shape to a very small square piano, 
but obtained impetus for its tone 
vibrations from plectra, or’ small 
picks, made of quill and incorporated 
in a simple action mechanism, When 
a key was depressed, the proper jack 
to which this piece of quill was 
attached, rose and plucked the string. 
When the key was released the jack 
dropped back and a small piece of 
felt rested on the string and dampened 
the tone. 

A desire to improve on and enlarge 
the range and volume of tone of the 
spinet led to the creation of the 
harpsichord. Its shape, like a small 
but elongated grand piano, gave room 
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for a large sounding board and more 
and longer strings. The harpsichord 
was for many years the “ultimate” 
in keyboard stringed instruments until 
all of these types were finally sup- 
planted by the piano. 

The harpsichord in our collection 
(illustrated) was built about 1548, and 
is an outstanding example of the 
craftsmanship of these early artisans. 
It was built by one Bartoli, of Flor- 
ence, for his patron Ercole (Hercules) 
II, Fourth Duke of Ferrara and First 
Duke of Chartres. The painting on 
the inside of the cabinet is the original 
decoration and shows evidence of be- 
ing from the brush of one of the 
Italian Masters of that period. Ercole 
II, who was the son of Alphonzo I 
and Lucrezia Borgia, married Renee 
of Anjou, daughter of Louis XII of 
France, and brought to him in her 
dowry the Dukedom of Chartes. It 
is quite evident that this harpsichord 
was, at a later date, brought to 
France, possibly by their son AlI- 
phonzo II; the exterior of the cabinet, 
which probably had become marred, 
has unquestionably been re-decorated 
in a style definitely French and of 
a later period. Harpsichords such as 
this were rare even in those days as 
it was only the very wealthy members 
of the nobility who could afford to 
commission a master craftsman to 
create such a gem. The building of 
such a harpsichord was a labor of

many months, and called for many 
skills, and the great artists of the 
day were called in to embellish the 
finished product with its final deco- 

ration. 

The next step in this sequence of 
musical progress, and a very logical 
one as it followed the ever present 
quest for tonal improvement, was the 
invention of the piano, Bartclomo 
Christofori of Padua is generally 
acknowledged to be its inventor. 
Christofori observed that the tone of 
a dulcimer, with its percussion attack 
was clearer than the rather whining, 
twangy tones of the harpsichords and 
spinets. The dulcimer, a_ stringed 
instrument of very ancient lineage, 
was played by striking the strings 
with felt or buckskin tipped wands 
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held in each hand. Grasping the fact 
that this percussion principle, if 
applied to a keyboard instrument such 
as the spinet, might improve its tone, 
Christofori created an action for his 
new instrument in which depression 
of the keys caused small hammers to 
strike the strings. The result was 
startling, for though it could not be 
compared with the tone of a modern 
piano, it was a tremendous advance 
over any type of keyboard stringed 
instrument offered up to that time. 
Thus prehistoric man’s “Twang of a 
bow string” and his percussion attack 
on the hollow log finally got together 
to man’s eternal musical edification 
and pleasure. An example of the 
dulcimer, from our collection, is illus- 
trated herein. 

During the years following Christo- 
fori’s invention, his crude action was 
steadily improved upon by English and 
Continental instrument makers, and 
there are illustrated herein several 
examples of their handiwork produced 
around the turn of the 18th century. 
The one by George Astor of Cornhill, 
London, England, is typical of the 
dainty but fragile pianos of that time. 
George Astor was the brother of John 
Jacob Astor who came to this country 
in 1873. John Jacob had worked in 
the piano factory of his uncle (Astor 
& Broadwood) and though he set him- 
self up as a fur trader here in the 
new world, he also imported pianos 
from England. It is an established 
fact a part of the beginning of the 
Astor Fortune came from reselling 
these pianos made by his brother and 
uncle, to the wealthy landowners of 
the eastern seaboard. 

During the era of industrial ex- 
pansion in the United States begin- 
ning in the first half of the 19th 
century, many European artisans emi- 
grated to this country and the most 
notable examples of progress in im- 
provement of keyboard instruments 
are the fruits of their ingenuity. 
Frederick Mathushek, founder of our 
house, was born in Bohemia in 1814 
and is accredited by historians as 
being one of the musical world’s out- 
standing inventive geniuses. Many of 
the improvements he made in piano 
construction are still being used in 
pianos of today. Numerous examples 
of his early work are in our collection 
and a number are located in Museums 
both in this country and abroad. A 
very rare specimen is the table piano 
built to resemble a large Duncan 
Phyfe table with center support which 
is located in the Ibach Museum in 
Germany, 

The harp shaped “Orchestral Grand” 
by Mathushek made the trip “around 
the Horn” to California in a clipper 
ship to grace the home of one of the 
pioneers of gold rush days. This piano 
resembles, to a certain extent, the 
conventional grand of today but its 
outline is practically reversed. Instead 
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of having a long straight side at the 
bass, a short side at the treble, and 
a curving sweep to the rear connect- 
ing the two, this unusual instrument 
has a short curved side at the bass, 
supported by two legs close together, 
a wide curved side at the treble with 
two more legs widely separated, and 
a long straight side at the back of 
the instrument. It was in fact shaped 
just like a harp laid on its side. 

The little Mathushek “Colibri” 
square piano is reminiscent of ante- 
bellum days. The general vogue in 
pianos during that “hair cloth and 
black walnut” era ran to huge ornate- 
ly carved instruments averaging 
around nine feet in length. Their 
massive construction and use of an 
iron plate gave support for heavier 
strings requiring greater tension. This 
in turn produced greater resonance 
and tone volume than the more fragile 
construction of the preceding era. It 
must be admitted however, that these 
huge instruments lost much of the 
charm of design of their predecessor. 
Mathushek’s “Colibri” Square which 
took its name from the Italian word 
for humming bird was a startling 
development in its day and though 
custom at that time, demanded an 
adherence to the general style of the 
period, these little instruments were 
so much smaller than the general run 
of pianos in those days that they re- 
captured in part the illusive daintiness 
of the past. Jenny Lind, the “Swedish 
Nightingale” on one of her tours in 
the South sang to the accompaniment 
of this little piano. 

Another type of keyboard instru- 
ment that in the past played a large 
part in the musical home life of this 
country was the small organ and 
melodeon. These were a simple type 
of reed organ but their very simplicity 
of construction stimulated their popu- 
larity and their small size appealed in 
an era when the population of our 
country was so constantly on the 
move as new frontiers were developed 
in our Westward expansion. 

We have one rather unique instru- 
ment in this classification which is a 
little rocking organ made by D. B. 
Bartlett of Concord, N. H. This was 
essentially a portable instrument 
which when compressed together 
could be placed in a small box for 
carrying. When taken from the box, 
the action of springs opened the bel- 
lows and reservoir and it could be 
pumped with one foot by means of a 
thong attached at the base end of 
the instrument. The person who played 
it, however, had to be somewhat of 
a gymnast as the entire contraption, 
keyboard included, bounced up and 
down while it was in operation. 

The melodeons were smal] reed 
organs built in the shape of a minia- 
ture square piano. The one illustrated 
here built by N. J. Smith of New 
London, Conn., is of simple lines but 
many were very elaborately carved 
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and their cases were excellent ex- 
amples of the cabinet maker’s art. 
Many of them, throughout the coun- 
try, that have passed their days of 
usefulness as a musical instrument 
have undergone somewhat of a major 
operation from which they emerge 
as “spinet desks.” 

Space will not permit descriptions 
of all the antique pianos which we 
have in our collection but all of them 
illustrate most interesting develop- 
ments in the improvement of action 
and other mechanical features. The 
tiny hammers, crude actions, delicate 
low tension strings and diminutive 
sounding boards of the pianos of the 
Seventeen and early Eighteen Hun- 
dreds are a far cry from the mechan- 
ical perfection of the modern instru- 
ments of today and their tiny “tink- 
ling’? tone and irresponsive action 
would never satisfy our modern 
musicians. Close examination of these 
various instruments furnish many ex- 
amples of mechanical changes mad2 
from time to time, all with the ob- 
jective of improvement in tone and 
action, though many turned out to be 
impractical and were discarded in 
later models. For example, Mathushek 
worked for several years on an action 
for a Grand Piano in which the ham- 
mers, located above the strings, struck 
them with a downward motion. This 
did give a powerful blow but the 
problem of overcoming gravity in 
bringing the hammers up to their 
original position made the action so 
sluggish that he finally gave up and 
confined his efforts to further per- 
fecting the conventional type of 
action. Constructional details as re- 
vealed in these old pianos, are of 
course of prime interest to those of 
us who make pianos. It must be ad- 
mitted however, that the average per- 
son who looks over our collection is 
in the main intrigued, by their decora- 
tive beauty as pieces cf furniture. 
Throughout the ages, musical instru- 
ment builders have been master cabi- 
net makers and have utilized the most 
beautiful of cabinet woods in their 
artistry. The fine old mahogany, 
satinwood, rosewood and walnut in 
these instruments is an object of ad- 
miration to all. 

Some people have the mistaken idea 
that great age alone can enhance the 
value of a musical instrument but this 
indeed is farthest from the truth. If 
the instrument was of little worth 
when it was built it can never develop 
value as an antique, but if its creation 
was a masterpiece of musical instru- 
ment making (as in the case of a 
Stradivarius violin) the mellowing 
hand of time touches it lightly but 
its touch is golden. “Trashy” instru- 
ments of the past,.or in fact of these 
times, are “here today and gone to- 
morrow.” It is only the truly fine 
that will survive and be someone’s 
treasured possession a hundred years 
from now.

ECENTLY, in a New York sale, a 

lot of rare pieces of jewelry came 
to public view. Included were several 
outstanding pieces of delicate work- 
manship. 

One, equally as appropriate for to- 
day as when it was made, was a sword 
pin, made to hold a watch. Even as 
today, women long ago wore their 
watches pinned to the left shoulder 
as part of their costume. 

A George III rose diamond, gold 
and silver flexible butterfly com- 
manded $750, proving that good 
antique jewelry is always in demand. 

Among the rings in the collection 
was one with black enamel trimming 
on gold. It had a secret compartment 
in which som2 tiny memento could 
be hidden such as a picture, a dried 
flower or a lock of hair. 

A “drop” brooch in the form of 
pansy blossoms in this collection re- 
minded me that here was indeed an 
interesting field for specialization. 
Not so long ago, the flower made a 
most admirable motif for the brooch. 
The pansy types, particularly, would 
make a colorful assembly. 

A miniature gold brooch, hand 
painted in oil by H. Leloir in 1850, 
was priced at $185.

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Musical Figurines and Dolls 


By MRS. ROY G. TOMLINSON 


NE evening 17 years ago a friend 

dropped by my home and, with 

a little laugh, pressed a tiny figure 

into my hand. It happened that this 

friend had crossed eyes, a physical 

flaw which in no Wise detracted from 
her charm. 

“Here is a little cross-eyed fellow, 
just like me,” she said. “I wanted 
you to have him.” 

It was the figure of a boy, scarcely 
two inches high, playing a French 
horn. 

A few years later this friend died. 
I was heartbroken, because she was 
very dear to me. Then it occurred to 
me that, in token of this long friend- 
ship, I should begin a collection of 
figurines, all playing musical instru- 
ments. 

For nearly 13 years I have been 
adding to this family of musicians, 
until] now there are 642 members of 
it. The single figures and groups 
have been brought to me from all 
parts of the world. There are many 
sizes, many nationalities represented. 
Friends and relatives heard of my 
interest and have helped. 

One of my most prized groups is 
from Te Hwa, China, brought to me 
by Rev. and Mrs. V. J. Maloney, 
who spent 15 years as missionaries 
there. In the center of the group is 
a boy astride a water buffalo playing 
a bamboo flute. Around this figure 
is a semi-circle of Chinese priests in 
jade, each with an Oriental instru- 
ment. 

There is a copper figurine, six 
inches tall and eight inches long, 
given me some years ago by my hus- 
band’s late father. It is a replica 
of the St. Louis, Mo., union station 
with a cupid atop, playing a banjo. 
The figurine was brought by my hus- 
band’s father from the St. Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904. It was his first 
distant train trip, made from Hills- 
boro, Tex. 

The group that I delight in most 
is perhaps the group of negro musi- 
cians, handmade by a clever woman in 
Chattanooga, Tenn. The musicians, 
with bandmaster and dancer, are 10 
inches tall and are typically dressed, 
even to the odd-matched patches and 


three-corner tears in their clothing. 
The expressions on the faces of this 
group fascinate me. 

Then there is the miniature Dres- 
den grand piano and bench, obtained 
through an exchange of figurines with 
Screen Star Jeanette MacDonald. It 
is a piece that I prize highly, of 
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course. And near it is the six-inch 
figure of a young man dressed as a 
Portuguese native. It was fashioned 
by a student from Coimbra in Central 
Portugal. The student earned his way 
through the university making and 
selling figures such as this. 

A mirth-inspiring group is that of 
the figures of Martha Raye, Phil and 
Johnny Baker and Rudy Vallee, all 
in typical poses. Mr. Tomlinson and 
I had been to a theater in Phila- 
delphia where Martha Raye, was ap- 
pearing in person. Leaving, we saw 
this group of figures and bought them 
immediately. And near is the Weaver 
Family, Elviry, Lum, Abner and 
Cieero, all playing their accustomed 
instruments. They were brought to 
me by a friend from Missouri. These 
figurines are five inches tall. 

“Ebonezer Black” is one of the 
largest of the musical family — 12 
inches tall. He slouches at the base 
of one of the cabinets on the floor, 
like Lazy Bones in the sun, playing 
on a slide trombone. He was molded 
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Mrs. ik Tomlinson of Ft. Worth, Tex., with some of her “musical Sig- 
ures.” The fact that Mrs. Tomlinson ‘herself is an accomplished musician, 
playing both piano and accordion, may account in part for her interest in this 


“musical” hobby.

The Mexican band, eight inches tall, 
is dressed in typical Mexican cos- 
tumes. Each member of the band has 
a guitar or banjo. 

There are bands of blown glass, 
of Pipe cleaners, of corn cobs, sea 
shells, bamboo, pine cones, alabaster, 
jelly .beang and yarn. Oh, yes, over 
there at the side is a group from 
Hawaii, with weird little faces drawn 
on nuts, 

There are animal bands — four 
groups of dog bands, three of cats, 
three of rabbits, two of monkeys, two 
of frogs, and one each of chickens, 
mice, pigs, parrots, and_ alligators.

Sophia Smith needs correcting. An 
alumnus of Smith College writes that 
Sophia Smith was not the first dean 
of this college which bears her name, 
but the founder.

Her name was origi- 
nally Mary, but she was renamed 
“Sophia” later. Hence, this doll seems 
to be correctly called, “Sophia Smith.” 

“Sophia” does not wear her original 
dress, however. She was costumed for 
Mrs. Andrews, in a replica of a cos- 
tume of the 1830-40 period, by Mrs. 
Henry E. Johnson, Massachusetts.

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Dried Apple Dolls 


E old adage, “An apple a day 

keeps the doctor away,’ may be 
interpreted in another way. You can 
take a few as a hobby, it appears, and 
gain immeasurable results, not only 
from the standpoint of inexpensive 
recreation but also in fulfilling a 
creative urge. 

Here’s the story of a Chicago 
enthusiast of sculpturing dolls from 
dried apples that you may want to 
add to your book of doll lore. It was 
written by none other than a member 
of the sterner sex, John Craig, as a 
feature in the Chicago Daily News: 

“¢And these dolls,’ said Mrs. Alice 
Day, ‘were made from apples.’ 

“*Yes, indeed,’ we said politely, 
looking out the window at a group 
of early spring marble players and 


noticing that the girls seemed to be 
as adept as the boys. 

“‘By my mother,’ she went on. 
‘More than 60 years ago.’ 

“At that, we sat up at once, our 
attention back into the room where 
it stayed. 

The figurines, each 7% inches long, 
were of a man and a woman seated 
in chairs. The features had remained 
exactly as they had been carved in 
1883, except that the passage of time 
had caused the faces to turn a deeper 
color, as if the man and woman had 
been sitting in the sun too long. 

“ ‘Toys were scarcer in those days,’ 
said Mrs. Day. ‘And what they did 
have were expensive, so my mother 
made her own. Lived in Kentucky, 
you know. The men fashioned their 
pipes from corncobs and clay, and the 
thought came to her to try modeling 
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‘*JUST FOLKS’’ 
HELEN SIEBOLD WALTER 
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playthings in these materials. Well, 
she did try, but was getting pretty 
discouraged, until one day my grand- 
mother showed her about the apples.’ 

“The trick, of course, is in the 
preservatives. Mrs. Day didn’t tell us 
what these were, ana we gathered that 
they were a pioneer family secret, but 
she did mention ‘certain chemicals,’ 
and remarked that the preparation of 
the apples takes, altogether, nine 
weeks, and that two different formu- 
lae were used. 

“The practical information isn’t just 
hearsay or legend with Mrs. Day, 
because recently she’s been getting 
some apples at the store around the 
corner from her home (Chicago) and 
experimenting for herself. Works fine, 
she assured us. As evidence she waved 
her hand at a table in the room on 
which were 18 of the dolls which she 
made with the assistance of her 
mother, Mrs. Ruth Emerson, who re- 
membered just how it was done. The 
original two, dating back to Mrs. 
Emerson’s girlhood, were in a glass 
case atop a bureau standing nearby. 
The new ones, representing the total 
output of the pair during the past 
winter, are modeled after the origi- 
nals, the men holding long-stemmed 
pipes in their mouths and the women 
occupied with knitting. 

“‘But you notice all the faces are 
different,’ pointed out the sculptress. 
Now that she has got the hang of 
the things, she intends to go on to 
more varied and ambitious projects, 
such as modeling ‘all the presidents, 
from Washington to Roosevelt.’ 

“To give more of an inkling of how 
she works, Mrs. Day reported that 
she first peels the apples and cuts 
them in half. ‘Any kind will do,’ she 
said. Then she gives them their first 
chemical treatment, for drying and 
shrinkage. That takes six weeks. She 
carves them a little then, sort of 
working outline. After that comes the 
hardening process, so that the pieces 
are practically petrified. Finishing is 
done with a razor-sharp knife, the 
features touched up with oil paints. 

“At this point Mrs. Emerson, who 
had been out all this time, came in 
briefly and departed again. 

“‘More pep than any woman her 
age I ever knew,’ commented her 
daughter. ‘Attributes it to eating 
apples all her life.’

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Musical Autographs

ing evocative power of inanimate 

things to awaken long dormant 
impressions, to bring to mind forgot- 
ten associations, and to stimulate 
thought and imagination, is possibly 
a fundamental urge in all collectors, 
be they partial to music, books, auto- 
graphs, or paintings. To each, his 
favorite interest brings its own appeal 
and special charm, and the universal- 
ity of this appeal is recognized by 
thousands. Surely none exerts a 
greater fascination upon the musician 
or music lover than signatures of con- 
temporary artists, or autographs of 
the great whose past has made music 
history. A hundred such may well 
bring to an appreciative owner an 
inexhaustible fund of inspiration and 
grateful pleasure. 


Such an interest needs no apology. 
It not only bears witness to the 
fortunate and pleasant contacts made 
by its owner, provided that the col- 
lection is formed on the basis of per- 
sonal association, but it also serves 
the two-fold purpose of sharing with 
others stimulating thought and 
awakening in its possessor an in- 
satiable desire for more. And not the 
least attractive feature of such a 
hobby is that it is by no means limited 
in scope. The musical autographs of 
students, colleagues, concert artists, 
musical historians, are all grist to the 
collector’s mill, and, in the sum total 
they provide a faithful record of pass- 
ing years. 

Speaking specifically, and not in- 
cluding the signatures of the Albert 
Album, described in these columns 
some years ago, the writer’s collection 
numbers perhaps 150 signed photo- 
graphs, dating from those acquired in 
youth, passing through the nostalgic 
days of early study into the more 
active years of professional life. From 
the earliest likeness, that of an almost 
forgotten teacher, to the latest, a cut 
of the Belgian Piano String Quartet, 
each inscription and sentiment bears 
its own significance and purely per 
sonal flavor. ' 


Among the many autographs of 
violinists, none conveys quite the same 
association as that of the great Bel- 
gian artist, Eugene Ysaye, presented 
to the writer years ago. Ysaye, re- 
garded in his life-time and today as 
one of the great violinists of all time, 
was indulgent and gracious to young 
talent; and it can well be imagined 
that his inscription “Souvenir et bonne 
chance dans le carriere,” especially 
when coupled with the opportunity of 
chatting with the master, examining 
his violins and bows, and listening to 
him relate priceless experiences with 
his teachers, Henri Vieuxtemps and 
Henri Wieniawski, provided a stimu- 
lating experience to an aspiring stu- 
dent, One statement that has persisted 
with me through the years was 
Ysaye’s freely expressed acknowledg- 
ment of his great indebtedness to 
Henri Wieniawski — how, from the 
ten lessons received from the cele- 
brated Polish artist, he was, years 
after, still profiting from the brief 
contact. 

Signatures of little less fascination 
are those of Fritz Kreisler, (1915); 
Emile Sauret (1904); Albert Spalding, 
whose career has been a bright inspi- 
ration to every American violinist; 
Mischa Elman; Jascha Heifetz and 
his great teacher, Leopold Auer; 
Francis Macmillan; Nathan Milstein; 
and Joseph Szigeti, who wrote, “to 
one whose enthusiasm for our instru- 
ment rejoices a fellow fiddler.” 

Others whose association awakens 
in us even more personal memories 
are in the inscriptions of two former 
teachers, whose influence was far 
reaching and permanent. One came 
from the pen of a man who has only 
recently retired from professional 
life, after a long and honorable career. 
We refer to Hugh McGibeny, for 
many years director of the violin de- 
partment at the Arthur Jordan School 
in Indianapolis. His testimony “to my 
very talented pupil, in remembrance 
of many good and some bad lessons” 
(1907), rolls back the scroll of time 
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and brings vividly to mind the urgency 
of not bringing too many unprepared 
lessons to this exacting instructor. 

The other whose influence has per- 

sisted, more from the impact of his 
artistic personality than from a long 
period of study, was Arthur Hart- 
mann, prominent violinist, whose 
scholarly analysis and interpretations 
of Bach have become a_ violinistic 
tradition. More power to each of these 
fine and unselfish men. 
@A number of close and friendly 
musical associations of early days 
are memoralized by signed pictures 
of Herbert Soman, the nephew of 
Charles and Herman Klein, whe was 
for two years a roommate in Europe; 
Harry Weisbach, former concert- 
master of the Chicago Orchestra; 
Adolph Schellschmidt, Flora M. Hunt- 
er, and Leslie E. Peck, three pioneer 
musicians who contributed much to 
the musical development of Indian- 
apolis; Maurice Amsterdam, for many 
years cellist with the Los Angeles 
Symphony Orchestra; and Eddy 
Brown, an early fellow student who 
is now prominent in radio circles. 

Jan Kubelik, who even in his life 
became a legendary figure, is repre- 
sented by two signed photos whose 
association is of unusual sentimental 
interest. It will be recalled how this 
great- Bohemian artist, a pupil of 
Sevcik, catapulted into fame and for- 
tune, lived on the heights of pro- 
fessional acclaim for several years, 
and as suddenly and completely sank 
into violinistic obscurity. 

Not many years before his death 
he visited Nashville, Tenn., while on 
an unsuccessful tour designed to re- 
establish himself in the concert field. 
Happening to have at this time a 
youthful picture of the artist, the 
writer called upon Kubelik, and en- 
joyed the rare privilege of spending

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a wholly delightful hour in his com- 
pany. Never will he forget the sharp 
spasm of pain that flashed across the 
face of the violinist when he glimpsed 
this old, long forgotten photograph. 
“Ah,” said he, “this one I will sign, 
but not date—the memories are too 
sad.” He, too, recognized that only 
a shell of the Kubelik of old remained; 
but, courage was still in him, and 
never will the pride with which he 
showed his famous “Emperor Stradi- 
various” be forgotten, or his wist- 
fully expressed desire to retire and 
spend his remaining days with his 
beloved instrument, playing the 
masterpieces of Mozart and Beethoven 
—a desire never to be realized. 

Not all inscriptions in my collection 
are those of violinists, however. 
Among other valued associations, in 
that they involved the writer profes- 
sionally, are those of Katherine Meisle, 
the distinguished contralto of the 
Metropolitan and Chicago Civic 
Operas; Richard Crooks, the great 
American tenor; Cameron McLean, the 
well known Scotch baritone; the 
prominent harpist, Albert Salvi, for 
many years located in Chicago; and 
Charles Wakefield Cadman, with 
whom the writer was associated in 
New Mexico. Others are Paul Alt- 
house, tenor of the Metropolitan 
Opera; Fraser Gange; Sophie Bras- 
lau, whose glorious voice is still re- 
membered by all who were fortunate 
in hearing her in her prime; and Solon 
Alberti, the well known voice coach 
and conductor of New York. 

Among the pianists represented are 
three—Alexander Brailowsky, and the 
two piano ensemble of Bartlett and 
Robertson. The string quartets include 
the London String Quartet, inscribed 
by John Pennington, Thomas Petre, 
Warwick Evans, and William Prim- 
rose, the Belgian String Quartet, and 
the unique and very fine Belgian 
Piano String Quartet, one of the best 
of its kind, 

The younger violinists are more 
numerous. A partial list includes Ruth 
Breton; Zino Francesgatti, one of the 
most brilliant stars on the violinistic 
horizon; Marjorie Edwards; Max 
Rosen, another famous Auer pupil; 
Boris Rabinoff (not to be confused 
with Rubinoff); Carroll Glenn, the 
charming and extremely gifted young 
violinist who is making great pro- 
fessional strides; and Robert Virovai, 
the youthful Hungarian, whose first 
New York recital astounded blase 
critics, and evoked from them their 
most ecstatic superlatives. 

All of these musical autographs are 
imbued with interesting personal as- 
sociations—signatures whose meaning 
to their owner carinot be valued in dol- 
lars and cents. But in addition to these, 
there is the rare and desirable group 
of signatures and music excerpts con- 
tained in my Albert Album—a pro- 
fuse list that includes the great of 
by-gone days—the Pattis, Jenny Lind, 


Rubinstein, Joachim, Strauss, etc., all 
highlighted by the treasured and 
authentic manuscript of Beethoven, 
dated 1813. 

Other autographs, acquired in the 
pursuit of a different interest, are 
found in books and letters inscribed 
by such authorities on early American 
music as Joseph Mueller, Elliott 
Shapiro, Harry Dichter, Douglas Gil- 
bert, Isadore Witmark, Phillip Jordan, 
and Lillian Kessler. There are also 
certain signed pieces of music by early 
American composers, and an authentic 
and charming manuscript of Franz 
Abt; and to round out the list, we 
submit signatures of Irving Berlin, 
Safanoff, the famous Russian con- 
ductor, Jean Gerardy, the great Bel- 
gian cellist, and Henri Marteau, the 
master violi:ist—all given by friends. 

In closing, the writer craves in- 
dulgence for aiiy personal touch that 
may have crept into this article. To 
avoid this entirely presupposes a 
technical approach and treatment — 
something entirely foreign to his pur- 
pose, and necessarify divorced from 
the very evident sentiment that has 
made a small collection of musical 
autographs an absorbing and fruitful 
facet of professional experience. 
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Scarce Signature 


The life of Button Gwinnett, whose 
signature on the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence seems to be most scarce, 
still continues to be a mystery to 
autograph collectors. The story is, 
however, that Gwinnett was born in 
England in 1735. Somewhere around 
1770 he accompanied his family to 
Charleston, S. C., where he engaged 
in merchandising. Then he removed 
to Georgia, became a large land owner 
and went into politics. He became 
speaker of the Georgia assembly and 
had a large part in drafting the first 
constitution for the state of Georgia. 
He will be remembered most, how- 
ever, for his membership in the Conti- 
nental Congress during that epochal 
session that favored complete inde- 
pendence from Great Britain. Living 
in the country a great deal of his life 
as he did, he found it unnecessary to 
write many letters; hence, the dearth 
of written documents signed by him. 
His autograph once brought the rec- 
ord sum of $14,000 at an auction sale, 
and if you have found one yourself, 
hold on to it, for despite the fact 
that there are a few others in exist- 
ence, it will be valuable.

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CIRCUS MUSIC OF OTHER DAYS 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


HE fanfare of the trumpet, the 


blare of the trombone, the booming 
of the bass drum—all are associated 
with the music of a circus band. But 
it has not always been so. 

In the earliest days of the circus 
in America, brass horns were few and 
far between and most circus music 
came from stringed instruments. 

While circus operators of 150 years 
ago recognized the need for music in 
connection with their entertainment 
programs, they frequently had no 
more than one or two: musicians in 
the company, relying upon local play- 
ers to help out with the performance. 

In 1810, when an Italian circus, 
known as Messrs, Cayetano & Com- 
pany, toured the New England states, 
it visited Newburyport, Mass., and 
there impressed one little girl so that 


when she wrote her memoirs as Mrs. 
S. A. Embry 70 years later, she re- 
viewed the performance in detail. 
There were but half a dozen members 
of the company, and so musicians 
were recruited in the village. “The 
music consisted of half a dozen per- 
formers playing the bugle, clarinet, 
bass viol and violin,” wrote Mrs. 
Embry. 

But this band was impressive as 
compared with the music furnished 
for some cther shows of that period. 
It is said of the John Robinson Circus 
which made its debut in 1824, that the 
music was often furnished by the 
owner of the company himself. 
“Uncle John” would prop his chair 
against a center pole, and fiddle away 
as accompaniment to the bareback 
riders and the acrobats. About the

above. June, Titus, Angevine & Company Circus advertised in 1845 
the employment of “The National Band from the City of 
New York” to appear in its parade and performance. 
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same time, Quick and Mead Circus 
was said to have boasted of a two- 
man band. One played a hurdy-gurdy, 
while members of the company took 
turns as the second member by beat- 
ing a bass drum. 

By 1845, music played a more im- 
portant part in the circus, for June, 
Titus, Angevine & Company’s Circus 
advertised the fact that it had em- 
ployed “The National Band from the 
City of New York” to take part in 
its parade and performance. As illus- 
trated on handbills, the band consisted 
of 14 members, including eight reeds, 
five brass and one drum. 


However, these musicians doubled 
on stringed instruments when they 
played accompaniment to the per- 


formance. Prior to the Civil War, it 
was always customary for circus 
bands to use brass and reed instru- 
ments on parades, for overtures and 
grand entrees, but the incidental m=sic 
tor the performance was altogether 
on strings, 

Brass instruments became more 
popular in the circus when army 
musicians found circus trouping to 
their liking at the close of the con- 
flict between the states, and by the 
80’s there had been such an improve- 
ment in instruments, that strings were 
abandoned. 

Yellow boxwood clarinets appeared 
and provided better reeds. Old rotary 
valve instruments were replaced by 
those with piston valves. Tenor horns 
gave way to trombones. E-flat cornets 














went out in favor of B-flats, and

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Historical 
Records 


By STEPHEN FASSETT 


Record 
Reproduction 
— Then and Now 


ECAUSE records are made in spe- 
cial studios and played in ordi- 
nary homes the reproduction of sound 
has always lagged behind the record- 
ing of it. In recent years, improve- 
ments in the technique of recording 
and reproduction have made possible 
an incredible degree of perfection, 
but at the same time the methods 
used to achieve these marvelous re- 
sults have become vastly more com- 
plicated than those that obtained in 
the so-called “acoustic” era of record- 
ing which ended in 1925. 

The acoustic process of recording 
was notably simple. The sound was 
received and gathered in by a mega- 
phone-like object, known as a horn, at 
the small end of which was a 
diaphragm. Attached to this dia- 
phragm was a stylus which traced 
on the record the sound waves, the 
vibrations, transmitted by the horn 
and diaphragm. Reproduction was 
simply the reverse of this procedure. 
The stylus (needle) picked up from 
the record groove the sounds recorded 
therein which wetre then amplified 
into audibility and articulation by 
the diaphragm and horn. Possible 
variations in this technique were few; 
horns and diaphragms of different 
sizes and materials, etc. There were 
innumerable tricks of the trade but 
in the fundamentals no revolutionary 
changes from the time of Edison and 
Berliner to the advent of electrical 
recording in 1925. 

In the new system, given such 
trade names as “Orthophonic” and 
“Viva-Tonal” and, later, “High Fi- 
delity,” “Full-Range,” -etc., the amaz- 
ingly sensitive microphone took the 
Place of the old goose-necked horn, 
a complicated combination of amplify- 
ing vacuum tubes that of the dia- 
phragm. Here, too, reproduction was 
pretty much the same thing in re- 
verse. But not at first. So far had 
methods of recording advanced over 
those of reproducing that it was only 
several years after the adoption of 


electrical recording that electrical re-- 


production came into widespread use, 
and then it had to lean heavily on 


that one-time competitor of the phono- 
graph, the radio. Even today com- 
bination radio-phonographs are far 
more common than electrical phono- 
graphs standing on their own four 
legs without benefit of radio. How- 
ever, for use in conjunction with the 
new records, redesigned acoustic ma- 
chines, such as the Orthophonie Vic- 
trola, were introduced and enjoyed 
considerable popularity for some 
years, an anachronism found in re- 
verse today among collectors who 
play old records on modern machines. 
It was in 1929, as I recall, that elec- 
trical phonographs began to be made 
available to the public in large quanti- 
ties. Judged by today’s standards, 
these machines were poor. The bass 
was much too heavy and what there 
was of treble was shrill. Record wear 
was fierce; and extraneous noises, 
needle chatter, etc., were all too 
audible. Actually the balance of tone 
was not as just as that produced by 
the improved acoustic machines of a 
few years earlier. But there was to 
be heard something of the new real- 
ism associated with the latest type 
of radios with their “dynamic” loud- 
speakers, and each passing year 
brought new improvements. 

The shift from acoustic to electri- 
eal recording and reproduction took 
place at a time when it seemed very 
likely that radio had dealt the death 
blow to the phonograph industry. 
The sensationally improved records 
and machines revived and sustained 
public interest for a time, but only 
for a time. Then there was a terrible 
slump. The old Victor company was 
swallowed up by the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America and the phonograph 
was generally declared dead. Yet by 
the end of the Thirties the industry 
was flourishing on a scale never be- 
fore thought possible. Records had 
come back in a big way. The story 
of this renascence cannot be told 
here; it is enough to know that it 
took place. But the records that 
were now in circulation were not the 
same ones on which the former pros- 
perity had depended. The _ phono- 
graph had come back all right, but 
the old records and machines were 
considered hopelessly obsolete. The 
rise of the radio had sent millions of 
phonographs and records into the dis- 
ecard and when records finally became 
popular again they were tonally so 
sumptuous that most people didn‘t 
even bother to bring down from the 
attic their once-prized acoustics, for 
fear they would sound unbearablv 
thin and pallid in comparison with 
the new product. But every lost 
cause finds its champions, and_ it 
was then that the day of the collector 
began. (The word collector, as used 
in this department, applies only to 
one who specializes in out-of-print or 
cut-out records.) The collector did not 
deny the new worlds of tone that 
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had been so miraculously opened; 
rather he was disappointed in the ac- 
complishments of some of the artists 
benefitted by the new system: the 
singers, to be precise. The acoustic 
era was ONe rich in great singers. 
The same cannot be said of the past 
15 years. Moreover, the human voice 
was perhaps the only instrument done 
something like justice by the old 
method of recording, and it was also 
the instrument least benefitted by the 
new electrical recording. Even to- 
day, when recording of the voice and 
all other instruments has improved 
so wonderfully, there are still many 
authorities who feel that the vocal 
records of the best period of acoustic 
recording played on the best type of 
acoustic machine produced results 
that have never been surpassed for 
naturalness. These facts alone are 
enough to justify the collecting of 
old records, if any justification be 
needed. But facts, even significant 
ones such as these, are not every- 
thing: the true collector, for all his 
acquisitiveness, is hopelessly attrac- 
ted by the mysterious and potent 
glamour that only the past can exert. 

The foregoing is by way of a 
preface to a discussion of a subject 
of interest to all collectors: How 
to obtain the best possible reproduc- 
tion from acoustic records. Most of 
us became collectors during the period 
when the phonograph was making 
its comeback. To incredulous scof- 
fers we would reply: But “these old 
records have more tone in them than 
you realize. It’s just that the old 
machines couldn’t do them justice. 
Wait till you hear them electrically 
reproduced!” And yet, because there 
are still so many experts who remain 
loyal to the old fashioned phono- 
graph, it seems worth while to weigh 
the virtues and faults of both the 
old and the new methods of reproduc- 
tion. The best way I can do that is 
to recite my own experience in the 
matter, which is strictly unchronologi- 
eal. My first real interest in records 
was created by the redesigned acous- 
tic phonograph called the “Ortho- 
phonic Victrola,” the machine which 
appeared shortly after the adoption 
of electrical recording and which 
held the field until electrical reprod- 
uction had time to catch up. It had 
more depth of tone than its predeces- 
sors, but it also had a far higher 
ratio of extraneous noises. For some 
reason or other, the all-important 
soundbox didn’t stand up as well as 
the less sensitive but relatively in- 
destructible older type. It was sub- 
ject to bothersome rattles and vibra- 
tions and it got on ones nerves. It 
was difficult to ignore. That is the 
way I remember this type of ma- 
chine. Perhaps if I could hear one 
today, perfectly adjusted, I’d think 
more highly of the way it handled 
both old and new records, for at its 
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best it gave impressive results. 

In England, where the use of elec- 
tricity is not as universal as it is 
here, the acoustic phonograph was 
never abandoned, at least not until 
recent war years, if at all. Many 
important improvements and refine- 
ments were made; the scientific ex- 
ternal horn was revived—and some 
of us feel that with a sound box 
designed especially for acoustic rec- 
ords such a gramophone would give 
reproduction of a quality that even 
the most complicated and expensive 
electrical equipement might not equal. 

But if the Orthophonic Victrola 
was not all it might have been, the 
first electric phonographs and radio 
phonographs had, for all a certain 
seductive realism, even more serious 
faults. These I have already men- 
tioned. They are responsible, I think, 
for the prejudice against electrical 
reproduction of old records that is 
still found in certain quarters. The 
bottom-heavy tone exaggerated the 
weakest point in acoustic vocal rec- 


ords; the inadequate accompani- 
ments. A faint background when 
acoustically reproduced, they dis- 


torted into a distractingly grotesque 
foreground, while the all important 
voice was heavily veiled. Gradually 
these flaws were eliminated. It be- 
came possible to lighten the bass and 
bring out the treble with its old- 


time ringing brilliance. Today, the 
best electrical amplification does won- 
ders for acoustic records, Thanks to 
the improved, light weight pick-ups 
(corresponding to the sound box of 
the acoustic type of machine), record 
wear is less than at any time. Needle 
hiss, controlled at first only at the 
expense of brilliance by reducing 
treble, has been substantially reduced 
without sacrificing naturalness of 
reproduction, The tone in general 
has a breath and depth never before 
heard and volume can be adjusted 
from a whisper to life-size and over. 
In short the best features of acoustic 
and electrical reproduction can now 
be found in one instrument — at a 
price. Poor electrical reproduction 
is vile, and unfortunately widespread. 
Many of the high priced units placed 
on the market in recent years have 
been inexcusably deficient in quality. 
Nevertheless some of the regular com- 
mercial machines are excellent buys, 
although the true connoisseur of tone 
will find custom-built equipment more 
satisfactory and not necessarily more 
expensive. Once you have a first- 
class amplifier and loudspeaker, it is 
a simple matter to reproduce through 
it not only modern records, radio pro- 
grams, but all types of old records, 
including hill-and-dale (vertical cut) 
dises and cylinders as well. 

For the collector of old records, 
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then, the advantages of electrical re- 
production are, perhaps, questionable 
unless it be of the best quality, which 
means an outlay of anywhere from 
$150 to $300, or even more. Since 
collecting old records can be such an 
inexpensive hobby — and must re- 
main so for many of us — such ex- 
penditures are often out of the ques- 
tion. Therefore, in many cases it 
may prove wiser to obtain an old 
acoustic phonograph, which can be 
purchased second hand at the cost of 
only a few dollars, for it is doubt- 
ful whether expensive modern equip- 
ment will make old records sound 
enough better to justify the difference 
between $3 and $300, particularly for 
the record collector of moderate 
means, whose chief delight is to 
rescue rare old records. 

Recently I have had the opportunity 
to hear a great many acoustic discs 
as reproduced by the type of machine 
for which they were intended. Edison 
discs surprised me by the roundness, 
depth and naturalness of their tone. 
However, I feel that Edison dises 
and cylinders, mechanically the finest 
of all old records, gain more from 
electrical reproduction than any other 
type. Pathé discs, I found striking 
by reason of their brilliance and 
power. Of Columbus discs played on 
the original machines, I am _ not 
qualified to speak at this time. But

of Victor acoustics in combination 
with the old Victrola, and what im- 
pressed me most was the ringing bril- 
liance and concentration of the tone. 
Surface noise is fairly prominent, but 
on the other hand one is not dis- 
tracted by any other extraneous 
noises. This was true of the several 
different models I heard. The voice 
comes through strongly and clearly, 
faintly supported by an unobtrusive 
accompaniment. What is lacking is 
depth, a fault that is especially no- 
ticeable to ears accustomed to elec- 
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trical reproduction which often has 
too much depth. But Melba’s voice, 
for example, never sounded so well. 
All things considered, collectors might 
do well to acquire acoustic machines 
of as many types as they have room 
for, and compare results with those 
given by their radio-phonograph. The 
chances are that in many cases they 
will handle certain records better 
than your modern machine would. Re- 
member the old saying, “Variety is 
the spice of life.”

ATE in 1917, Burr, as manager, 


made several changes in the Eight 
Famous Victor Artists. He engaged 
the noted concert and oratorio basso, 
Frank Croxton, to replace Arthur Col- 
lins in the Peerless Quartet. Teddy 
Morse, as pianist, was replaced by 
Frank Banta; Vess Ossman, the ban- 
joist, by his famous rival, Fred Van 
Eps, and Byron Harlan by Monroe 
Silver, the noted narrator of “Cohen” 
monologs. Burr, Campbell, Meyer and 
Murray remained as original members 
of the troupe. 

The distinguished tenor’s fortunes 
were at a high point during the next 
10 years. He continued to make in- 
numerable solo records for all Ameri- 
can phonograph companies, except 
Edison and Brunswick (the latter 
of which was not organized until 
shortly before he signed an exclusive 
contract with Victor), and Sterling 
Trio, Peerless Quartet and Campbell 
and Burr duets continued to appear 
by the hundreds — all ingeniously 
arranged, beautifully harmonized and 
impeccably sung. By way of variety, 
Burr also made duets with Meyer and 
Croxton, in addition to Helen Clark 
and a good many other women sing- 
ers. His list of Columbia duets was 
particularly noteworthy, and even in- 
cluded (under the name of Irving Gil- 
lette) a few comic specialties with 
Ada Jones. How he could possibly 
find time to do so much singing for 
records, in addition to taking long 
concert tours, is a thing I have never 
been able to understand. The sheer 
physical exertion must have been ap- 
palling. 

Probably it was a relief when he 
negotiated an exclusive Victor con- 
tract for the Eight in 1920. More time 
was left for traveling engagements, 
and there obviously was much less 
work involved in singing for one 
phonograph company than for 18 or 
20. But the hard work of those 16 
years of free-lancing was reflected in 
Burr’s participation in 12,000 or so 
records, or twice aS many as any 
other singer has ever made. 

Soon after radio began to show 
signs of popularity, Burr suspected 
it boded no good for the record busi- 
ness, and jumped aboard the band 
wagon. The Eight were starred for 
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a year or so on the Goodrich Zippers 
program, and the tenor was also in 
charge for two and a half years of the 
Cities Service broadcast. 

In 1925, when the record business, 
thanks to electrical recording was just 
emerging from the slump into which 
radio had sent it, Burr drastically 
reorganized the Peerless, Campbell, 
Meyer (he had made the Quartet’s 
harmony arrangements and was a 
skilled pianist who sometimes played 
duets with Banta in concerts) and 
Croxton were replaced by three new- 
comers — Carl Mathieu, an excellent 
tenor and comedian, who was one 
of Ray Knight’s original “Cuckoos”; 
Stanley Baughman, baritone, and 
James Stanley, bass. The Quartet 
stayed together in its latter form a 
couple of years, and ended its career, 
as it had begun, with a Stanley as its 
“foundation.” 

The Eight disbanded in 1928, after 
Victor decided not to renew the ex- 
clusive contract. Burr made a few 
more Victor, Columbia, Harmony and 
Brunswick records, but, realizing that 
his phonograph career was virtually 
at a close, despite the grip he still 
had on the affections of uncountable 
admirers, he accepted an appointment 
as program director of the newly 
organized Columbia Broadcasting 
Company. In the executive work, 
which was not much to his liking, he 
was assisted by L. M. Mountcastle, 
who had been the Eight’s booking 
agent virtually throughout its exist- 
ence, 

When his work as program director 
ended, Burr returned to the radio 
field. He became one of the most 
popular members of the National Barn 
Dance troupe, broadcasting every 
Saturday evening on an NBC network 
from the stage of the Eighth Street 
theater in Chicago. The old-time Burr 
fans were overjoyed to hear him 
again, and he was soon one of the 
Barn Dance’s greatest features, with 
his beautiful renditions of “Silver 
Threads Among the Gold” and “When 
You and I Were Young, Maggie” 
(songs with which he had long been 
especially identified”); “I’ll Take You 
Home Again, Kathleen” (one of his 
biggest selling Victor records) and 
others loved by the average middle- 
aged or elderly radio listener. Occa- 
sionally, too, he sang “Good Night, 
Little Girl, Good Night,” which, made 
by him on a Columbia record, sold 
more than 3,000,000 copies — partly, 
perhaps, because it was issued as 
one side of a sample record distributed 
for a quarter instead of the usual 
65 cent price. “Kathleen” was the last 
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song he sang on the Barn Dance, 
about six weeks before his death. 
Those five years with the radio 
show must, aside from great pain, 
which he suffered with increasing 
frequency, have been happy. He culti- 
vated his hobbies of automobiling and 
collecting fine old clocks. He was 
frequently seen at baseball games, 
and anybody who praised “swing” 
music could always be sure of an 
argument from “the Dean of Ballad 
(Continued on page 129)

I have a list of 
more than 2,000 names of passenger 
cars made in America. It took a 
genius to think up names not already 
in use. 

Who made the first gas motored 
car in America?

Walter Chrysler, an engine 
wiper in the railroad shops, hardly 
dreamed that someday he would form 
a dynasty of affiliated companies and 
that a great office building carrying 
his name would pierce the New York 
skyline. 

Then history records Charles W. 
Nash, a carriage trimmer; Puick who 
built carriages; William C. Durant,

And remember 
that very many of these early giants 
are alive and active today. Not long 
ago I addressed a letter to the H. H. 
Franklin Manufacturifg Company, 
Syracuse, N. Y., not with any con- 
fidence that I would get an answer, 
because the Company had long been 
out of business, but i was delighted to 
receive a carefully written letter 
signed by H. H. Franklin himself, 


In those early days a car that 
would run was one of the exhibits 
of the circus parade. The Times Her- 
ald of Chicago offered a prize for the 
best generic name for the horseless 
buggies—Motorcycle won with others 
offered such as Quadricycle, Perocar, 
Buggyaut, etc., but no one offered 
“Automobile.” 

The first cars were steam operated. 

The first electric came out in 1891. 
In 1901 there were 60 builders of 
steam cars and 41 of electric compul- 
sion. In 1902 there were 106 builders 
of steam cars, 99 builders of gas cars 
and 40 builders of electric cars — a 
total of 245 companies, scattered 
through almost as many communities. 
The development came in the gas 
car, and then there was the great 
argument in those days between the 
air-cooled and the water-cooled. Many 
of the cars were of one cylinder. 
There were the two cylinder cars, 
many of three cylinders, and of 
course 4’s, 6’s; later came the 12’s 
and 16’s. Those were days of great 
dreams, when fortunes were made 
and lost within a single year, when 
the manufacturer was never able to 
catch up with his market. 
_ Theodore Roosevelt was the first 
President of the United States to 
ride in an automobile and newspapers 
carried the stories on the front pages. 
“Roosevelt’s display of courage was 
typical of him,” one editor wrote. That 
was in September, 1902, in Hartford, 
Conn., and the presidential car was 
closely followed by a horse-drawn 
vehicle which was to serve in case of 
an emergency. The slogan in those 
days was, “Get A Horse.” 

Many will remember the costumes 
made necessary by dusty roads—caps, 
linen dusters, gloves and goggles. 
My mother used to say, “Emmert, 
when are you coming back?” and I 
would have to answer, ‘‘Really, 
mother, I cannot tell just when.” To 
make a century run was an event. 
Tires lasted at best about 2,000 miles. 
Spark plugs had to be cleaned at 
nearly every long hill, but it was 
adventure, and if the sheriff didn’t 
get us it surely was ‘ots of fun. 

Do you remember the old Blue 
Books that you held in your lap? You 
set your speed meter and followed

prints in existence. The walls of his 
home are covered with likenesses of 
the great Leipsig cantor. 

This Bach quest started when Mr. 
Taft’s mother presented him with a 
picture of Bach at the organ. Several 
years ago, Mr. Taft printed a catalog 
of the Bach prints which he owned. 
It was sent to print shops and art 
dealers in America and foreign coun- 
tries and requested information about 
any Bach prints that he had failed to 
list. This resulted in his acquisition 
of some additional specimens for his 
collection. 

In addition to pictures of Bach him- 
self, there are prints of his family 
and persons with whom he was associ- 
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ated, buildings in which the Bach 
family lived or held positions, prints 
of busts, monuments, and allied ma- 
terial. 

Or if you prefer Mozart, there is 
that field in which you can specialize, 
and one collector says he does just 
that. At the last count, he said that 
he had about 50 of this famous com- 
poser. One of his prints shows Mozart 
at the age of seven, in court dress, 
playing the harpsichord.

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FIDDLES AND FIFES 


Music of the Pennsylvania Dutch 
of the Garden Spot 


By H. K. LANDIS, Curator, Landis Valley Museum 


WHEN the shiploads of immigrants 
arrived in Penn’s woodland, they 
brought with them the customs of the 
Upper Rhine then existing in the 
early seventeen hundreds, and these 
they held to during succeeding genera- 
tions. They were the common people, 
the mechanics and farmers. They 
played upon fiddles, not violins, when 
they played at all, for the violin was 
regarded as being an instrument of 
the devil and must not be heard in a 
church or among religious people. It 
was in the same class as playing 
cards, which were called the devil’s 
picture books. But not all of these 
people were religious, and the pleasure 
loving would dance to the violin the 
old-time square dances, jigs, Polkas, 
waltzes, grand marches, and even the 
versuvienne. Of course, the violin was 
supported by the second violin and 
double bass and some woodwind in- 
strurment. There was plenty of melody 
and rhythm in these dance bands. 
Although some of the fiddles were 
cheaply made, holloW sounding and 
remarkable for double stops and rapid- 
fire execution, they served their pur- 
pose well. However, removed from 
high class company, the fiddles car- 
ried a label stuck on their back inside, 
bearing such classical designations as 
Stradivarius, Guarnerius, Steiner, etc., 
with dates two and one-half centuries 
ago. Copies of the originals bear the 
date of the first made, and an old 
fiddler may still hold to his old copy 
with the belief that it is very valuable.

There was a good trade with Europe 
for these copies half a century ago; 
for, to learn the violin, to a boy, was 
like learning the piano to a girl. The 
early violin players carried their in- 
struments in a strong soft bag. Many 
early fiddlers played “by ear” alone 
and consequently deviated sometimes 
from the original music. But they put 
plenty of action into their perform- 
ance, and it “got by.” The second 
violin took the after-beat with the bass 
for foundation. Thus the violin carried 
the melody, the woodwind the obligato, 
and the bass and second provided the 
accompaniment, for there was seldom 
a piano available. The violin virtuoso, 
also existed, but not among the people 
of this section. The Arkansaw Traveler 
was a popular tune and its first line 
“Hello, Landlord, Hello” gives a key 
to the natural habitat of the early 
fiddler. Foreign stringed instruments 
were rarely seen outside of European- 
made violins and fiddles. A fiddler 
was popularly known as a “Katse- 
daermwaeler” or catgut-squealer. A 
violin was a “geig” or “fiedel,”’ and 
a fiddler was a “geigenspieler.” The 
bass fiddle was enormous with heavy 
strings and much taller than the 
player. On the occasion of a wedding 
serenade or “shivaree,” a large store 
box with top removed was utilized, 
and a rosined board was drawn across 
the upper edge, resulting in a booming 
sound which won for itself the title 
of “horse fiddle.”’ There were a num- 
ber of skilled makers of violins and 
guitars who produced well-made, if 
not good sounding instruments, for a 
really good violin is like a really fast 
horse, sort of occasional. The Moravi- 
an settlements, especially, were inter- 
ested in music. 

A fife is a small flute with a shrill 
note, and one wonders why it even 
today is an important instrument in 
bands and orchestras. The fife and 
drum have an ancient history, the 
flute family being known to the 
ancient Greeks, and the Germans in- 
troduced it in orchestral scores two 





In colonial days the 


centuries ago. 
flute was a parlor instrument and the 
fife furnished the melody for the 
drum corps. The piccolo was used in 


bands. The fife and drum lead all 
military marches. But this was not 
the only whistle. The farmer’s boy 
became expert in whistling with his 
lips and could send a shrill loud call 
by placing his fingers in his mouth. 
The small boy made his willow whistle 
and when he put water in it, he was 
delighted with the thrills produced. By 
splitting the end of a stalk he imitated 
a bassoon and placing a blade of grass 
between his thumbs and blowing 
through he had an oboe without the 
trouble of lugging it around. The little 
tin whistle received as a prize at the 
chewing gum or candy store was a 
treasured pocket piece, the snapping 
frog and tin horns were his delight, 
but they all were forgotten when the 
battallion marched to the parade 
ground behind a row of lustily blown 
fifes. 

The paper-and-comb musical instru- 
ment, later called the “kazoo,” played 
tunes and a quartet of these would 
play hymns quite acceptably. A Jews- 
harp was in every household, small 
and large, it would play a tune in the 
same way the “kazoo” operated; it 
enlivened many a quiet evening around 
the kitchen stove. A little later the 
accordion came in and at once became 
popular; but those little instruments 
did not resemble the imitation pianos 
today, supported from the neck of an 
accordionist. Rattling the bones as 
an accompaniment to jigs and tap- 
dancing was an art acquired by prac- 
tice, It may be that playing tunes 
upon a saw with a violin bow, or with 
a tuned set of wine glasses operated 
by wet finger tips were well known, 
but there does not seem to be any 
record of it. 

We now come to the brasses, some 
of which date to antiquity, such as 
bugles, but those playing scales were 
developed about two centuries ago, 
largely through middle European en- 
couragement. The village band of 
colonial days may not compare well 
with the national bands of today, but 
they played their part in developing 
a taste for that class of music so that 
pupils’ or student bands are today 
quite the thing. However, our own 
recollection of the earlier efforts 
leans toward the itinerant bands 
which played serenades on _ street

corners, at crossroads, taverns, or 
wherever people were gathered or 
where a hat could be passed to receive 
financial contribution. These bands 
consisted of less than half a dozen 
pieces. The cornet and clarinet sup- 
plied the melody, the alto horn or 
baritone and the tuba made the ac- 
companiment, and there may have 
been a flute or drum or some orches- 
tral instrument, as such became avail- 
able. Speaking of these wandering 
musicians, we should not overlook the 
organ grinder and his monkey, the 
street piano or hurdy gurdy, the 
dancing bear, which paraded to the 
tune of a shepherd’s pipe from the 
Pyrenees. 

Church organs, organs for the home, 
pianos, spinets, harmoniums, xylo- 
phones, and similiar pieces of furni- 
ture are separate subjects. But we 
should not overlook the banjo and 
the guitar, which were popular in 
the 1800 period. The tambourine was 
used sometimes for orchestral effects, 
and there were many zithers. When 
a gypsy band visitet a town it was 
a treat for it showed what could be 
done with strings when a musician 
meant business. And then there was 
the human voice which had its first 
lessons in reading music by the do-ra- 
me-sol method in local singing classes. 
Some churches today seek to improve 
their congregational singing by train- 
ing up the younger voices and sup- 


porting a good church choir to assist 
in making an impressive service. 

Much of our present congregational 
singing would not compare very 
favorably with those early congrega- 
tions the members of which had sung 
those hymns since childhood; and, 
everyone sings. Their only instru- 
ment was the pitch pipe. 





Stradivari Memorial 


In Library of Congress 


| enon YEAR on December 18, in 

commemoration of the anniversary 
of the death of Antonio Stradivari 
(1644-1737, Cremona, Italy), there is 
a special program of music performed 
on four, sometimes five, stringed 
instruments he made. 

Washington, D. C., is the place, and 
the three violins, one viola and one 
violoncello used are the Library of 
Congress’ Collection, the gift of Mrs. 
Matthew John Whittall. She estab- 
lished the Gertrude Clarke Whittall 
Foundation by means of which these 
five Stradivari instruments are perm- 
anently housed in the Library of 
Congress, the property of the people 
of the United States of America for 
all time. Stradivari made his instru- 
ments to be used and to be heard, 
and the Gertrude Clarke Whittall 
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Foundation recognized this hope of 
the famous maker. Concerts with the 
instruments have been played in 
Washington, D. C., and, because the 
terms of the gift restrict the instru- 
ments to the Library of Congress and 
they cannot be taken on tour, pro- 
grams broadcast by radio have been 
played. There are plans for an in- 
creasing number of local public con- 
certs and national radio broadcasts. 
In December, 1941, because of the 
unique value of the instruments, it 
was decided to remove them from 
public exhibition (where they had 
been previous to that time). They 
cannot currently be seen by visitors 
to the Library of Congress. In “The 
Stradivari Memorial” by William 
Dana Orcutt (Library of Congress 
publication) are the histories and pic- 
tures of the instruments, the stories 
locked up in each of the “Strads” and 
notes about the institution of the 
Gertrude Whittall Foundation. 

Mr. Orcutt says: 

“The bi-centenary of Stradivari’s 
death, commemorated in Cremona in 
1937, renewed the universal interest 
in the man and his productions, and 
revived the mythical tradition of ‘the 
secret of the Strad.’ To discover this 
‘secret’? has been the quest of hun- 
dreds of enthusiasts. It has resulted 
in confusing even the scant knowledge 
which can be reliably accepted. Even 
forgeries have been indulged in to 
prove pet theories regarding Stradi- 
vari’s life, methods of working, and 
materials. 

“There is but one reason why other 
violin-makers may not have produced 
instruments equal in every way to 
those which bear the Master’s signa- 
ture. Others have employed wood of 
equal quality, they have successfully 
imitated the dimensions and the join- 
ery of the various parts. Stradivari’s 
contemporaries at least had access to 
varnishes made of the same ingredi- 
ents. What other makers lack is 
simply that something which cannot 
be imitated, which cannot be analyzed, 
which cannot be explained—that gift 
of consummate genius which delivers 
its message to the world through the 
fingertips of those few children of 
God anointed among their fellows as 
chosen for that purpose.”

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MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS 
ON BUTTONS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


USIC, represented by both 

musicians and musical instru- 
ments, occupies a fairly prominent 
position in the button world; and 
buttons connected with music make 
attractive Topical collections. More 
button designs are devoted to musici- 
ans than to the instruments them- 
selves, but if one collects both types, 
the subject is covered as thoroughly 
as possible. 

A number of well-known musical 
instruments have already been shown, 
under various headings. I have not 
the time nor the space to show here 
all that have not previously appeared; 
but the following buttons, I think, 





give a good idea of the subject and its 
possibilities. 

No. 1. Drums are among the oldest 
of musical instruments, having been 
used in Egypt as early as 1600 B.C., 
but they are not very common on 
buttons. This design is described by 
Captain Emilio (“Military Buttons,” 
No. 1832), who dates it around 1830- 
40(?), the question mark is his, It 
is a small, convex brass button, show- 
ing a Drum with crossed sabres be- 
hind it. It has a tin back. (The dots 
in the design are actually stars, but 
they are too tiny to reproduce accur- 
ately.) So-called “Drum” or “Drum- 
head” buttons, which take their name 
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from their shape, do not qualify as 
“Musical” buttons! ’ 

No. 2. Bells, too, are of great an- 
tiquity, with associations both religi- 
ous and festive. This button of the 
latter type is made of Modern Plastic; 
the Bells and ribbon being white, the 
flowers colored. The “Liberty Bell” 
(with crack) appears on old buttons 
as well as in several modern rendi- 
tions; and pictures such as “The Owl 
in the Belfry” show Bells in suitable 
settings. 

No. 3. The Lyre is one of the oldest 
forms of stringed instruments; it was 
common in Egypt, Palestine and 
Greece. While Lyres are not -un- 
common on buttons, this design is 
seen less often than some, perhaps. 
Rendered in Jet, the design is in 
polished relief, against a pebbled 
background. 

No. 4. Cupids can do almost any- 
thing (on buttons!), even play a Harp 
while riding on a dolphin, This bronze- 
finished brass button is a good ex- 
ample of how button classifications 
overlap. It could be classed under 
“Cupids,” “Shells,” “Fish,” ‘“Musici- 
ans” or “Musical Instruments,” ac- 
cording to taste, c. 1895. The harp 
probably originated in Egypt, and it 
is found in many forms and varia- 
tions. Irish harps are among the most

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famous, and occur on Uniform but- 
tons. (There is a tiny harp in the 
lower left hand corner of the shield 
on each button which depicts the 
Arms of Great Britain.) 

No. 5. The Violin, developed after 
many hundred years from the Lyre 
and Monochord, acquired its present 
form during the 16th century. Under 
its popular name of “fiddle,” it be- 
came famous even in Nursery Rhymes: 


“Hey, diddle, diddle, the cat 

and the fiddle, 
“The cow jumped over 
the moon; 

“The little dog laughed to see 

such sport, 
“And the knffe ran away 
with the spoon!” 

“The Cat and the Fiddle” is one of 
the most fascinating of “Musician 
buttons, and one of the hardest to 
find. It is one-piece bronze with 
brazed-on shank, the design being in 
medium relief. The modelling is so 
good that it strongly suggests hand 
work, and while I have no proof, I 
think that this button may have been 
made in the 18th century. 

No. 6, Though traditionally associ- 
ated with Scotland, Bagpipes were 
generally known throughout Europe 
and Asia from a very early period; 
and many “pipers,” not otherwise 
specified, were probably performers 
on the characteristic reed instrument. 
This porcelain button with applied 
colored transfer is one of a set of 
“Pastoral” scenes, some of which have 
been identified as adaptations from 
18th century French painters. c. 1888- 
1910. 

No. 7. The Bugle (called Trumpet 
in its earlier forms) dates from earli- 
est times, and was used principally as 
a signal instrument for military evo- 
lutions. In the realm of military in- 
signia, the Bugle, with strings and 
bowknot, seems to stand for Rifle- 
men and light Infantry. This button 
of black Plastic Horn (or Composi- 
tion), with design in relief against a 
lined background, is said to be that 
of a (British) Royal Rifle Regiment. 
(See “Military Buttons,’ Nos. 787, 
794, 866, 874, and 876.) 

No. 8. Though uncertain of its 
exact “genus,” I call this stringed 
instrument a Banjo. It is made of 
Modern Plastic, bright orange in color, 
The Banjo is a member of the Guitar 
family, popularized through its use 
by the colored minstrels of the United 
States. It is thought to have origi- 
nated in Africa, or to derive from 
native African instruments. 

No. 9. Many Pipers and Horn- 
blowers appear on puttons, including 
the Pied Piper of Hamelin, Heralds, 
both mounted and on foot, and several 
versions of Little Boy Blue. The latter 
title is sometimes given to this button, 
but its more literal name, “Boy Piping 
to Bird” is probably more correct. It 
is of pressed brass with tinted back-

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ground, steel “liner” and tin back. c. 
1895-1910. 

A really surprising number of dif- 
ferent music-makers (both living and 
inanimate) can be found on buttons. 
Trumpets are shown on firemen’s but- 
tons, while there are numerous Bugles 
and Hunting Horns on Uniform, Her- 
aldic and Sporting buttons. Ole Bull 
(with Violin), St. Cecelia (with 
Organ), Orpheus (with Lyre), Pan 
(with Pipes) and Esmeralda (with 
Tambourine) are among the famous 
characters appearing on Picture but- 
tons. There are some _ well-known 
Trumpeters: Werner von Sackingen, 
the heroic but nameless Trumpeter 
of Cracow and the Angel Gabriel! 
Pierrot and Blondel are seen playing 
Lutes, Cupid performs on various in- 
struments, and the Bass Viol, Cym- 
bals and Castanets are pictured here 
and there, I believe there is even a 
Saxophone among the Modern 
Plastics. 

So whether or not “Music hath 
charms to soothe the savage beast” 
as reputed, its combination with but- 
tons undoubtedly pleases the civilized 
button collector.

Pony Express 


Here is another type of Pony Ex- 
press button from a collection of 
Mrs. C. B. Jones whose button col- 
lection was featured in a full page of 
the Tampa, Fla., Tribune. Some of 
these buttons are marked P.O.D., or 
Post Office Department; others have 
no lettering, only the galloping pony 
and rider. There is another horse and 
rider button which was, at one time, 


used by the New York Post Office 
and marked N.Y.P.O. The horse and 
rider is different than the Pony Ex- 
press inasmuch as the rider was sit- 
ting erect, whereas on the Pony Ex- 
press button the rider is invariably 
leaning over, as one would on a run- 
ning horse. This button shows the 
rider sitting almost erect, although 
the horse appears to be in a full 
gallop. It is possible this button was 
used on a country special delivery of 
mail.

directions — “2 3/10 miles to a red 
barn, turn right, and 3% miles to a 
covered bridge.” Highways beckoned 
but they were not marked. Hills were 
to be boasted about. “No hill too steep 
—no sand too deep” was the slogan 
of one car. The best slogan of all, 
to my mind, was “It runs with eager- 

ness.” 

Anyone who has failed to visit the 
Greenfield Village of Henry Ford has 
missed a great experience. There is 
a Motor Museum in New England and 
one in Chicago, and there are quite a 
number of private collections and 
private museums that are well worth 
visiting. 

More than 2,000 passenger cars 
were made in America, many of which 
were made in Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
Michigan. Today of those original 
companies very few of the old names 
survive, and today no cars are being 
manufactured. The parts, the cata- 
logues, the license tags, the literature, 
the things that are of the old days 
are going on the junk piles, and many 
of these things should be rescued. 

This hobby of Automobiliana is one 
that will spread and gain enthusiasm 
as the years go by. It is worthy of 
the love of thousands of men and 
women who became expert mechanics 
and who have memories of trips and 
of experiences that they would not 
trade anything for.

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MILITARY BUTTONS 


Reprinted from The Magazine of American History, April, 1883. 


i the military services of Great 
Britain and of the United States, 
as well as in those of other powers, 
the respective army regulations pre- 
scribing a “uniform” have generally 
included, as part of the uniform, a 
distinctive button for each particular 
regiment, corps, or arm of service. 
During the War of American In- 
dependence the regular continental 
regiments of the American army were 
generally uniformed as well as cir- 
cumstances would permit, while the 
militia and levies came into the field 
in the clothes worn by them at home. 
When the Massachusetts infantry 
regiments of the continental line were 
reorganized in February, 1777, “for 





the war, the Eighth Regiment Massa- 
chusetts Continental Infantry was 
formed in Boston from the remains 
of Colonel Paul Dudley Sargent’s 
regiment which had done such good 
service under General Washington 
at the siege of Boston and in the 
campaign of 1776. Lieutentant-Colo- 
nel Michael Jackson, of that regiment, 
who had been severly wounded in 
an attack on Montressor’s Island, 
N. Y. September 23, 1776 was pro- 
moted to be colonel of the Eighth on 
January 1,1777. Major John Brooks, 
of the Nineteenth Continental Foot 
(Colonel Charles Webb), was pro- 
moted to be lieutenant-colonel of the 
Eighth, also to date January 1, 1777, 
and Captain William Hull, of the 
late Nineteenth Continental Foot, 
was promoted on the same day to 
be its major. The Eighth Massa- 
chusetts, therefore, had for its field 
officers three who had already great- 
ly distinguished themselves, and it 
soon acquired by its services the so- 
briquet in the army of the “Bloody 
Eighth.” 

Colonel Jackson’s wound prevented 
any operations in the open field, but 
he was a thorough disciplinarian 
during the war, and received from 
General Washington many expres- 
sions of esteem. Lieutenant-Colonel 
John Brooks afterward became Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, and held 
other positions of trust, both civil 
and military. Major William Hull, 
after an honorable military career of 
many years, finally as Governor of 
Michigan Territory, and Brigadier- 
General U. S. A., was constrained to 
surrender Detroit under circum- 


stances which would appear to have 
been excusable, if it had not been 
necessary to sacrifice him to the politi- 
cal requirements of the inefficient 
Administration then in office. 

The Eighth Massachusetts marched 
in April, 1777, to Ticonderoga, to 
join Major-General St. Clair. After 
the evacuation of that post it was 
sent under Major-General Benedict 
Arnold to the relief of Fort Stanwix, 
then besieged by St. Leger. It re- 
turned in time to participate in the 
two battles of Stillwater and Sara- 
toga which preceded Burgoyne’s sur- 
render. It was in the latter of these 
contests that the regiment acquired 
its great reputation. On September 
19, 1777, at “Stillwater,” or “Free- 
man’s Farm,” it was but slightly 
engaged. The pewter button here 
delineated was picked up on that 
battlefield. At “Saratoga,” on Octo- 
ber 7, 1777, the regiment was parti- 
cularly conspicuous, and, with fixed 
bayonets, stormed the redoubt de- 
fended by the Germans under Colo- 
nel Breyman, who was killed there. 
It afterward joined the main Con- 
tinental Army under General Wash- 
ington in Pennsylvania, and in De- 
cember, 1777, went into winter-quar- 
ters at Valley Forge. It served in the 
battle of Monmouth and campaigns of 
1778 and 1779, and a detachment was 


under Brigadier-General Anthony 
Wayne at the storming of Stony 
Point. It participated in the cam- 


paign in New Jersey in 1780, and in 
the operations before New York in 
1781. 

Thenceforward it remained on duty 
in the Highlands of the Hudson until 
June 12, 1783, when all the men en- 
listed “for the war” were furloughed, 
a proportionate number of officers 
placed on “waiting orders,” and the 
remainder transferred to the Third 
Regiment Massachusetts Continental 
Infantry, and its military history was 
complete, 





This button is of the size and de- 
scription of coat buttons prescribed 
for all general officers and aides-de- 
camp commissioned as such during 
the Revolutionary War, and was 
either of yellow metal or gilt. As late 
as the war of 1812 it continued to 
be the style in use. 
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The three buttons here represented 
were found respectively at Fort Clin- 
ton, on the Hudson, White Plains, 
and Saratoga, and appear to have 
been gilt. They undoubtedly came 
from the coats of patriotic farmers 
who had left their homes for short 
service in the militia at the call of 
their country, either in 1776 or 1777. 

The larger of these series of pew- 
ter buttons shows the size of the 
uniform coat button as worn by the 
infantry of the continental service. 
It was found, as well as the next one 
to it (which is a sleeve-button), on 
the battlefield of Saratoga, and be- 
longed to one of the continental regi- 
ments there engaged, either to the 
First New Hampshire (Colonel Jos. 
Cilley), Second New Hampshire 
(Colonel Nathan Hale), Third New 
Hampshire (Colonel Alexr. Scam- 
mell), or to the Second New York 
(Colonel Philip Cortland), or Fourth 
New York (Colonel H. B. Living- 
ston). The Massachusetts Continental 
regiments all had numbers on their 
buttons to designate the particular 
regiment. The monogram seems to

have been a favorite mode of in- 
dicating the letters U. S. A. The third 
of this series, a sleeve-button, was 
found in the revolutionary works at 
Constitution Island opposite West 
Point, and it is believed that most of 
the infantry regiments other than 
of Massachusetts wore buttons of this 
design. 

After the War of the Revolution 
the infantry of the army of the 
United States used a smaller coat 
button of brass, with the device here 
indicated, until the year 1800, when 
regiments were required to have their 
special number expressed on the face 





of the button. This one was found 
at West Point. 

From the year 1775 until the close 
of the second war with Great Britain, 
the uniform button for the artillery 
arm of the service represented an 
unlimbered field-piece, raised upon 
brass or gilt metal, with a small 
guidon flag fastened by its staff to 
the right side of the trail of a De 
Gribeauval gun-carriage, about where 
the wheel guard-plate is fixed on the 
modern trail. The rim of the button 
was slightly ornamented, and of the 
size noted. One of the kind here de-

scribed was found at Constitution 
Island, which was long garrisoned 
from the Continental Corps of Artil- 
lery. 

From 1815 to 1821 the uniform 
coat buttons of the Artillery Corps 
of the United States Army were of 





brass or gilt metal, and of about the 
dimensions and design here indicated. 
The word “Artillery” over the eagle 
has, however, in this representation 
been accidentally omitted by the en-

graver. This button was found at 
West Point. 
The Light Artillery Regiment 


United States Army, organized in 
1808, had a brass or gilt button of 
the size and design herein indicated. 
In 1821 the regiment was consolidated 
with the artillery corps, and lost its 
distinctive button. The one from 
which this design was taken was 
found at Fort Preble Portland Har- 
bor, Me. 

The accompanying design repre- 
sents the breastplate to a shoulder- 
belt of the Seventeenth Regiment 
Light Dragoons, British Army, which 
was found at Fort Washington. The 
regiment was raised in Hertfordshire, 
in 1758, and in 1775 its uniform was 
as follows: Scarlet coats with half 
lapels, lined with white; white col- 
lar and cuffs; white metal buttons, 
and the buttonholes ornamented with 
white braid. Waistcoats and breeches 
white; helmets ornamented with 
white metal and a scarlet horsehair 
crest. Boots reaching to the knee. 
Cloaks scarlet, with white capes. Offi- 
cers wore silver lace or embroidery, 
silver epaulettes, and crimson silk 
sashes round their waists. 

The Seventeenth Light Dragoons 
came to Boston from Ireland on May 
24, 1775, under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Samuel Birch. It served at the siege 
of Boston, and a detachment vol- 
unteered for duty in the assault of 
Bunker Hill. When Boston was 
evacuated it went to Halifax, but re- 
turned to the United States with Sir 
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William Howe, and was in the battles 
of Long Island and White Plains and 
capture of Fort Washington. From 
December 8, 1776, one troop served 
in Rhode Island for a year. The 
remainder was quartered in New 
York City. It participated in Major- 
General William Tryon’s plundering 
expedition to Danbury, Conn., of 
April 26, 1777, and was in the affair 
of “Compo Hill.” One troop sub- 
sequently participated, dismounted, in 
the capture of Forts Montgomery and 
Clinton, on the Hudson River, op- 
posite Anthony’s Nose. The regiment 
then proceeded by sea to Philadelphia. 

It was in the affair at “Crooked 
Billet,” Penn., in May, 1778, and at 
“Bayren Hill Church” where Lafay- 
ette extricated the American detach- 
ment in a manner so creditable to 
himself. Afterward the Seventeenth 
was in the battle of Monmouth. 

A detachment of the regiment em- 
barked and went south in December, 
1779, attached to Colonel Banaster 
Tarleton’s Legion, served at the siege 
of Charleston, and at the surrender 
of Major-General Benjamin Lincoln, 
May 12, 1780, and in the previous 
cavalry affairs at Monk’s Corner and 
Lenew’s Ferry. Forty of the Seven- 
teenth were in the command of Colo- 
nel Tarleton, which obtained such an 
unenviable notoriety in its brutal con- 
duct at the Waxhaws, May 29, 1780, 
in the massacre of Colonel Buford’s 
Virginia Continentals after all -re- 
sistance had ceased. The expression 
“Tarleton’s quarters” was subsequent- 
ly used with great effect by the Amer- 
icans in subsequent contests in the 
South when making an attack. 

The regimental detachment of the 
Seventeenth in the battle of Cam- 
den, August 16, 1780, under Earl 
Cornwallis, and on January 6, 1781, 
received reinforcements from New 
York. At the battle of the Cowpens, 
on January 17, 1781, in which Tarle- 
ton was totally defeated by Briga- 
dier-General Daniel Morgan, the Sev- 
enteenth escaped capture after the. 
action only by the rapidity of ‘its 
retreat. When Earl Cornwallis ad- 
vanced into Virginia he ordered it to 
join Lord Rawdon in South Carolina. 
On June 11, 1781, Sir Henry Clinton, 
from headquarters, New York, direct- 
ed the immediate return of the regi- 
ment to that station, where it served 
until the evacuation on November 25, 
1783, and was the last of the British 
cavaly regiments to serve within the 
United States. 

This design represents a pewter 
button of the Fifty-seventh Regiment 
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of British Foot, which was recently 
dug up in the garden at the main 
Lighthouse, Sandy Hook, New York 
Harbor. The limits of this sketch 
will not, however, permit a history 
of the regiment’s services in America. 
— Asa Bird Gardner.

The oldest one is 
of bone with a metal center, but the 
interesting ones are metal and bear 
such data as “Can’t Bust ’Em,” “Head

I also have some buttons that we 
call shirt waist buttons. Instead of 
sewing a button to the garment, two 
buttonholes are made on each side of 
the opening, and the button that has 
a foot is used as we would use a collar 
button, Two of these are a clenched 
hand in glass with a metal brass ring 
around the rim.

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MUSIC BOXES EN MASSE 


By JEANNE PURMORT 


UT your cigar on his little metal 
ash tray and you'll be startled. 
The ash tray will start playing a 
tune and keep on until the cigar is 
removed. 

Open his old family album, and 
sweet music will fill your ears. Touch 
@ crucifix, and it will start playing. 
Lift a statue of a monk pouring a 
drink, and you'll hear “How Dry I 
Am” and “Sweet Adeline.” 

And there’re other things, too, 
such as a humidor, a clock, a jewel 
box that resembles a Swiss chalet; 
and each sends forth music at the 
slightest touch. 

M. D. Wold, nicknamed “Biff,” 
Wauwatosa, Wis., is the collector of 
these interesting music boxes. He 
just can’t resist them. Whenever his 
friends hear of a music box, they 
write Biff, and he’s off to get it. 

At the last count, he had 136 music 
boxes. Some so small they can be 
held in his hand, and others are the 
size of the old-time, upright piano. 
In fact, his latest purchase is the 
music box nine feet high with rec- 
ords three and one-half feet in dia- 
meter. 

Biff has had some real experiences 
in searching for new additions for 
his collection. He bought one music 
box 15 minutes before the buyer from 
a Chicago museum came to buy it. 
It’s not very modern or automatic, 
though, for this 1815 music box takes 
two men to play it. 

Henry Ford has tried to buy some 
of these machines for his Greenfield 
Village Museum, as have other mu- 
seums and institutions, None are 
for sale. It’s Biff’s hobby, and they’re 
all part of his unique collection. 

Biff has plenty of records for his 
machine, too. Fact is, he has 10,000 
of them. Most of them are flat, zine 
or stee] discs, while others are wood- 
en and paper rolls. He has paper 
rolls from 1825 and wooden rolls from 
1860, but the music from them is 
still fresh and beautiful. First place 
in the number of records goes to one 
music box with 131, and next is a 
machine with 93 records. 


Automatic changes have nothing on | 


some of Biff’s boxes. One machine has 
four rolls with each roll playing six 


records continuously, Another prize 
made in Switzerland in 1860 has a 
roll that plays twelve records. 

These boxes aren’t simple arrange- 
ments either. Besides the regular 
music box, one has drums, bells, and 
castanets right in the box to add to 
the beauty of the songs. 

Did you know the juke box is no 
new idea? Biff Wold can prove it, 
too. Many of his large music boxes 
require a nickel in them before they'll 
play. 

Perhaps the favorite of most of 
the listeners and admirers is a large, 
piano-size machine that has three 
large, metal records playing simul- 
taneously. It’s the only one of its 
kind in working condition today in 
the world. It cost $3500 to manufac- 
ture with records at $15 a set, and 
Biff has close to 100 records for it. 

The company made only four of 
these machines. Two were shipped 
to Europe and are no longer work- 
ing, and the third was destroyed by 
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Mrs. Wold and her favorite, a danc- 
ing doll music bow.

United States, which gives him a 
chance to hunt for music boxes every- 
where. 

Biff couldn’t find anyone to repair 
his machines, so he learned to fix 
them himself. The Swiss were the 
original makers of music boxes, and 
many of Biff’s are from Switzerland. 
In the early eighteen hundreds, 
America started making them and 
continued until phonographs put 
music boxes out of business around 


1905. 

All of the 136 boxes are somewhere 
in the Wold home, mostly in the play- 
room. Mrs. Wold might object to this 
bulky and expensive hobby, but she’s 
a collector, too. When Biff buys a 
music box, she buys a garnet for her 
collection, sc everyone’s satisfied. 

Fact, is when those rich, mellow 
tones ring out through the house, all 
the family and friends enjoy Biff’s 
hobby.

Pianoforte. The average collector of 
musical instruments is somewhat 
limited when it comes to pianos. In 
the first place, unless a large barn 
or special built museum is available, 
there is no room to house such a 
collection. In the second place, the 
many varieties are not easily dis- 
covered today. Though fairly plentiful 
in the last half of the 19th century 
America, the familiar “square piano” 
of song and fable has largely found 
its way into limbo. 

It may be news that some of these 
articles which were passed over so 
lightly a few years ago by prospective 
purchasers may have had considerable 
value, It is actually impossible to 
locate a model of some of the makes 
that once flourished in America. 
Pianos, made in this country before 
1825, are well in the hundred dollar 
class of rarities; because of their 
relatively small size, they are still 
very usable in the antique furnished 
rooms of the present day. 

Like all other inventions, pianoforte 
is the result of a series of discoveries. 
Three instruments present the essence 
of the invention, and combined to- 
gether are the evident source of the 
hammer clavier. These instruments 
are the clavichord, the spinet harpsi- 
cord, and the dulcimer. (See illustra- 
tions elsewhere in this issue.) The 
clavicord came from a little instru- 
ment (the monochord) wherein a 
string could be adjusted to various 
lengths and plucked to give the pitch 
in singing. In the clavicord, a series 
of strings were strung on a frame 
and a plucking arrangement was 
attached to a keyboard and operated 
by finger action. Most clavicords were 
only of three or four octaves, and 
the tone would be produced only when 
the key was held down. In size these 
instruments did not take up more 
room than a small modern piano. The 
earliest known example dates from

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the 11th century, but their use con- 
tinued many years. Bach fugues and 
preludes were written for them, 
Mozart carried such an instrument 
when travelling and children were 
long taught on them. They are chiefly 
distinguished by their thin feeble tone, 
due partially to the fact that only 
one wire vibrated for each tone. 


This criticism led to the develop- 
ment of the harpsicord and its associ- 
ated types, the virginal and the spinet. 
In the interest of producing a stronger 
tone, it was found possible to pluck 
the strings with small pieces of quill 
attached to springs. The action of 
these plectra was most ingenious, and 
for a time, especially in the 17th 
century, much effort was spent to de- 
velop plectra of leather and other ma- 
terials, and so produce thereby the 
sound of the lute, the harp and other 
string instruments, as well as make 
a crescendo or diminuendo of tone 
quality. The double harpsicord of 1780 
made it possible to get combinations 
of tones by playing simultaneously 
on the upper and tower of the two 
keyboards. Even with all the ingenu- 
ity that the player could master, it 
however, did not suffice to make a very 
strong and pleasing tone. 


One element that was lacking in 
the production of tone quality was 
corrected in the dulcimer. This instru- 
ment was originally nothing more 
than a flat piece of wood over which 
strings had been strung. It could be 
held on one’s lap and the strings 
plucked by the fingers. The wood 
served as a resonance board, and the 
dulcimer tones were among the most 
pleasing of all these early instru- 
ments. “Sweet as a dulcimer,” and 
“her dulcimer tones” are expressions 
from old books that tell of the high 
regard in which this instrument was 
held. It finally occurred to Christo- 
fori, a harpsicord maker of Padua, 
Italy, that the resonance principle 
should be applied to the harpsicord 
frame and that the strings could be 
struck a vigorous blow with a hammer 
to increase the duration and strength 
of vibration. He first developed the 
hammer clavier, so basic to piano de- 
velopment in 1709; but it was not 
until after 1725, that the new instru- 
ment came into any prominence. Ever 
since, there has been steady progress 
in the improvement of tone quality 
and its control, but the hammer 
principle has remained relatively un- 
changed. 

Two forms of pianoforte have come 
down to us from the late 18th century. 
One is the grand piano of 1780, which 
enlarges on the shape of the harpsi- 
cord and permits a full tonal range. 
The other is the square piano, de- 
veloped in Germany in 1766 and in 
England in 1788. At first these oblong 
boxes had four legs at the front and 
itwo at the back. Later, after 1810, 
only four legs were used; but the

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size was still kept retatively small 
(about 30 inches by five feet), until 
after 1850, when the high, huge and 
ungainly mode came into prominence. 
The connoisseur will take consider- 
able pride in the possession of the 
first issue of various American firms 
that have manufactured pianos in the 
past, The world lead was first held 
by the English, when the firm of John 
Broadwood and Sons became justly 
famous for their beautiful and tuneful 
creations, in. mahogany, rosewood and 
satinwood. These are credited with 
considerable development of pedal 
control of tone and their New York 
office, opened about 1808 in this coun- 
try, showed models in which these 
pedals were attached to the front legs 
rather than to a special lyre support, 
after the manner with which we are 
now familiar.

into prominence until after 1810. The 
centers of manufacture were Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more. All followed the English system 
made familiar by Broadwood and 
most of those made after 1823, 
utilized the invention of Sebastian 
Erchard which gave the piano ham- 
mer a double repeated action on the 
string. 

A business directory of 1829 shows 
a very healthy condition of the piano 
trade in this country as of that date. 
Of the 2500 pianos made and sold for 
a total of $750,000, 900 came from 
Philadelphia, 800 from New York, 717 
from Boston and the balance from 
Baltimore and surrounding areas. 

Our scene changes around 1850, 
with the rise of the house of Stein- 
way. This family of instrument 
makers migrated from Germany in 
1853 and were soon in full scale com- 
petition for both the American and 
the foreign market. Their patents for 
the overstrung scale (1859) and the 
tubular action frame (1868) aided 
greatly in producing a rich sonorous 
tone. 

It is interesting to record in passing 
that pianoforte development shows a 
19th century cycle in which tone 
quality was developed at the expense 
of large and ungainly housing struc- 
tures. The 20th century has seen a 
reverse trend. Nothing has been sur- 
rendered in tone quality; but it has 
been found possible to make pianos 
as small as our present studio models.

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King David with his harp 


THE HARP 
A Royal 


Instrument 
By ALLIS M. HUTCHINGS 


MONG musical instruments whose 

origins harken back to antiquity 
is the harp. Tradition relates that a 
shell with a string stretched across 
it was the first stringed instrument. 
One mention of it in the Bible is 
Genesis IV, 21, “And his brother’s 
name was Jubal; he was the father 
of all such as play on the harp and 
guitar.” 

Probably the most famous harpist 
in history is David, author of the 
Psalms, so beautifully recounted in 
the Bible. As a youth David won re- 
nown as a bard, to the extent that 
his ability as a poet musician was 
highly appreciated by King Saul. Tra- 
dition relates that Saul’s disposition

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was erratic and that he was subject 
to great moods of depression. To 
dispel his somber thoughts David 
would sing and play to him on his 
harp. David’s popularity roused Saul’s 
jealousy, and at one time Saul so 
lost his control that he attempted to 
hurl his javelin at David as he en- 
deavored to dispel the king’s ugly 
mood by sweet music. This dramatic 
incident is depicted on an Aubusson 
tapestry of the 17th century, which 
hangs in the Galeria of Mission Inn, 
at Riverside, Calif. The figures are 
life size and form an _ interesting 
group with King Saul standing tense 
and erect, javelin in hand and aiming 
it at David, whose song has been so 
suddenly interrupted. 

The harp was David’s companion 
through life and even when he was 
king he did not relinquish his activ- 
ities as a bard. One of Mission Inn’s 
most interesting church images is of 
carved wood, painted white, which 
shows King David wearing a crown 
and playing a harp. It is an antique 
and for many years ornamented the 
choir loft of a church in Europe. The 
robe of the king and his posture of 





playing possess great excellence of 
line. 

In Ireland, since the middle ages 
the harp has been especially beloved. 
A museum on the Emerald Isles 
treasures a harp which is believed to 
have belonged to King Brian 
Boiroimhe, also celebrated as a fa- 
mous bard. In Wales, too, the harp 
has been used since olden times. It 
was an instrument handed down from 
generation to generation and used by 
the poet musicians of the family; 
slaves and servants were not allowed 
to touch it. 

The modern harp was perfected by 
European makers who _ invented 
pedals and other improvements, the 
most noteworthy being made in 1810 
by the invention of the double action 
mechanism by Sebastian Erard. 

The harp is a favorite subject among 
poets, who have sung of its music 
accompanying angels, muses, bards, 
kings and court ladies. However, not- 
withstanding its beauty and aristo- 
cratic heritage in modern times it is 
not a household instrument, but for- 
tunately is a feature of orchestral 
and chamber concert music.

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Pediatrical Antiques 


URING the month of May, the 

Children’s Memorial Hospital 
(Chicago) is exhibiting the collection 
of pediatrical antiques begun as a 
hobby by the late E. Mead Johnson, 
Jr. The collection is one of consider- 
able historical importance, depicting 
as it does the progression of infants’ 
feeding vessels from the Greece of 
25 centuries ago down to times with- 
in our own memory. 

It has been well said that more 
progress has been made in pediatrics 
during the past three or four decades 
than in all the time before that, With- 
out the evidence of the collection, it 
would be difficult to imagine our 
grandparents being fed from some of 
these odd-shaped utensils that defied 
thorough cleansing. 

A century ago, the baby’s cereal 
was simply stale bread lightly boiled 
in water, wine or beer. The use of 
milk was considered fraught with 
danger, for, according to Dr. T. G. H. 
Drake, “milk might bring on the 
watery gripes, or the infant might 
imbibe with the milk the evil passions 
and frisky habits of the animal sup- 
plying the milk.” 

A castor oil spoon, of the period 
1800, is a part of the exhibit. The 
bowl of the spoon has a lid with a 
trap door opening, through which the 
bowl was filled. A long hollow handle 
permitted one to blow the castor- oil 
down the baby’s throat. It is not 
known what happened if the baby 
blew first. 

The collection is now owned by the 
Mead Johnson Company of Evans- 
ville, Ind. By request, it now goes on 
an annual pilgrimage to colleges, hos- 
pitals, museums, libraries, and other 
institutions of learning.

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PORCELAIN AND POTTERY PLATES 


By THELMA SHULL 


(¥* Worcester and Spode plates 

add beauty and dignity to a col- 
lector’s cabinet, but the wear and tear 
of modern living makes them hardly 
suitable for everyday use. However, 
there are many types of plates which 
were made during the late Victorian 
era which one can use with ease as 
well as pleasure. 

Among collectors, the Fruit plates 
with pastel borders have perhaps been 
the most popular for several years. 
The plate with the large apple in the 
center has leaves and border of gold 
and is unusual in that the fruit is 
much larger than on those which have 
a pastel border. Assorted colored 
borders were often combined to make 
a set, the colors most frequently seen 
being blue, green, lavender, pink, yel- 
low, orange, and maroon. These Fruit 
plates had either fruit or flower 
centers and in 1888 were advertised 
as “Decorated china fruit plates” al- 
though the illustration showed a 
flower plate with pastel border. Oc- 
casionally, these plates are found with 
flowers on the border as well as in 


the center, An example is pictured. 
When table arrangements are entered 
for exhibition at flower shows, the 
flower centered Fruit plates are 
appropriate to use. These Fruit plates 
were made with both plain and scal- 
loped edge. 

Bird plates are also lovely and 
varied in design. Some were hand 
painted and others were decorated 
with transfer prints. The plate with 
a bird on a branch is hand painted 
and the bird is colored in shades of 
green, orange, and magenta. The 
flowers are green and white and the 
background is a deep pink. The other 
two Bird plates are transfer printed 
from decals with the scroll design in 
gold. Fruit and game plates of Crown 
Derby were illustrated in a magazine 
of 1884. 

In a book on china painting pub- 
lished in 1896, specific directions are 
given for painting a game set con- 
sisting of twelve plates and a large 
platter. The birds to be painted on 
the plates are Red-head Ducks, Pea- 
cocks, American Wild Geese, Mallard 


Colorful plates, useful and decorative. 
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Ducks, Clover Pheasants, Canvas-back 
Ducks. Woodcocks, Partridges, Com- 
mon Snipe, Teal Ducks, Prairie Chick- 
ens, and Virginia Rail. On the platter 
are Wild Turkeys. 

The Fish sets, also popular among 
china painters during the Gay Nine- 
ties, usually consisted of 12 plates 
and a long, narrow platter. Directions 
for painting one of these sets sug- 
gests the following fish for the de- 
signs: Shad, Brook Trout, Bluefish, 
Blackfish, Mackerel, Striped Bass, 
Red-Snapper, Flounders, Perch, Pike, 
Herring, and Haddock, with Salmon 
on the platter. 

Photographic prints on plates are 
occasionally encountered and these 
would make an interesting collection, 
too. Scenes from National Parks and 
city buildings were often produced on 
these old plates and were sold as 
souvenirs or given away by store- 
keepers who wished to present their 
best customers with a Christmas or 
New Year’s gift. 

The following advertisement by the 
American Photographie Porcelain 
Company, 784 Broadway, New York, 
appeared in a newspaper of January, 
1861. “A Novelty in the Art World!

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of the plate place it as being made at 
an early date. The letters here are 
raised in the ware, while on later 
Alphabet plates the letters are usually 
printed on. 

Other plates, of particular interest 
to children, are those with scenes 
from nursery rhymes. The Red Riding 
Hood plate, illustrated, is marked 
Royal Doulton, England, copyright, 
Nursery Rhymes. Then there are the 
plates suitable for use at the Christ- 
mas season, some having a village 
scene with angels and the words 
Merry Christmas, and others with a 
wreath of holly around the border. 
This Holly Pattern was used on other 
pieces of tableware, also. 

The Napkin plates, one of which is 
illustrated, appear to have a folded 
napkin in the center of the plate. 
The napkin is usually white with a 
pastel color as a background. The 
plate in the photograph is of china, 
although many were made in Majolica. 
Morley and Company, a pottery estab- 
lished at Wellsville, Ohio, in 1879 for 
the production of white granite and 
majolica, made these plates. Their 
mark was Morley & Co., MAJOLLICA, 
Wellsville, O. Napkin plates were 
also made by the East Liverpool 
Pottery Company and the Dresden 
Pottery of East Liverpool, Ohio. The 
former marked their plates E L P 
Co., Waco China and the latter, War- 
ranted, Dresden China. 

These old plates in modern kitchens 
add decorative interest and color and 
may be used for extra salad, luncheon, 
or tea plates. 





Beware of This Junk 


Reports are coming in that dealers 
who have not been in business long, 
either knowingly or unknowingly, 
have been peddling Japanese porce- 
lains very cleverly made to simulate 
Dresden, Staffordshire, and even old 
Chelsea. These pieces have some merit 
but are, of course, stamped with the 
country of their origin. This is often 
ground off so that if you see a piece 
ground on the bottom of the object 
you will know the words, “Made in 
Japan,” have been obliterated. This 
material does not belong in the 
antique trade and will only cause 
trouble and charges of misrepresenta- 
tion. 

There are also some very crude 
objects classed as Capo di Monte on 
the market. Reports have come from 
well scattered sections about this 
stuff. It is reliably reported that it 
is being made by refugees in Ohio, 
crudely marked with an “N.” You 
can often be swindled on this stuff by 
the description “Capo di Monte type.” 
By putting the word, type, in the 
description the seller is in position 
to claim ignorance of what it really 
is. This stuff is a very cheap type 
of faience and the trade should watch 
out for it.

The foregoing and thumbnail descrip- 


tions of items believed, on the evidence, 
to have been connected with political 


campaigns. There are other items which 
Mr. Wasson feels may have had such 
connections. Thus, there are a number 


of Jackson flasks (some with the Amer- 
ican eagle on the reverse, others with 
the bust of Washington or Masonic or 
other emblems) which may have been 
connected with the campaign of 1824, 1828 
or 1832; several Clay flasks (with Wash- 
ington on the reverse) and cup plates 
which may have been connected with one 
of Clay’s campaigns; and a number of 
Taylor flasks (with various ornamenta- 
tions on the reverse) which may have 
been related to the campaign of 1848. In 
addition to these, quite a number of 
which are in Mr. Wasson’s collection, 
the following should be listed as having 
possible connections with political cam- 
paigns: 

1. Flask. Eagle on obverse; flying 
eagle and serpent on reverse. Pint. Pale 
Yellow Green; Clear Green; amethystine. 
Eagle of Liberty Strangling the Serpent 
of Corruption’’ of the 1840 campaign?

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON

Airmail Service 
To Be Expanded 

HE United States will assume a 

leading role in commercial avia- 
tion after the war, it was indicated 
in Washington last month, by the 
filing of a large number of applica- 
tions with the Civil Aeronautics 
Board for new international routes. 

It is doubtful that little will come 
of the applications until after the 
war is won, but the airmail service 
is due to grow greatly. Domestic 
airmail has increased almost 75 per- 
cent during the past year in the face 
of the fact that 189 commercial planes 
were taken over by the armed forces 
several months ago, and the mail is 
being carried by less than half the 
number of planes that were in service 
last year. The demand for airmail 
service is so great now, that in some 
instances mail prepaid at the air- 
mail rate must go by train because 
the planes are filled to capacity. 

Aerophilately has many enthusiasts 
in this country and the prospects of 
a much larger airmail service in- 
dicate that many more stamp collec- 
tors will be turning their attentions 
to airmail] stamps. 

With the experience of wartime 
flying and because of the unlimited 
equipment and trained personnel that 
will be available, some observers 
think that airmail rates will be re- 
duced or else all mail will go by air 
at the regular rate to assure a 24- 
hour delivery on any letter mailed 
in the country.

Religious Topical 


| wee comments on Topical collec- 
tions have rekindled religious medi- 
tation. My mail has contained many 
questions. Most depend on the col- 
lector’s viewpoint, and his interest in 
actually titled subjects used as stamp 
designs. Of course to the strict mind, 
pictures merely of Saints, their lives, 
doings, end and tomb (or burial 
place) are not “Religious,” although 
they have to do with some sect, religi- 
ous body or church, Such might seri- 
ously reduce their collection to Ma- 
donnas, Apostles and symbols of the 
Crucifix. Others, of the same theology 
might add other and more interesting 
matter, even using subjects only by 
analogy—religious. 

I believe our friend Monsignor 
Cech, collector of the religious topical, 
saw this limitation and titled his 
collection the “Litany of the Saints” 
or some similar inclusive phrase. 
Why? Because a collection of religi- 
ous subjects that omitted Saints, 
would be a pocket sized affair (in 
numbers) and soon completed. 

I surmise, too, that,the inclusion 
of Saints, religious events, perhaps 
churches and religous statues, (like 
the two South American statues of 
“Corcovado” and “the Andes’) both 
statues of the Christus, and with 
added church symbols may greatly 
enhance the coverage and tempt the 
mind. 

But to answer the questions. I 
think the religious subjects in the 
issues of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations are on the issues of Crete, 
Irish Free State and Malta. This, if 
we omit Saints, and if we do not add 
the George V one pound, Nevis and 
Virgin Islands. There may be others. 

Strangely, too, outside of Madonnas 
in Hungary and Lichtenstein and a 
few Saints here and. there, and a 
few recent ones from Sweden, the 
real religious subjects are those of 
Vatican City (naturally) and the

minor Saints shown, mostly center 
round St. Anthony of Padua. 

This leaves the item of Greek issue 
(Scott No. 361, Type A58) to be 
argued about. Some say the “Battle 
of Missolonghi” was not religious. 
Admitted, but there is the artist’s 
idealization of a Deity and evidently 
a Christian one, over the fighting in 
the sky. And a Greek friend insists 
that without the guiding hand of 
something like a Deity, the battle 
would have been lost. Perhaps. It 
was quite some years back. 

But again, the issue is the collector’s 
own preferences. He can collect Ma- 
donnas and nothing else. He can add 
Saints, scenes from their lives, 
churches, allegorical efforts, religious 
statuary and monuments, symbols and 
religious health charities. It is his 
collection. Buy any or all, any part 
or selected parts, are his to collect, 
mount, write up and study. And again, 
if he is really interested, he stands a 
50-50 chance of becoming a coilector 
of the issues of some country that 
produced his favorite religious speci- 
men. 

Northern Africa 

It might pay some of us to read 
up a trifle on the mail facilities of 
Northern Africa, especially in the 
areas that were French controlled. 
We are going to meet a new batch of 
the “Local routes” that have had in 
the past their own local stamps. 
Covers that were flown round the 
tourist circular tour routes and some 
that went to the desert oases. Fez- 
Marra kesch, and with Rabat, Meknes 
and other samples of the “made for 
the local trade and tourists” covers. 
And, insuring definite interest there 
will be first flights and air round 
trip and similar, as well as all the 
locals off cover. It is inspiring (was) 
to hear the cover men at the Sunday 
afternoon Bourse under the trees of 
the Champs de Elysees, insist that 
these locals were “really entitled to 
a place in all catalogues.” Indeed if 
you have any samples, better get 
them out and have them ready to give 
the boys to aid their purchased 
cover showings.

235 Guatemala, used in conjunction 
with others is getting quite common. 
But a new one seems to be much 
more rare and being evidently cut, 
not diagonally perforated, makes a 
more unusual and eye filling item. 
The 10-cent black, No. 254, of Bolivia 
is cut in half, vertically, and used as 
five cents, with the 25-cent lemon 
to make a 30-cent rate. Of course, 
use indicates that the cut was ap- 
proved, but perhaps there is no 
official documentation of such ap- 
proval. Anyhow, the cover came to 
a northern city, without air mail extra 
postage, or any evidence of local dis- 
approval of the bi-section. 

And speaking of the No. 235 Guata- 
mala, some of them are also trimmed 
instead of being perforated diagonally, 
and some so poorly bi-sected that no 
figure of value remains. 

Falkland Islands 

Back when Hector was a little pup 
and was growing to his feet, a friend 
made a hurried trip to London. She 
bought by request, the Falkland Is- 
lands set (No. 65 to No. 76, includ- 
ing the Pound) and Selfridge’s took 
$27.60 for them. It was always a 
question what Selfridges’ bought them 
for and why the usual sneered at 
“American Department Shop” was 
not getting a “bargain” price. No 
matter. A good buy. The lady met 
up with us the other day and said, 
“T hate you, why didn’t you tell me 
to buy myself a set?” No excuse.

“What group of precancels would 
you advise buying as likely to be the 
best investment from a financial 
standpoint ?” 

That is the query put to me this 
week. Before replying to it I wish to 
reiterate that I don’t advise anyone 
to collect precancels or any other 
stamps with the sole idea of making 
money from them. When one builds a 
collection, he buys at retail. When 
one sells a collection, he sells at 
wholesale. One just shouldn’t expect 
to buy at retail and sell at wholesale 
and make a profit. The pleasure and 
recreation one gets out of collecting 
should be considered the principal 
reward. 

However, one can have as much 
fun, as a rule, collecting a precancel 
group that is likely to have consider- 
able salvage value as in collecting a 
group of precancels not so likely to 
be good from an investment standpoint. 

At this time in precancels I recom- 
mend the Bureaus beginning with the 
Presidential issues. This is a group 
large enough to keep one busy for 
some time but not so extensive as to 
be discouraging. 

When Presidential sheet stamps 
were first precanceled by the Bureau, 
the line above the cfty name and the 
line below the state name were some 
distance apart. These were not in use 
long until the wide spaced varieties 
on the sheet stamps were discon- 
tinued. This spacing is still used on 
the coils. To make more room for 
printing the initials of permit user 
and the month and year of use on the 
stamps — regulations require them

on stamps of the denomination of 6c 
and higher — the lines were placed 
closer to each other. Precancel collec- 
tors refer to them as “Narrows.” 

A number of the obsolete “Wides” 
are already hard to find and others no 
doubt will soon be added to the group 
of hard ones. While the wide Presi- 
dentials were in use, the 1c, 2c, and 
8c Defense stamps were issued and 
replaced these denominations of the 
Presidential series in Bureau pre- 
cancels as well as in general use. A 
number of these Wide Defense 
Bureaus already are scarce. Especially 
this is true in blocks. 

The Presidential sheet Bureau 
stamps were issued in the narrow 
spacing and also the Defense Bureaus. 
The Prexies in the denominations 
other than 1c, 2c and 3c are still 
being used but the Defense Narrows 
are now obsolete and new Ic, 2c and 
8c Bureaus are now coming through 
on the 1c Four Freedoms stamps, the 
Ze United Nations stamp and the 3c 
Win the War stamp. Some of these 
Narrow Defense Bureaus were used 
but a short time and are likely to be 
good property. 

It is not known how long any of 
the stamps now current will be in use. 
Perhaps not long. Anyway, one will 
make no mistake in securing them as 
soon as possible. 

In making a collection of these 
Bureau Precancels one should strive 
for completion. If just those that come 
easy are taken, one is unlikely to 
obtain the items that will prove to be 
scarce. 

Buy stamps in good condition. By 
this we do not mean that you need 
confine your purchases to perfection

There are conditions existent, too, 
due to the war, that make it reason- 
ably certain that current bureaus pur- 
chased at current prices will show 
marked increases in the future.

Musical Instruments on Coins 
HEN music is memorialized on 
coins and medals it is invariably 

in the form of a lyre or harp. The 
lyre, which might be called the mother 
of the harp, was one of the earliest 
musical instruments, and through the 
ages, has been the symbol of the art 
of music, particularly of song and 
harmony, and of poetry and melody. 
Some coins are musically-instru- 
mented for artistic effect, others, like 
the Jenny Lind medal and the Stephen 
Foster commemorative coin, for 
specific memorials, but there is one 
coin, the Austrian 1930 silver two 
schilling, known as the Minstrel, that 
generalizes the entire musical gamut. 
The minstrels played an important 
part in the 12th and 13th centuries, 
not only as traveling entertainers, 
but they preserved for later centuries 
invaluable data of historic value. They 
provided for the people in the Middle 
Ages a sort of news service along 
with their songs and. poetry. Minstrel 
is the English version of the German 
word Minnesinger (singer of love 
songs). Walter von der Vogelweide 
was perhaps the most accomplished 
and learned of all the minstrels. At 
Vienna he received instructions in 
the arts which the profession of 
minstrelry required. The Austrian 
Minstrel coin has un emblematical 
figure of Walter von der Vogelweide 
seated as listening to the soft sounds 
emanating from a lyre which he holds 
in his lap. (Thanks to Max H. Morgen- 
roth of Kansas City’s local coin club 
for the loan of this coin.) 

There are many “musical medals,” 
but as to coins, governments usually 
select designs depicting special his- 
torical incidents or the faces of rulers. 
However, enough coins, ancient and 
modern, all with the familiar lyre or 
harp, have been issued to make the 
forming of a type set of “musical 
coins” a popular phase of coin col- 
lecting. England’s coat-of-arms, seen 
on so many English coins, has a harp 
on it. Many of the old tokens of the 


British Isles picture a harp on them. 
Several of our Colonial coins, and 
some of the Continental notes, are 
ornamented with a harp. Some of the 
famous Bungtown Coppers have an 
oddly shaped harp; also the rare 1776 
Pine Tree New Hampshire cent, as 
well as some of the Woods Coinage. 
Brazil recently issued a coin com- 
memorating the centenary of the birth 
of its great composer, Carlos Gomes, 
showing the head of Gomes on one 
side and the lyre on the other. The 
three famous composers, Schubert, 
Mozart and Haydn have each been 
commemorated on coins, each with a 
picture of the composer but no musical 
instrument. To Americans the choice 
of all “musical coins” is the com- 
memorative half dollar picturing the 
head of America’s patron saint of 
folk-lore, Stephen Foster, on one side, 
and a female figure (muse) holding 
a lyre on the other side of coin. As 
is to be expected, many Irish coins 
have harps on them. Many of the 
Jenny Lind medals carry a harp or a 
lyre. The Pied Piper, the famous 
legendary flute player, appears on 
some of the German Notgeld notes. 
The most popular ancient Lyre coin is 
the Roman copper, AS, 64 A.D. with 
the bust of Nero who it is claimed 
fiddled while Rome burned. The coin 
itself proves Nero was a lyre-est in- 
stead of a fiddler, for on one side 
of it is the standing picture of Nero, 
clad in the robes of Apollo, playing, 
as an accompaniment to his own sing- 
ing, on a lyre. (The fiddle was not 
invented until after Nero’s time.)

Canada’s War Nickel 

The United States, it is true, has 
issued what might possibly be termed 
“war money” in the newly-metaled 
cents and nickels; but no change was 
made in the designs, and instead of 
there being War Commemoratives 
they are simply emergency-metaled 
coins. Sister Canada “went us one 
better” with her 1943 twelve sided 
five-cent piece; it is truly Commemo- 





rative as well as emergency-metaled, 
and will be a distinctive coin through 
the years, occupying a prominent 
place in type-sets of distinguished 
coins. It has already been christened 
“Blackout” on account of its being 
easily identified, owing to its twelve 
sides, in the dark. It has the Roman 
“V,” symbolic of Victory, and the 
Torch of Sacrifice; in the beading 
close to the rim it has in telegraphic 
code, “We Win When We Work 
Willingly.” The coin is made of Tom- 
bac alloy and will save about 60 tons 
of nickel yearly. Dictionarily, Tombac 
“is an alloy consisting essentially of 
copper and zinc, used for cheap 
jewelry, gilding, etc. All of its varie- 
ties are in composition brass.” It is 
of a gold color, but whether it will 
retain its bright golden lustre after 
experiencing wear, tear and age is 
debatable. The Mint is geared to turn 
out 200,000 of the nickels daily. This 
coin has everything it takes in the 
way of shape, size, metal, designs, 
symbolism, and beauty to make it 
rank at the top of “distinguished 
coins,” and when you obtain yours be 
sure to apply jeweler’s lacquer to it 
so it will retain its brilliant golden 
lustre. Remember it is being minted 
During the war; it is a Fighting coin, 
not a Peace one; it will be with the 
boys at the Front, not with the 
diplomats at the Peace table. Canada 
may well be proud of the coin, and 
the coin proud of Canada. 
eee 


History Repeats 

In Africa and South Pacific islands 
where our boys have landed, real 
money (metal coins), must be very 
scarce and paper money of question- 
able value; and this is probably one 
of the reasons the natives hang out 
the Welcome sign when our soldiers 
land, for the American soldier is well 
paid in comparison to other soldiers 
and plentifully supplied with pocket 
change. The natives, short of hard 
cash, are glad to get their hands on 
some real honest to goodness coins. 
This situation harkens back to our 
own Colonial days. Colonists were 
always handicapped for lack of coins. 
During the darkest days of the Revo- 
lution, France revived our hopes and 
spirits with an expeditionary force 
of soldiers. Esther Forbes in Paul 
Revere and The World He Lived In 
(Houghton Mifflin Co.) says: “One 
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of the most tactful things the French- 
men did was to bring sacks of silver 
money with them. The war was in its 
third year. Supplies were needed, and 
hard money. Now Revere could pay 
his men and himself. The sight of all 
this genuine money, the weight of it 
in one’s pocket, cheered the troops. 
Their new allies were wonderful fel- 
lows.”

Collectingly 

National Coin Week was widely ob- 
served this year; this week of weeks 
does more to make the public coin- 
minded than any other activity. Coin 
Club membership gains by the coin- 
week displays. This global war will 
furnish plenty of additional emergency 
money for collectors to play with; also 
will it give us oodles of necessity 
money, that is, money made of out- 
of-the-ordinary metals and alloys to 
meet the necssities of war demand 
for nickel and copper. It was feared 
that Club attendance would suffer 
greatly on account of so many of the 
young members being in the service, 
but the slack is taken up to a great 
extent by a better attendance of the 
older members who seem to sense it 
is their duty to take over for the 
duration, There is a very marked in- 
creased interest in foreign coins, and 
the dealers say the demand for them 
is constantly on the increase. In 


forming your type sets, don’t overlook 
that type set of obsolete coins, they 
make an interesting display; the half- 
cent, silver and nickel three-cents, 
silver half-dime, two cent piece, the 
twenty cents. A growing closer re- 
lationship with our neighbors below 
the Isthmus is noticeable by the num- 
ber of South American coins now cir- 
culating amongst coin collectors; this 
is a good omen. Collectors like to talk 
about their coins, but they should be 
careful not to place their talk before 
their thought; think first and talk 
afterwards; a thought can be un- 
thinked, but a talk can’t be unsaid; 
keep posted by subscribing to a maga- 
zine that keeps abreast with the 
numismatic times. Keep up on present 
values by sending for auction sales 
catalogues, have a ready reference 
by keeping your scrap book up to 
date, purchase books for your coin 
library. A coin with a small mintage 
is always a safe buy; a “popular” coin 
may lose its popularity, but a small- 
mintaged coin will never lose its 
scarcity. The prominent mint marks 
on our new nickels are very popular 
with the near-sighted collectors 
specifically, and the average run of 
collectors generally.

FIJI CURRENCY: At the end of 
1940 the currency of Fiji was in 
special notes and coins, but the estab- 
lishment of troops there created an 
unprecedented demand for coins, re- 
sulting in the rationing of coins and 
the use of postage stamps for small 
change. In June 1942 the Government 
issued 1s. and 2s. notes (legal tender 
to 2 pounds) and in the following 
month it was stated that in certain 
sugar districts a premium was still 
offered for pennies. Later, traders 
and hotel-keepers issued paper and 
board money tokens which circulated 
extensively. To correct the position, 
the Government issued a penny note 
which bears the replica of the nickel 
Fiji penny, 

JAPANESE INVASION CUR- 
RENCY: A large number of bank- 
notes, printed in Japan, were seized 
in the Southwest Pacific area; these 
notes were printed in English with 
tiie words Japanese Government” top 
center, and a small panel of Japanese 
printing at bottom center. The sizes 
of the 1 pound and the 10 shilling 
notes are similar to those of New 
Zealand, indicating the notes were 
to be used in either New Zealand or 
Australia. Japanese in the Coral Sea 
battle were found to possess currency 
notes printed in English, including, 
on one series, “Payable in New Zea- 
land,” and on another, “Payable in 
Australia;” Reminiscent of Napoleon’s 
action in striking a medal to com- 
memorate his invasion of England— 
which did not eventuate. 

CORROSION OF BRONZE COINS: 
A clipping from Rotarian, 1940, indi- 
cates that recent studies of bronze 
coins of ancient Greece have given 
metallurgists new data on which to 
plan modern alloys. The conclusion 
is that after the test of twenty cen- 
turies, “Bronzes with low tin content 
and low to moderate amounts of lead 
are thus shown to be superior to 
others on the long pull.” 

AUSTRALIAN AND NEW ZEA- 
LAND COINS: The small “s” on the 
reverse of the 1942 Australian shilling 
and sixpence is stated to indicate that 
the coins were minted in San Fran- 
cisco, U.S.A. New Zealand coins are 
now being minted in Australia.

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Recollections of An Old Collector 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


Numismatic Philadelphia 
—1905-1920 

T WAS about 1899 when the writer 

first visited Philadelphia and 
stopped with friends, who were rela- 
tives at a small place called Oak Lane. 
He was, of course, then interested in 
coins, but had never met the worthies 
in the world of coins who stood at 
the forefront in the city of Brotherly 
Love. It was the day of the Jenkses, 
the Haseltines and especially of those 
veterans in numismatics, S. H. and 
H. Chapman. Even at that early day, 
the Chapman brothers made a flour- 
ishing coin firm, and commencing with 
the great Bushnell sale, which they 
capably held about 1878, they had the 
most important coin sales in the coun- 
try. 

It was, however, not until about 
1905 that the writer made regular 
trips to Philadelphia and attended the 
great sales there, such as the H. P. 
Smith, the Stickney, the Zabriskie and 
other famous ones, where he was 
pleased to execute bids for such men 
as Joseph Mitchelson and Dewitt 
Smith, who had favored him with 
some handsome commissions though 
most of the bids fell just short of 
realization. I saw the famed Brasher 
doubloon sell to a mythical “Her- 
cules,” who turned out to be a promi- 
nent Ohio Coal operator, who made 
a world’s record for this noted piece. 

In those days it was interesting to 
saunter around town, to visit the 
shops of men like Chattin, Nagy and 
Haseltine. Mr. Haseltine formed a 
partnership with Mr. Nagy and those 
two secured some of the most famous 
coins including the unique $50 gold 
coins which afterwards were sold for 
$10,000 each at private sales, with 
quite a subsequent history. Mr. 
Woodin who purchased them after- 
wards returned them to the govern- 
ment. The temporary ownership of 
Messrs. Haseltine and Nagy were 
quite in order, and strictly OK, but 
Mr. Woodin decided to return them to 
the government collection. They had 
been owned by a former director of 
the U.S. Mint many of whose fine 
coins and patterns Haseltine and 
Nagy secured for sale. 

Mr. Haseltine, I well remember, 
was a most interesting old gentleman 
who had been a captain in the Civil 
War. He died some twenty years ago. 
Chattin was interested in coins and 
in general antiques and had secured 
many fine things in this line and sold 
many to the writer. Henry Chapman 
lived on Pine Street, his brother on 
Spruce Street. It is unnecessary to 
say of these distinquished col- 
lectors and experts they were men 
with many connections with promi- 
nent collectors such as Mr. Bement, 
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John Story Jenks, Mr. Garvan and 
others of like prominence. Mr, Bement 
had just commenced to collect, pre- 
senting the unusual spectacle of 
taking a great interest in coins after 
he was 70 years old. He had previ- 
ously collected books, prints and 
minerals. 

The great sales, such as the Smith, 
Stickney, D. S. Wilson, Zug Gregory 
and Jenks attracted many leading 
collectors and dealers. Hillyer Ryder 
was a frequent attendant coming sev- 
eral hundred miles from Carmel, N.Y., 
to attend. I think Virgil Brand was 
at the Stickney sale in 1907. He took 
rank as the most outstanding collector 
from the west, living at Chicago. I 
well remember many regular attend- 
ants at the Philadelphia coin sales; 
these included a state senator and 
many local collectors most of whom 
are now dead. I even remember seeing 
Mr. Earle at one sale, I think he sat 
in the rear and watched the show 
when his great collection was sold. He, 
with Bement, Jenks, and _ others, 
passed on many years ago. I also 
remember several small controversies 
over the ownership of lots at these 
big sales. 

The Leeds sale with its collection 
of several hundred 1856 eagle cents 
was a show worth remembering, Yet 
I don’t believe any 1856 cent sold 
under five or six dollars, though fine 
proofs went for about $10 apiece. 
They are now $75 or over. The Steiger- 
walt sale, coins left by the famed 
Charles Steigerwalt of Lancaster, an 
eccentric old dealer, attracted great 
attention because it was a sale where 
a great many moderate rarities were 
dumped together into lots of 100 to 
250 in a lot, such as gold dollars, 1827 
dimes, 1799 dollars. This feature hap- 
pened at the Chambers sale, the 
greatest sale of old paper money ever 
held, also disposed of by the Chap- 
mans. 

At the Chambers sale, I remember 
one lot of 300 miscellaneous old paper 
money, dating from 1837, all sold 
together in a single lot and something 
like 75 slips or notes each with a 
signature of Robert Morris, a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence 
and well known financier, brought 
2%c each. I know, because I was 
fortunate enough to buy the lot. The 
pieces were worth dollars each though 
I never got dollars for them. 

If any collector visiting Philadelphia 
got tired of coins and the coin shops 
he could browse at numerous antique 
shops with china, stamps, bric-a-brac, 
books, manuscripts, and almost any 
class of antiques. There was also the 
Numismatic and Antiquarian Society 
of Philadelphia, of which Joseph 
Mickley was once a president. This

society has existed since about 1860, 
running a close second to the New 
York Society founded in 1858. It 
might be that the Philadelphia Society 
was founded just before 1860. 

Haseltine had held many notable 
sales, also the Masons, Idler and 
others. I knew Idler’s son, and, also 
met Charles K, Warner, an old time 
dealer, who issued store cards as far 
back as 1859. I met him, I think, at 
Nagy’s on 17th Street. Captain Hasel- 
tine knew many good stories of the 
Civil War and old-time collectors. He 
told once of having put one of the 
1884 trade dollars in his window, with 
the price of $37.50 on it. A well known 
dealer came excitedly in and wanted 
to buy it but for less money. Unable 
to secure it for less he reluctantly left 
the shop. Next day he came rushing 
back to Haseltine and wanted to buy 
the trade dollar. “I sold it,” said 
Haseltine. Some discomfiture then on 
the part of the dealer who missed 
securing a coin worth today something 
like $400 to $500. 

I remember seeing the original 1878 
$2% and $5 in gold at Nagys and 
Haseltines, as well as a cute little lot 
of 1881 pattern cents in white metal, 
nickel and silver, with heads like the 
V Nickel of 1883. Are those rare? 
What became of them, I never learned. 
They were all proofs. Remember this 
was 30 to 35 years ago. We know this: 
that the ex-director of the Mint 
turned over something like a trunk 
full of his patterns to two of the 
dealers. 

The Gregory sale, conducted by 
S. H. Chapman in Philadelphia at- 
tracted notice. The offerings were 
tremendous, something like two thou- 
sand thalers and crowns, as well as 
other thousands of fractions thereof. 
Mr. Gregory had been a Wall Street 
broker. He donated his Oriental col- 
lection to the American Numismatic 
Society. Mr. Chapman had offices at 
the upper end of Chestnut in an office 
building. It was the writer’s pleasure 
to be the personal guest of his family 
during the sale. Strange enough one 
or two sessions were, remarkable in 
that only four or five dealers attended, 
and the public was absent. One of 
these sessions with few present 
brought about $15,000. The dealers 
had some good bids from their clients. 
The sale was rich in rare multiple 
crowns, and in these the sale was 
very complete. A curious note was 
interjected on that last day when Mr. 
Chapman offered some material he 
had not had time to list, which in- 
cluded a bunch of military medals 
and a large lot of paper money, Con- 
federate, etc. 

Mr. Chapman passed around small 
typewritten slips with a synopsis of 
the extra lots. “It is a pig in a poke, 
gentlemen,” he averred, “bid at the 
Some lots 
of notes had four or five hundred in 
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them. Suffice it to say there were 
bargains in that offering. Mr. Chap- 
man did not employ much help and 
it necessitated quite a strain on his 
efforts. He did the best he could with 
the sale. The gross result must have 
been over $20,000. Big collectors like 
Waldo Newcomer and Virgil Brand 
were still represented at this fine sale, 
one of the best of its kind. Mr. Chap- 
man announced that he, his brother 
Henry and myself got 60 days to three 
months time in which to pay for our 


“own purchases, the others had to pay 


cash or else got but a couple of weeks 
to pay their bills. 

This was a secret at the time, but 
for obvious reasons it is not necessary 
to keep it a secret past this date. The 
two Chapmans and Mrs. S. H. Chap- 
man have all died since. 


European Coin Prices in War 

War has not witnessed a dumping 
of good coins on the market in 
Europe at bargain prices. If you want 
a real thriller, and to see proof that 
ancient coins have not advanced in 
price in the sales over here, you 
should scan some of the “price lists” 
emanating now from European war 
centers. A recent list prices some 
Greeks at over $100 each, and Anglo- 
Saxon and Mediaevat English at from 
$3 to $45 per coin. From the fore- 
going examples it would seem the 
American collector is still enjoying 
a cinch at our American sales if he 
is interested in ancient coins, 
Mediaeval and modern English coins 
and the like. 

Our collectors should realize the 
foregoing coins, so far as war prices 
are concerned, have not joined the 
upward procession over here. But it is 
pretty clear no more cheap coins can 
be imported from Europe and those 
which remain here of these classes 
will soon disappear from the American 
market. However, as in the field of 
art, some few collectors will feel that 
unless they buy in Europe they may 
secure nothing really good. There is 
no help for such collectors, who will 
thus continue to pay inflated prices 
for some coins. There is said to be a 
land buying boom on in England. 
Country property, like coins, is being 
bought in England by people against 
the hazard of inflation.

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FEATHER MONEY 


S° ACCUSTOMED are we to think 

of money, other than paper bills, 
as something hard or substantial, the 
natives’ feather money of the Pacific 
islands is apt to be thought of as 
“stage” money; but is not “stagey,” 
and the natives do not take their light 
money lightly. Red color is almost 
religious to the istanders, and red 
feathers that make up their orna- 
ments are to them what wampum 
was to the American Indians. Red 
feathers to them is what gold is to 
the whites. 

Heretofore, feather money was to 
be seen almost wholly at coin con- 
ventions, but it is to be hoped that 
our boys who are headquartering in 
the islands will bring enough of it 
back with them to make it more 
accessible to coin collectors. Captain 
Cook, the Pacific islands explorer, 
mentions it frequently in accounts of 
his voyages, 

It is hard to describe this feather 
money clearly enough to permit the 
reader to really appreciate its beauty. 
but Mr. Johannes Anderson in a paper 
read before the New Zealand Nu- 
mismatic Society has described one 
of the types of it so wonderfully that 
his description will be specially inter- 
esting at this time, considering that 
the Pacific islands are becoming such 
close neighbors of ours. Mr. Anderson 
is very familiar with the money and its 
history. Quote: “In Santa Cruz group, 
British Solomon Islands protectorate, 
red feathers are used as money; that 
is, red feathers made up in long nar- 
row strips called tau. These are as 
much as 26 feet in length, and two 
inches or more in breadth. Across this 
band are fixed rows of feathers for 
the full length of the band. Each row 
is called a lendu, and a lendu is made 
by a base of pigeon feathers being 
knotted into the material of the band, 
and on each pigeon feather three of 
the red feathers are stuck with a 
vegetable gum so that they overlap 
like the scales of a fish. Each lendu 
when finished is about the size of 
the top of a safety-match box, and 
the lendu are added one after another 
to the band till the whole tau is 
covered except for the end which is 
finished off with a piece of pearl shell, 
beyond which the end tapers off to a 
point, the edge ornamented with 
small shells. The tau is rolled up in 
a coil, and if well cared for remains 
springy and resilient. A charm in the 
shape of an equal-armed cross of 
wood, often highly carved and orna- 
mented, is laid on each coil before 
it is wrapped up in many leaves so 
as to be kept clean and fresh, also so 
as to protect it from evil spirits. 

“The feathers are obtained from a 
small bird, the scarlet honey-eater, 
and each bird is able to supply enough 
feathers for two or three lendu; 


usually the feathers are plucked from 
the snared bird which is then released 
to produce a new crop. The feathers 
may be used for trading, and the 
maker of a tau usually is not the bird- 
catcher. For trade purposes the 
feathers of from 15 to 20 birds are 
placed in a half coconut-shell and 
covered with pandanus or other water- 
proof leaf. A coil of first quality may 
contain about 3000 lendu, or the 
feathers of approximately 1000 birds; 
and an idea of their value may be 
had when it is known that an ocean- 
going canoe 5 to 6 fathoms in length 
and capable of carrying three tons, 
would cost about four good tau, If 
the feathers were plentiful a skilled 
worker might make four or five tau 
in a year. 

“Very few coils were sold for cur- 
rency; $100 would hardly secure a 
first-class one. Mostly they were ex- 
changed for food-products, canoes, 
turmeri tobacco; but their chief use 
was as a bride-price, the average 
price paid for a desirable wife being 
10 tau.”—F. C. Ross.

“Salary”? Once Meant “Salt’’ 
In the Kansas City (Mo.) Star 

Salt has long been directly con- 
nected with romance and _ supersti- 
tion, war and peace. It is recorded 
that some of the tribes of Asia Minor 
fought over a period of 50 years for 
the possession of salt springs. Salt 
was regarded as coming directly from 
heaven and those who lived near it 
were the closest to heaven. There- 
fore the lands where salt was found 
were greatly coveted. 

In early days covenants were signed 
and then sealed in salt and it was 
required that salt be placed on all 
sacrificial offerings. The Persians 
believed salt to be the emblem of 
purity and a traitor was “untrue to 
salt.” 

The oldest highway in the world is 
the Via Salaria (salt highway), over 
which salt was carried from Ostia, 
the port of Rome, to the Sabine hills. 
It is still maintained. 

All those wko draw wages may be 
interested to know that the word 
salary is derived directly from salt. 
Part of the pay of officers of the an- 
cient Roman legions was in the form 
of salt. The pay included part cash 
and “salarium,” or salt. Hence, origin 
of the expression that a certain per- 
son is not “worth his salt” becomes 
very clear.

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Source Books for the Music Collector 
A Brief Bibliography (In Three Parts) 


By DAVID EARL McDANIEL 


Mest hobbyists and collectors wish 
to know all about their chosen 
fields, but sometimes sources of in- 
formation are few; sometimes jealous- 
ly guarded by other collectors; some- 
times so specialized as to be worthless 
for their purposes. The collector of 
music items has a very rich field, one 
that is greatly and extensively docu- 
mented through source books which 
have been and are numbered and 
published by the hundreds. It may be, 
though, that the collector has not 
access to a library, public or private, 
to which he can turn for reference 
material. Unfortunately, most books 
of music are not printed in large 
editions, and the price, thus, is often

high; many times, too, the music 
section of a public library is not 
representative. The collector must, 
then, fall back on his own resources 
and build his own library of source 
material. 

In the two following issues, July 
and August, we shall present a brief 
biography of books on the different 
phases of music (including a few 
periodicals). It may be of assistance 
to collectors in choosing titles which 
are basic and discovering titles which 
are new in the building of their refer- 
ence library. It is not an exhausive 
list—space would not permit such— 
and ignores nearly all the scarce, rare 
items which the average hobbyist 
could not afford to buy even when 
opportunity presented. It may not in- 
clude certain books with which the 
reader is familiar, but it strives to 
list a comprehensive number for each 
phase of music collecting. Some titles 
are out-of-print but still obtainable 
by dealers in books, such as those 
who advertise in HOBBIES. Most of 
these rarer books and those published 
before 1800 may be found in Gregory 
& Sonneck’s “Catalogue of Early 
Books of Music,” Washington, 1913, 
Library of Congress collection. Other 
and longer bibliographies are 
Scholes’s “A List of Books About 
Music in the English Language,” Ox- 
ford, 1940, and Brooks’s “Olden-Time 
Music,” published in 1888. Many 
music books contain within themselves 
instructive but shorter bibliographies. 

One additional, important suggestion 
as to the building of a reference 
library must be given. One of the 
richest sources is by means of clip- 
pings from newspapers and periodic- 
als which do not directly deal with 
music. It is well to keep the date and 
name of the origin from which the 
clipping was taken so that a check 
may be had if authority is questioned. 
Many libraries now make such clip- 
ping compilations from those maga- 
zines they do not bind and keep on 
file. It is best to classify by name 
or subject, and a 3x5 card index can 
be easily and cheaply made and 


readily kept up to date. Miss Alma 
Williams, whose article appears else- 
where in this issue of HOBBIES, has 
availed herself of clippings from 
newspapers and magazines to illus- 
trate her hobby, antique musical 
instruments. It is wonderful the 
amount of interesting illustrations 
not to be found elsewhere that she 
has accumulated by this method, The 
author of this article has several 
cabinets of drawer files brimful of 
clippings, made over a period of years 
from a mass of material, which have 
given him invaluabie references. Pub- 
lished indices for such records may be 
had in the following: “Guide to 
Periodical Literature,’’ published 
monthly and collected into an annual 
volume by the H. W. Wilson Company. 
Most libraries are subscribers to this 
service. The “New York Times” pub- 
lishes an index for each volume of the 
paper. This can be used as a guide and 
date check for all newspapers as most 
of the modern papers report events 
received simultaneously. But I believe 
that, while these two publications are

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THE JADE BOOKS 


By W. C. ENGLISH 


— 1900, H. R. Bishop, of New 

York, a wealthy and enthusiastic 
collector of jade, conceived the idea 
of having published, an edition of a 
hundred set book on jade, each set 
containing two volumes, at a cost of 
one thousand dollars per set. These 
were to be given to the great Univer- 
sities and crowned heads of the world. 
The plates and everything connected 
with the work were to be destroyed 
as soon as the work was finished. The 
material was all to be made especially 
for the edition and was to surpass 
in beauty everything heretofore at- 
tempted. It was privately-printed in 
1906. In the spring of 1907, the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin received a letter 
from the executor of the Bishop estate 
saying there was just one copy of the 
work left and offering this to the 
University library. 

On acknowledging receipt of the 
letter and accepting the offer they 
were informed that unfortunately they 
would only be able to furnish Volume 
one of the set. The missing volume 
was accounted for as follows: On ac- 
count of China’s great interest in jade 
and her assistance in preparing the 
work, an especially rich and beautiful 
binding was designed for Vol. 2 to be 
presented to the Empress of China, 
but this was lost somewhere between 
New York and Yokohama, so it was 
necessary to take Vol. 2 of the set 
intended for Wisconsin and re-bind 
it to make the China set complete. 
Some two years afterward the library 
received a letter saying the missing 
volume had been found in the Custom 
House at Seattle and was being sent 
to complete Wisconsin’s set. It is said 
to be the largest book printed since 
1830 and weighs 50 pounds. This tri- 
umph of the bookmaker’s art — the 
original copy designed especially for 
the Empress of China—with its richly 
embellished binding—now is contained 
in a special case in the library of the 
University of Wisconsin.

Signy communication is an epitome 

of a larger account written by the 
author after many pleasant trips 
along the trail left by the Marquis 
de Denonville in 1687. In the summer 
of 1687, this noble Frenchman, 
christened Jacques René de Brisay, 
acting under a patent of Louis XIV 
chastised the imperious and insolent 
Senecas, burning their great towns 
on the present site of Victor, 
Rochester Junction, East Bloomfield 
and Lima, all easily within 25 miles 
of the City of Rochester. 

At Victor on July 13, Denonville 
with a force of around 2500 men in- 
cluding friendly Indians from Canada 
and the West marched into an am- 
bush. The Senecas like a swarm of 
screeching devils descended upon 
them, A hot and bloody exchange of 
gunfire took place. All seemed lost 
until the Marquis clad only in boots 
and underwear rallied his wavering 
columns and by a masterful counter 
attack dispersed the hostile savages.

This accomplished, he applied the 
torch to their towns and crops. On the 
sites of these former Seneca com- 
munities burned in 1687 a vast amount 
of interesting archaeological material 
has been recovered; all of course 
antedating the year of destruction. 
Since at the moment we are particu- 
larly interested in firearms, let me 
give a brief list of some of the ma- 
terial found. 

Flintlocks, 53; Flintlock plates, 17; Bar- 
rels, 11; Hammers, 36; Trigger Guards, 
11; Triggers, 6; Steels or Frizzens, 14; 
Flash Pans 4; Thumb plates, 3; Butt 
plates, 6; Pistol butts, 5; Tumblers, 2; 
Sears, 2; Frizzen springs, 8; Main springs, 
7; Flint jaws, 4; Sights, 1; Worms, 1; 
Flint screws, 3; Dogs or Catches, 1; 
Serpentine, 1; Stock finial, 1; Ram pipes, 
1; — Total, 198. 

The gunlocks of the 17th century 
were of almost infinite variety. The 
four specimens described (illustrated 
on next page) represent the diversity 
of types. 

Number 1, shows one of the first 
types known as a dog lock so called 
because of the dog or catch that en- 
gages the heel of the hammer to hold 
it safely in half cocked position. This 
is supposed to be an English inven- 
tion of about 1620. The type is very 
rare both in Europe and America. 
This lock was recovered from a grave 
at Rochest:r Junction. With it were 
the other metal parts of the musket, 
about five pounds of powder, three 
bars of lead, a bullet mold and about 
fifty lead bullets. We date it c. 1625. 

Number 2, is another rare type. As 
can be seen it still retains some 
vestiges of the wheellock design. It 
was found at Victor and can be con- 
servatively assigned to the period of 
1630-1650. 

Number 3, was found on the sur- 
face of the ground at Bloomfield... It 
is in a remarkable state of preserva- 
tion having apparently been subjected 
to the action of fire. We place it in 
the decades between 1660-1680. 

Number 4, this lock is a significant 
piece because of the many varieties 
that prevailed during the 17th cen- 
tury. This is the one that survived 
and became the standard type for 
the 18th century. It was found at 
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Rochester Junction. Period 1680-1700. 
The squares represent inches. 

The flintlock of bygone days was 
without doubt a most useful artifice. 
It reduced the uncertain and laborious 
process of making fire by scratching 
flint with a piece of steel, to a simple 
twist of the wrist. The saving of 
barked knuckles alone must have been 
a great boon. For almost 250 years 
it was man’s handy fire fighter, a 
cheery household companion, a re- 
liable partner in the chase and a 
faithful ally in war, The invention 
made sometime during the first two 
decades of the 17th century was un- 
questionably a noteworthy achieve- 
ment. The idea took on immediately 
for it seems from a study of old 
records that the flintlock either on 
or off guns flooded the world markets 
as a first class commodity. By 1630 
muskets equipped with flintlocks were 
in the hands of the aborigines hun- 
dreds of miles beyond the remotest

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outpost of European culture. Nicholas 
Perrot in his Memoirs writes: 

“About 1630 the Iroquois gained as- 
cendency over the Algonquins thanks to 
the firearms sold them by the Dutch.’ 


The influx of white man’s goods, 
especially firearms, profundly altered 
the social economy of the red man. 
It was not long before it left him 
destitute of the stone age arts and 
crafts of his ancestors. Once having 
used the white man’s gun, axe, knife 
and kettle, his very existence depended 
upon an uninterrupted flow of this 
merchandise into his towns and vil- 
lages. Time and time again we hear 
a desperate appeal for guns, powder 
and lead. In 1641 500 Iroquois 
marched upon Montreal demanding 
arquebuses of Governor Montagny. 
The request was denied; the confer- 
ence broke up and the petitioners re- 
turned to their castles full of resent- 
ment and bitterly complaining: 


“Onontio (Governor) had not given 
them the arquebuses to eat.’’ 


To “eat” of course was the meta- 
phoric equivalent of to live. With 
such a potential field of eager custo- 
mers the munitions traffic got off 
with a flying start. Arms were freely 
sold, guns became capital merchan- 
dise negotiable for fur and like money 
became the root of much evil. The 
great harm of placing firearms in 
the hands of the aborigines became 
horribly obvious after such disasters 
as the Pequot and King Philip’s War, 
the Manhattan Massacre and the 
ghastly raids on Montreal and Quebec. 

The whole business presents a 
sorry depressing story checkered all 
over with greed and chicanery. Eng- 
lish, French and Dutch alike partici- 
pated in the take, simultaneously 
hurling accusations and _ recrimina- 
tions at one another. So enduring was 
the intercolonial ill-will engendered, 
that in modern times after almost 
three centuries have rolled by, writers 
are still bandying accusations, At this 
point we should let the old records 
speak for themselves. William Brad- 
ford (Plymouth Plantation 283, 286) 
writes of the year 1628: 

(The Wampum trade) “fills them (In- 
dians) with peeces (guns) powder and 
shote . .. by reason of ye bassness of 
sundry unworthy persons, both English, 


Dutch and French, which may turn to 

ye ruine of many.” 

He aims a bolt directly at the French: 
“those Indians . . . which had com- 

merece wih ye French got guns of them 

and they in ye end made a common trade 

of it;’” 


The shaft that William Wood hurls 
at the French in his New England 
Prospect, 1634 certainly carries a 
barb.

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“guns which they (Indians) dayly trade 
for with the French, who will sell his eyes 
as they say for a beaver.’ 

The Dutch at New Amsterdam went 
into the business in a really big way. 
Almost everyone big and small was 
given the liberty to trade freely. The 
Journal of New Netherland, written 
in the years 1641 to 1646, notes the 


universal rush for easy money: 

Since the year 1623, the Incorporated 
West India Company caused four forts 
to be erected, two on the River Mauri- 
tius, and one on each of the others; 
the largest, which their Honors named 
New Amsterdam, ... the country... 
never began to be settled until every one 
was permitted to trade with Indians, in 
as much as, up to that time, no one cal- 
culated to remain there longer than the 
expiration of his bounden time, and there- 
fore did not apply himself to agriculture; 
yea, even the Colonie of Renselaerdwyck 
was of little consequence. But as soon 
as the trade was opened, many servants 
who had prospered under the Company 
applied for their discharge, built houses 
and formed plantations, spread them- 
selves far and wide, each seeking the 
best land and to be nearest to the Indians, 
in order thus to trade with them ad- 
vantageously; 

This Liberty, then, which in every re- 
spect was most gratefully received; which 
should have been used like a precious gift, 
was very soon perverted to a great 
abuse. For every one thought that now 
was the acceptable time to make his 
fortune. 

This Liberty caused still greater mis- 
chief: for the inhabitants of Renselaer- 
swyck who were as many traders as 
persons, perceiving that the Mohawks 
were craving for guns, which some of 
them had already received from the Eng- 
lish, paying for each as many as Twenty 
Beavers and for a pound of powder as 
many as Ten to Twelve guilders, came 
down in greater numbers than _ usual 
where guns were plenty, purchasing them 
at a fair price, realizing in this way 
considerable profit; . . . This extra- 
ordinary gain was not long kept secret, 
the traders coming from Holland soon 
got scent of it, and from time to time 
brought over great quantities, so that 
the Mohawks in a short time were seen 
with fire locks; powder and lead in 
proportion. Four hundred armed men 
knew how to make use of their ad- 
vantage, especially against their enemies, 
dwelling along the River of Canada. 

In 1644 Dutch guns sold to the 
Indians at Rensselaers Colony were 
used to slaughter the Dutch Colonists 
at Manhattan. The Report of the 
Board of Accounts on Netherlands 
1644 is especially incriminating. The 
report in part is as follows: 

“Whatever remained of these (New 
Amsterdamers) had to be kept in a very 
small enclosure, except in Rensselaers 
Colonie, lying on the North River, in the 
neighborhood of Fort Orange (Albany) 
which experienced no trouble and enjoyed 
peace because they continued to sell fire- 
arms and powder to the Indians even 
during the war against our people.”’ 


In the year 1655 the yacht Paro- 
quit sailed from Holland for New 
Amsterdam. Among other things in 


her burden were munitions. The 
Assembly Proceedings record: 
Saturday, the 14th of October, 1645.

of New Amsterdam in a Remon- 
strance to the home government writ- 


ten in 1649. 

“At first the Honorable Director also 
began to condemn very severely the con- 
traband trade — but he himself would 
do what he forbade to others. His Honor 
said and openly maintained, that it was 
lawful for him on the Company’s account 
to sell powder, lead and guns to the In- 
dians, but for no one else—. The Director 
is in, and carries on, all sorts of business 


all over the country, for he hath various 
stores of his own; he is a brewer, hath 
bouweries, is part owner of ships, a mer- 
chant and a trader both in lawful and 
contraband articles.”’ 


The Directors of the West India 
Company in Holland stand solidly be- 
hind Stuyvesant. He works under 
their orders, they say in a snappy 
reply dated January 27th, 1650: 


“The Directors, in 


Amsterdam, have 
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given orders to Stuyvesant to sell arti- 
cles of contraband, such as guns, pow- 
der and lead, to the Indians.”’ 


Skyrocketing of prices was the 
order of the day. In 1650 the Com- 
mittee of the States General attempted 
to stabilize prices on arms and recom- 
mended that the price of a gun be 
6 guilders (about $21.60), a pistol for 
4 guilders (about $14.40) and a pound 
of powder for 6 stivers (about 36 
cents), When the Chamber at Amster- 
dam heard these recommendations 
they evidently considered the prices 
ridiculous, saying that the Indians 
would pay 120 guilders (about $432) 
for a gun and 10 or 12 guilders ($36 
to $43.20) for a pound of powder. 
With this scandalous profiteering for- 
tunes could be made over night. Boot- 
legging and corruption naturally fol- 
lowed in the wake of such easy 
money. 

We hope that the reader does not 
assume that the Dutch were particu- 
larly guilty in abusing the munitions 
traffic. Their records are quoted at 
length because they are more com- 
plete. With candor and honesty; with- 
out fear or favor they recorded their 
difficulties in handling the trouble- 
some business. Perhaps this cannot 
be said of other Colonial groups. 

In August of the year 1664 notwith-

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standing the roaring, ranting and 
stump thumping of Peter Stuyvesant, 
the burghers of Manhattan threatened 
by the guns of Nicolls fleet off 
Gravesend, capitulated. Henceforth, 
England assumed the burden of em- 
pire and fell heir to the profitable 
Indian trade. The Dutch colony be- 
came the domain of the Duke of York; 
New Amsterdam and Fort Orange in 
the future were to be known as New 
York and Albany. 

The trade in guns did not come out 
into the open until 1682 when the 
aggressive and energetic Dongan took 
the reins. England and France dis- 
puted the lands to the west. Dongan’s 
own report of Feb. 22, 1687, precisely 
defines his policy. 

“The Five Indian nations are the 
most warlike people in America, and are 
a bulwark between us and the French 
and all other Indians.’’ 

“This Government has always been and 
still is at a great charge to keep them 
peaceable and annexed to this govern- 
ment which is of that moment-that upon 


any occasion IT can have three or four 
thousand of their men at a call.” 


The English policy though no less 
acquisitive than the French or Dutch 
was shrewder and infinitely more far- 
sighted. Dongan scorning quick and 
fabulous profits cast a covetous eye 
rather on the fertile valleys, navigable 
streams and strategic routes to the 
west. He and the English were pri- 
marily land conscious knowing full 
well its values as a long term invest- 
ment. 


With this in mind he shipped rum, 
guns, lead and powder into the five 
cantons of the Iroquois at a price so 
low the French competition was prac- 
tically wiped out. A “Memoir Con- 
cerning the Present State of Canada,” 
1685, voices a familiar French com- 
plaint. [Tt reads: 


“The most to be feared is the Iroquois 
who are the most powerful in con- 
sequence of the facility with which they 
obtain arms from the English.’’ 

“The great trade in arms and ammuni- 
tion at a low rate, among the Eng- 
lish has given them hitherto that ad- 
vantage which they have over other na- 
tions who in order to be disarmed have 
been destroyed by the former who are 
all of them insolent.”’ 


This insolence of the Iroquois, par- 
ticularly of the Senecas. was one of 
the reasons that brought Denonville 
into the country to chastise them and 
drive them off. We are now brought 
up to the year 1687 and the burning 
of the towns on the sites of which 
our antiquities were recovered. Hav- 
ing begun our story there, there it 
is fitting to end it. 

A booklet by the author is soon 
coming off the Rochester Museum of 
Arts and Sciences press. It embraces 
a complete report of the subject 
touched on in the present paper. In it 
are included an historical background, 
a technical description of many flint- 
locks and a compiete documentary 
account of the traffic in arms with 
the Iroquois. A map is shown together 
with five full page plates and seven- 
teen half-tone cuts. The title is Flint- 
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locks of the Iroquois, 1625-1687. The 
author thanks Messrs. Hamlin, Schoff 
and Young for access to their col- 
lections. 





Indian Warrior 


A* EARLY day writer, speaking of 

Red Eagle (William Weatherford), 
the Creek Indian chief in command at 
the Battle of the Horseshoe, who met 
defeat in that fight at the hands of 
the troops under General Jackson, 
remarks thus of the vanquished 
chieftain: “The character of the man 
seemed to have been changed by the 
war. He was no longer cruel, vindic- 


‘tive, idle, intemperate, or fond of dis- 


play; but surrounded by his family 
he preserved a dignified and retiring 
demeanor; was industrious, sober, 
and economical; and was a kind and 
indulgent master to his servants, of 
whom he had many.” According to 
G. C. Eggleston, “Red Eagle died on 
the 9th of March, 1824, from over 
fatigue incurred in a bear hunt. He 
left a large family of children, who 
intermarried with the whites, well- 
nigh extinguishing all traces of Indian 
blood in his descendants.”

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WHO KNOWS? 


By ELBERT A. ROGERS 


ISTORY tells us that when 

Columbus landed on a small island 
of the Bahamas group he was greeted 
by people of a dark skinned race. 

Possibly other white men had 
reached these western shores long be- 
fore Columbus and were likewise 
greeted by the same dark skinned 
race, but, if so, their efforts came to 
naught. 

Granting the great Genoian his hard 
earned dues, an interesting question 
remains as to when and from whence 
did this dark skinned race come and 
when and how did their “Columbus” 
reach the western world? 

These are questions that have long 
puzzled far greater minds than that 
of the writer, and he will make no 
attempt to answer them, but will be 
content in asking a few more, some 
of which may seem a little bold. 

To start with might we not assume 
that the Garden of Eden was located 
in the western half of the world and 
Adam and Eve had red skins, for who 
knows what color their skins were or 
where their garden was located? 

Or if we lean toward the theories 
of Darwin might we not assume that 
man was apt to have developed in 
one continent as another, and that in 
so doing his skin was just as apt to 
have taken on a coppery tinge as any 
other color? 

Wisely dropping these weighty 
questions, let us believe that the more 
or less generally accepted theory of 
today is correct and that the first 
settlers of the two Americas came 
from Asia by way of Bering Strait, 
whether by land, bridge, ice, or water 
is immaterial. 

Assuming that such was the case 
and that these first human beings 
reached the new land in sufficient 
numbers to perpetuate their kind, 
what eons of time it must have re- 
quired for them to have developed the 
two great continents and their islands 
from the Arctic almost to the Ant- 
arctic, and to have developed the 
racial types from a common stock. 

Other interesting questions might 
be asked, how much farther would the 
white race have progressed than the 


red had it not become possessed of 
the vital knowledge of the use of 
bronze and iron? 

Has the white man of the Store 
Age of the old world left any works 
wrought by his stone tools that com- 
pare with the works of the red man 
with similar tools in the new? 

Are the stone implements and 
weapons of our white ancestors which 
are displayed in the museums of 
Europe in any way superior to those 
turned up by the plow in the fields 
of America? 

Was the vital knowledge of the 
smelting of the useful ores given to 
a race of one color and withheld from 
that of another color by accident, or 
was it due to a difference in intellect? 
Who knows? 

We know that the American Indian 
had some slight knowledge of the use 
of some of the metals. Those in the 
lake region of North America at some 
time in their history made limited 
use of the virgin copper found in that 
region, but there is little or no evi- 
dence that they knew how to melt it. 

Some of the peoples of Central and 
South America knew something of 
gold, silver and copper, but the scarc- 
ity and unsuitability of these metals 
prevented any practical development 
of their use. 

Might it not have been possible 
that in the course of ages, had the red 
man been left to his own resources, 
this slight knowledge of the use of 
these lesser metals might have de- 
veloped into the all important knowl- 
edge of the use of iron? 

Had the white race never learned 
how to mix copper and tin to make 
bronze, or how to smelt iron ore, 


might it not be possible that the 


ancient flint quarries of Brandon, 
England, would be feverishly worked 
today to turn out axes and arrows to 
repel an invader? Who knows? 

Is there any absolute proof that 
the stone ages of Europe and Asia 
are older than that of the Americas? 
Might it not have simply lasted longer 
in the latter? 

Surely there is little difference in 
workmanship or design in stone imple- 
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ments or weapons, whether found in 
the valleys of the Thames or Rhone, 
or those of the Hudson or Rio Grande. 

Might it not be possible that their 
origin was of contemporary times? 

Might it not also be possible that 
had there been as careful and inten- 
sive study of pre-history carried on 
over as long a period of time in the 
Americas as in Europe that a much 
longer period of human occupancy 
would be attributed to the former 
continents ? 

Also, might it not be possible that 
man reached America from a sup- 
posed place of origin in Asia before 
he had learned the rudiments of the 
use of stone and that this knowledge 
developed independently on both conti- 
nents? Again, who knows?

Stone like wood is grained, some fine, 
some coarse. The finer and straighter 
the grain the nicer the piece will chip 
or flake, such as agates and obsidian. 
So if the Indian had nothing but a 
coarse grained malformed stone, 
naturally the workmanship would not 
be so nice. 

But now that we have so many 
other things to think of such as war, 
gas rationing, tire shortage, the buy- 
ing of War Bonds, etc., we will have 
to content ourselves with shorter and 
fewer hunting trips or none at all. 
And when the lights all come on again 
we can drive far or near to find the 
artifacts so dear to the heart of an 
Indian relic collector. Gems, wherever 
they are found; gems, whatever color, 
size or shape. 





Indian Lore 


W. W. Graves, a prominent news- 
paper man of St. Paul, Kas., has 
given much study to the Indians of 
that particular state, and is the author 
of a number of books relative to the 
Osage, Kickapoos, and other tribes. 
We take the liberty to quote from his 
“Early Jesuits at Osage Mission,” 
published in 1916 (page 125): “The 
Osages are mentioned by Father 
Marquette in his story of his trip 
down the Mississippi in 1673 as the 
‘Ouchage,’ and by La Salle in 1782. 
In those days the Osages were one 
of the most powerful tribes west of 
the Mississippi river. They occupied 
about 17 villages in eastern Missouri 
near the Missouri river. Father Mem- 
bre, a companion of La Salle, called 
the Missouri river the Osage, doubt- 
less because of the large number of 
Osage Indians they found near its 
junction with the Mississippi. The 
Osage Indian Herald stated in 1876, 
that St. Louis and Kansas City were 
once Osage trading posts, and that 
the famous Choteau mansion in St. 
Louis was built by a family of French

Castles of England 
As Seen in Postcards 


By FLORA C. McKIERNAN 


WINDSOR CASTLE has been the 
favorite residence of English 
Royalty since the time of William the 
Conqueror, who chose the present site 
and built the castle. Saxon kings re- 
sided on this spot long before the 
castle was founded. It was torn down 
and rebuilt bv William of Wykeham, 
bishop of Winchester, during the 
reign of Edward III. Succeeding mon- 
archs made various additions, until 
finally, during the reign of Queen 
Victoria, it was completed at a total 
cost of $4,500,000, and it became one 
of the most magnificent royal resi- 
dences in the world. In its vaults are 
buried the sovereigns of England, in- 
cluding Henry VIII and Charles I, 

Kenilworth Castle, situated in the 
town of Warwickshire, is noted as the 
scene of Sir Walter Scott’s novel of 
the same name. 

Nottingham Castle is 124 miles 
N.W. of London. It’ was built by 
William the Conqueror, as a means 
of overawing the outlaws of Sherwood 
Forest. It was dismantled during the 
Protectorate, and on part of the site, 
the Duke of Newcastle erected in 
1674 a mansion, wsich is now the 
Midland Counties Art Museum. In 
Nottingham, Charles I raised his 
standard in 1642. 

Warwick Castile was the residence 
of Richard Neville, Earl of Warwick, 
English soldier and statesman, called 
the King-Maker. He was born in 1428. 
Fighting in the Wars of the Roses, 
or the York side, he secured the 
compromise by which his cousin, the 
Duke of York, would succeed Henry 
VI as king. Defeated by Margaret of 





“Anjoy, he placed Edward IV upon 


the throne, but soon was scheming to 
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replace him with the Duke of Clar- 
ence. Failing in this, he attempted 
to restore Henry VI, but was defeated 
by Edward, and slain in battle at 
Barnet, Hertfordshire, April 14, 1471.

They sing an octave above 
what the human ear can take, she 
said.

She pointed out the 
sensitivity of snakes, and that we 
bring attacks of snakes on ourselves 
by being afraid, She added that this 
is true not only of snakes but of 
other animals. They are able to detect 
fear by an odor that the human body 
gives off when a person is terrified, 
she said. 

Mrs. Logan told also how the late 
Dr. Royal S. Copeland taught her 
several years ago to sift the Florida 
sand and discover fossil shark’s teeth.

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A Musical Instrument From Stone 
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William Till, New Jersey, found another reason for collecting stones 
— the devlopment of his Rockophone, an instrument that has won 
considerable recognition for him. 


ILLIAM TILL, retired organist 

and music-master, who lives in 
East Orange, N. J., has a collection 
of musical instruments, but none more 
interesting, perhaps, than his Rocko- 
phone. It is made up of 50 slabs of 
hornblende-gneiss stone, which form 
five octaves and the accidental of the 
chromatic scale, and resemble a huge 
xylophone.

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The War Minerals — 1. Vanadium 


By VICTOR CROLEY 


_ a large enough supply of 
vanadium for alloy uses, the war 
could be shortened by many months, 
perhaps years. This mineral, so little 
mined and used before the war, has 
since become one of our brightest and 
most valuable assets for victory. 

Japan may have the tin and rubber; 
these necessary materials can be re- 
placed with other products or pro- 
duced artifically, but there is no sub- 
stitute for steel and no superior steels 
in the world than those we can make 
with vanadium, tungsten, and molyb- 
denum for alloys to harden and 
temper them, 

Even before the war our limited 
supplies of vanadium found an eager 
and ready market. A small amount 
of vanadium added to steel in the 
making gives it great elasticity and 
wearing qualities. For instance, a 
small percentage of vanadium added 
to spring steel produces a material 
that cannot be broken by any ordinary 
strains. Auto springs made of it do 
not break. 

Railroad men say that if they could 
obtain rails with just a small fraction 
of vanadium for alloy they could 
avoid the cost and danger of break- 
downs and the great expense of re- 
newals and replacements as a van- 
adium steel rail would last several 
times as long as the ordinary kinds. 
In addition, with th: danger from 
broken rails eliminated, it would be 
possible to use larger cars and loco- 
motives hauling larger and heavier 
loads, and thus increase the tonnage 
capacity of a line, with corresponding 
lower cost. 

Used as an alloy of aluminum, 
vanadium helps to produce a light, 
strong metal for airplane use. 

When necessary, vanadium can re- 
place tungsten and molybdenum in 
the production of high grade tool 
steel, so vital to production. 

Armor, guns, tanks and all the 
other ordnance equipment needed to 
win our battles, is better because of 
vanadium alloys, and would be still 
more superior to weapons of the 
enemy if more vanadium were avail- 
able. 

Vanadium has many other uses, 
some of which are just being dis- 
covered. It was used in the dyeing 
industry to produce silks and leather 
of a durable, fast shade of black. This 
use now, of course, must be suspended 
because all of our available vanadium 
is needed for war materials. 

To take care of the increasing need 
of vanadium, prospectors have been 
scouring the country for new dis-

coveries and many old locations and 
small deposits of low-grade ore are 
now being profitably worked. 

In Colorado, the vanadium mines 
are located in the southern part of 
the state centering around Rifle and 
Uravan, Colorado. Vanadium is found 
associated with the rare element, 
Uranium, which jis recovered from 
the mineral salts resulting from the 
refining and concentrating processes 
to which the ore is subjected. 

Uranium 235 is the element from 
which scientists succeeded in releas- 
ing the enormous powers of the atom. 
So far these developments have been 
kept out of the news as a military 
secret, but it is said that Hitler has 
1,000 scientists devoting ail their time 
to the search for a practical means 
of utilizing the atomic powers of 
Uranium 2385, and it is certain that 
in this country, in England, and in the 
Soviet Union, some of the ablest 
minds available are concentrating on 
the possibilities of Uranium 235. 

Also associated with vanadium and 
uranium in the dull, unattractive, 
sand-stone-like ore is carnotite, form- 
erly important as a source of radium. 
Richer deposits of radium-bearing 
pitchblende in Canada and the Belgian 
Congo are now more profitably 
worked for radium, but carnotite is 
still a valuable mineral. 

The vanadium deposits of the Gar- 
field Vanadium Corporation are lo- 
cated about 10 miles northeast of 
Rifle, Colo., on East Rifle Creek. The 
property consists of 48 claims, 34 of 
which lie on the west side of East 
Rifle Creek and 14 claims adjoin on 
the east. 

Some of these claims were dis- 
covered as early as 1920 by J. W. 
Brown, an experienced mining man. 
He sold five claims to the U. S. 
Vanadium Corporation who are work- 
ing them and milling the ore at their 
Rifle plant. 

The country in which these mines 
are located is thinly populated, rolling 
hills and mountains with rather bar- 
ren valleys between which are mostly 
used for ranching and cattle raising. 

There are numerous deposits of lig- 
nite coal in the area but the difficulties 
of transportation have made it un- 
profitable to develop them extensively. 
There is also a plentiful supply of 
timber that can be used for mining 
operations. 

The war demands for vanadium 
started a boom in this section and 
with new uses for this important 
mineral being discovered all the time 
it seems very probable that the exten- 
sive vanadium deposits of Colorado 
will be in production for peacetime 
requirements long after Victory is 
won.

Sheffield 


Sheffield plate was invented about 
1745. Its discovery is another of those 
interesting tales about the ingenuity 
of mankind. One day Thomas Bolsh- 
over was repairing a silver knife. He 
used a penny to wedge the knife 
handle in a vise. He accidentally 
allowed his work to become over- 
heated, and when he examined it he 
found the knife handle had become 
fused to the copper penny. 

This started him on a series of 
experimentations. He placed thin 
layers of silver on copper and sub- 
jected the whole to an intense heat. 
A new form of silver resulted and 
it quickly became popular for domestic 
use for the reason that it was less 
expensive than solid silver. 

The making and marketing of Shef- 
field silver, or to use the correct trade 
name, “copper rolled plate,” continued 
for about 75 years. In 1840 when the 
process of electroplate was discovered 
it practically put an end to the 
making of silver-plated copper which 
we know as Sheffield plate. 

Sheffield plate is less brilliant than 
solid silver or electroplate. The cclor 
is beautifully soft and satiny in feel- 
ing, and has a slight leaden hue. 

Genuine Sheffield plate, may be 
identified by its ornamentation. Since 
it consisted of layers of silver it could 
not take the deep ornamental en- 
graving given solid silver. Ornamen- 
tation, therefore, was given a piece by 
soldering on wrought or stamped 


pieces of thin silver filled with soft 
lead alloy. These decorations show 
where they are joined to the body on 
the old Sheffield but in electroplate 
no joins are visible. 

No Sheffield mark appeared before 
1784, it seems. During the years 1785 
to 1795 the name was stamped beside 
the mark. After that the mark was 
shone alone, usually. Some of the 
most common marks are the bell, 
crossed arrows, crossed keys, pine- 
apple, an open hand, ship in full sail, 
four-leafed clover, crown and others.

SUTHERLAND Coat-of-Arms

of Southerland have from the Souther- 
lands, which they doe now quarter 
with the armes of Huntley. The tuo 
rough sauadge men (with a batton or 
club in either of their hands), who 
doe support and uphold the armes are 
peculiar to the house of Southerland. 
The Marquis Huntlie hath two grey- 
hounds for supporters. The motto 
“WITHOUT FARE,” is the peculiar 
diction of the Earle of Southerland. 
Huntlie hath the word “Bydand” for 
his motto. 

“The cat sitting upon the crest, with 
one of his feet vpward, readie to catch 
her prey, is the pruper badge of the 
house of Southerland. Huntlie hath a 
heart’s heid for his badge.” 

This interesting description is from 
an old, and large book, “History of 
the Earldom of Sutherland,” by Sir 
Robert Gordon, which is in the New- 
berry Library, in Chicago, Ill. There 
is also a set of three large volumes, 
entitled “The Sutherland Book,” by 
Sir William Fraser. These books give 
in detail the holdings, social and 
political life, and lineage, of these 
generations of Earles, descendants of 
Robert I, King of Scotland. 

An opportunity here presents itself 
to explain to those not familiar with 
the many intricacies of Heraldry, a 
custom indulged in by census-takers 
and heraldists for many centuries. It 
is called “Tricking in” a Coat-of- 
arms; meaning that instead of draw- 
ing each symbol carefully and accu- 
rately, the one taking the record, or 
just wishing to make a rough sketch, 
makes a mark for each symbol and 
names it on or outside the shield and 
denotes the colors by code in a small 
section of the shield. 

As you read the quaint description 
from this old book, you will notice 
that the Gordons, Seatons, Huntleys 
and Frazers intermarried with the 
Sutherlands, and that they quartered 
their Arms, Therefore we picture the 
basic Sutherland Coat-of-Arms in cor- 
rect form; also the “tricking in” of 
the Arms quartered with the other 
families. 

The description or blazon of the 
Sutherland reads, in Heraldic terms: 
Gules three mullets or. Crest — A 
cat-a-mountain salient proper. Sup- 
porters—Two savages, wreathed about 
the brow and body with laurel, each 
holding a club proper. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A red (gules) shield charged with 
three gold (or) stars (mullets). Crest 


— A cat of natural color (proper) 
sitting up pawing the air (salient). 
The old book says “one paw up,” but 
the word “salient” means “both front 
paws up.” The supporters of the shield 
are two savages wreathed with laurel 
around the brow and body, each hold- 
ing a club. These supporters are also 
of natural color, or “proper.” 

Stars indicate a man who is above 
the ruder sort of men, whose influence 
is shed afar like the beams of a star. 
They denote Crusader ancestry. 

The cat-a-mountain symbolizes 
liberty, vigilance, forecast and cour- 
age. 

The savages with clubs over their 
shoulders, are quite common as sup- 
porters among the Scottish clans. 
They are indeed, staunch “supporters” 
of the family Arms, emblems of pro- 
tection, strength, and loyalty. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the original 
bearer, and granted only upon merit. 
Red signifies courage and magnanim- 
ity; gold, generosity and elevation of 
mind. 

Some branches of the Sutherland 
family moved into tngland, and in 
the 17th and 18th centuries, many of 
the name came to America, settling 
at various points along the coast. As 
the name is not a common one, being 
adopted by many families needing or 
wishing a new surname, as was the 
case with Hill, Black, Ford, etce., 
records show that all bearing this 
ancient family name, are eligible to 
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several ‘‘differences’’ which were 
granted from time to time, to honor 
new achievements, or to identify 
families moving into other localities; 
and one must trace definitely to that 
branch of the family to be eligible to 
its particular armorial bearing. 

The one sponsoring this article, a 
member of the staff of an Alabama 
school for deaf and blind children, 
sends interesting notes on her family, 
among them, that a few generations 
ago, there was a misunderstanding 
between two brothers, one, her an- 
cestor, changed the spelling to Suther- 
lin, and separated from his brother. 
She knows descendants of the other 
brother who retained the spelling, 
reduced by one letter from the origi- 
ral Southerland—Sutherland. 

Thomas (?) Edmund Sutherlin had 
lived in Virginia, then moved to 
Macon Co., Georgia, and later to Floyd

Only a few books on American 
Sutherlands are on library shelves. 
Rev. Arthur Wentworth Hamilton 
Eaton, writes on the Nova Scotia and 
New England families; Merritt gives 
lineage of New York branches, nam- 
ing Pennsylvania and Maryland fami- 
lies, and listing the heads of families 
recorded in the Virginia census of 
1790. However, there are descendants 
of these ancient Earls in many states 
of the Union, who no doubt welcome 
this bit of history, and recognition of 
an important family. 


From Correspondence 

Since the article on Paul Revere 
appeared in the I"ebruary, 1943, issue, 
two very interesting letters have come 
from Mrs. Edward B. Luce, of George- 
town, Mass., from which I am 
privileged to quote. 

“My husband’s grandfather, William 
Blake, was in business with Paul 
Revere’s son, and later took over the 
foundry and we have the records of 
it. We have several bells near us, and 
one in our town almost within a 
stone’s throw of the house, and my 
husband rang it when the last armis- 
tice was declared. He woke ur the 
town that morning ringing his grand- 
father’s be!]l, and were we excited! 
Wish we could do the same thing 
égain soon.” 

She speaks of Blake bells in Mass. 
and neighboring states, among them 
the one that rings from the tower of 
the Academy in Plymouth, N. H. 

“William Blake established in the 
business of bell manufacture with Paul 
Revere, Jr., in 1820; in 1823 formed 
the Boston Copper Co., and in 1830 
the late firm of Henry N. Hooper & 
Co. (Hooper, Blake and Richardson), 
and which firm was dissolved Decem- 
ber 31, 1865 and succeeded by William 
Blake and William S. Blake under 
the style of William Blake & Co., and 
succeeded in 1890 by Blake Bell Co., 
William S. Blake, manager. William 
S. was the son of William. 

“They cast the largest bell ever 
manufactured in the U. S., weighing 
21,612 pounds, made for the corpora- 
tion of the city of New York.” Some 
that she writes is copied from a book 
on this company’s work. 

William Blake made the bronze 
chandeliers in the Hall of Congress 
in Washington. They were ornamented 
with bas reliefs of the seals of the 
states. He sent to the various states 
and obtained the wax seals of the 
states with the ribbons and had them 
in a book and these were copied to 
make the seals in bas relief for the 
chandeliers. The original seals are 
still in the possession of the Blake 
descendants.”

I believe I could have a circulating 
library, or museum, of originals (or 
copies of them) — interesting old 
documents, stories of early America, 
reports of family reunions, and what 
have you—all sent by my correspon- 
dents! my readers! I should have to 
enlarge my studio, and find some way 
of cashing in on it, if I broadcast my 
desire to build up such a collection 
for the good of all of you. But the 
inquiries, the envelopes, the parcels, 
the samples, the offers, that are con- 
tinually coming, just put these 
thoughts in my head! 

While you and I are thinking it 
over, I offer again, to make note in 
these columns, of any family reunions 
taking place this summer. Have your 
notice here within a week after you 
read this. 

Also, I am telling you of what I 
think a great opportunity for those 
who wish to add to a collection of 
documents, or to documents about 
your special family name. The few 
samples I have are from a library of 
about 3,000 te which I have access! 
They are the originals, on parchment, 
of English wills, indentures, and other 
probate and clerks’ records, in hand 
writing, sealed, some with Coats-of- 
Arms. They are all sizes, and repre- 
sent hundreds of families. Some of 
these might mean the proving the 
relationship of certain families, others 
might even establish the right to 
certain estates. But for collectors — 
they would be treasures indeed! One 
indenture is dated 1834; and another, 
the 10th year of the reign of George 
the Third, mentioning rivers, streams, 
fishing ponds, and the rent of a “pop- 
per corn” (!!!!) These names are 
Staughton, and Dickinson. And a will 
of Walter Young is dated 1839. The 
penmanship—marvelous! 

And—didn’t I have to write some- 
thing about the origin of the word or 
name BUTTON for the Michigan 
state button bulletin! “Variety is the 
spice of life,” and I appreciate the 
thoughtfulness of my readers!

The Assassination of Lincoln 


On through the closing days of the 
war, with the fall of Petersburg and 
Richmond, there are papers to give 
first-hand accounts of the assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln, the hunt 
for the conspirators, their capture 
and execution. An account of the 
death of John Wilkes Booth and the 
days of reconstruction follow. Gov. 
Pierpont arrives in Richmond — the 
amnesty proclamation of President 
Johnson — all these events are avail- 
able for reading in their original 
form. 

Now come the years of peace. A 
Staunton paper first tells the news 
that General Robert E. Lee has ac- 
cepted the office of President of 
Washington College in Lexington; in 
1870 a Richmond paper breaks the 
news of the death of the beloved 
General. 

From this time on, accounts are 
given of the more important events 
of the day. Though not in chrono- 
logical order, a hasty glance through 
the impressive index will show that 
some of the more important events are 
included, 

Nearly every presidential election 
campaign up the years to the present; 
the assassination of President Gar- 
field; the assassination of President 
McKinley; the great Chicago fire; the 
Johnstown flood; the fire and earth- 
quake that destroyed San Francisco; 
the Spanish-American war; the de- 
struction of the battleship “Maine”; 
the French and German war; the fall 
of Sedan and the siege of Paris; the 
opening of the Panama Canal; an 
account of Lieutenant Rowan carrying 
his famous message to General Garcia. 

One is carried through the years to 
the present with the ocean flight of 
Lindbergh; the Morro Castle disaster; 
the Hindenburg dirigible explosion; 
complete coverage of the first World 
War; the marriage of President 
Grover Cleveland in the White House. 
The papers carry the reader or the 
researcher to the beginning of the 
present, so-called Second World War, 
until it seems almost impossible for 
any outstanding historical event con- 
nected with United States history not 
to be represented in the collection.

BELLOLOGY 


Hoe’ and when did the casting of 
bells start, is a query frequently 
heard. One source of information 
states that it began about 900 years 
ago, when a French king presented 
a 2000-pound one to a church at Or- 
leans.

One was produced in Paris, about 
1400, that weighed seven and a half 
tons.

Great Britain, Russia, 
Austria, and certain countries in Asia 
have made gigantic bells. 

The Great Bell of Moscow is said 
to be the largest in the world. Cast 
in 1653, its weight is said to be 
approximately 195 tons.

Whereas, it was once necessary 
for several men to work together ring- 
ing bells, now a set of bells can be 
handled by one man who presses a 
keyboard similar to that of an organ.

The Trinity Methodist Church, Madi- 
son, Ind., has recently become the 
recipient of a 750-pound bell from 
L. E. Hitz, local florist. The bell 
was cast in Cincinnati in 1856 by 
“G. W. Coffin & Co., The Buckeye 
Bell Foundry, Columbia Street, east 
of Broadway.” The bell was carried 
on a steamboat during Civil War days. 
For several decades afterwards it 
was used in a Madison shipyard in- 
stead of a whistle.

The Yale Collection of Musical Instruments

HE Yale Collection of Musical 

Instruments dates back to 1900, 
in which year, Morris Steinert gave 
a collection of about 40 instruments 
to the University. In addition, many 
friends have given or lent instruments 
ranging from the earliest clavichords 
to the modern saxophone, until now, 
the collection has grown to about 
twice its original size. Not long ago, 
the Cooper Union Museum of the 
Arts of Decoration, finding its exhibi- 
tion rooms in New York City over- 
crowded, lent its collection to Yale 
for an indefinite period. 

Morris Steinert tells the story of 
his life in his delightful Reminis- 
cences. He was born in the village of 
Scheinfeld in Bavaria in 1831, where 
as a child he studied music and 
learned to grind lenses. As a young 
man, he traveled through Switzerland, 
Russia, Finland and other countries, 
supporting himself by selling optical 
equipment. In this country he soon 
abandoned the peddling of spectacles 
to fill an engagement in an opere 
orchestra, and at the end of one 
season thus employed, he joined a 
minstrel company, first as cellist, and 
later as pianist. 


He left the minstrel show to become 
a clerk in a music store in Savannah, 
Ga., and while in the South, took a 
teaching position. The Civil War 
forced him to return to the North, 
where he eventually settled in New 
Haven. There, he became an agent 
for various piano companies, and for 
the first time he became prosperous. 


Steinert was on the,hunt for musical 
instruments, In the pack of his mind 
was the idea that if a piano with the 
elementary mechanism of the clavi- 
chord could be made to sound like 
a modern grand his fortune would be 
made. He remembered the clavichord 
of his childhood, and in search of it 
he returned to his birthplace, Schein- 
feld, after an absence of almost 40 
years. He found and bought not only 
the clavichord, but the violincello that 
he had once played as well as several 
violins and violas. Next he began to 
hunt up ell the old keyboard instru- 
ments that he could find in the 
vicinity of Scheinfeld — clavichords, 
harpsichords and early pianos. Most 
of them were in attics, barns, cow- 
sheds or damp cellars, and their 
owners had to be persuaded that they 
possessed such instruments at all. 
They thought Steinert a very strange 
man. The story spread around that 
he was all right except when he found 
an instrument. Then, he says, they 
noticed that “I labored under great 





excitement, and in consequence, paid 
fabulous prices for the traps.” (Prob- 
ably, what he paid was very little in 
comparison to their present worth.) 
Later he extended his search to other 
parts of Germany. He shipped all his 
instruments to America, repaired 
them and learned how to play them. 
All this took several years, during 
which he kept on building up his 
collection, adding models of English 
and American pianos. When at last 
he was ready, he and Henry Krehbiel, 
then music critic of the New York 
Tribune, went on a tour, Krehbiel 
lecturing and Steinert playing the 
instruments. His collection began to 
be known. He accepted an invitation 
to exhibit part of it at the Smith- 
sonian Institution, and shortly after- 
ward the Princess Pauline von Metter- 
nich invited him to exhibit some 
instruments at the Exhibition of 
Music and Drama in Vienna in 1892. 
He felt some anxiety in putting his 
instruments into competition with 
many of the best collections of Europe, 
but, while many of his were in playing 
condition, most of those in the other 
collections were not, and thus he 
gained prestige and received honors 
and awards. He gave daily lectures 
at the exhibition, illustrating them 
by playing the instruments. The next 
year he exhibited his collection at the 
World’s Fair in Chicago. At that time 
it comprised about 90 pieces; 49 of 
these were selected for presentation 
to Yale. 

Mr. Steinert’s interest was in mech- 
anism. The Cooper Union instruments, 
on the other hand, were collected as 
examples of handicraft, and were 
selected for their beauty of form and 
design. There are a few handsomely 
decorated spinets and harpsichords. 
but most of the instruments are smail 
and portable —lutes, guitars, mando- 
lins, harps. Some of them are exquis- 
itely inlaid with ivory or embellished 
with painting and metal work. Thus 
one collection supplements the other, 
and the whole Yale exhibit presents 
a wide variety of instruments. Its 
greatest value, however, is in the key- 
board group where examples range 
from very early types to modern in- 
ventions. Keyboard tstruments fall 
into three classes. according to the 
principle by which each operates. 

The clavichord has the simplest 
mechanism, its action being nothing 
more than a lever. The key, depressed 
at one end, raises a small metal strip 
(called a tangent) at the other, and 
this strikes the string and sets it in 
vibration, This one fever is all that 
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comes between the human finger and 
the string. The player can vary the 
pressure on the key to produce a 
cuivering or “vibrato” effect, known 
by the German word Bebung. 

The action of the harpsichord is 
more highly developed. Upon the key 
lever rests a plucking device called 
a jack, an ingenious arrangement 
which when the key is depressed, 
rises up and carries a quill past the 
string to pluck it and set it into 
vibration. Once the note has been 
sounded the jack falls silently back 
into place, its quill moved out of the 
way by the operation of a tiny hinge 
of bristle ‘I'he harpsichord may have 
two or more keyboards, one above and 
back of the other, after the manner 
of a modern organ. Each keyboard 
controls a complete set of strings, the 
different sets varying in intensity and 
tone quality. The torerunner of the 
harpsichord was the spinet which is 
like it but simpler, having only one 
keyboard and one set of jacks and 
quills, while ihe harpsichord may have 
several for variety of tone color. The 
clavichord, the spinet and the harpsi- 
chord all continued in use until the 
end of the 18th century, when they 
were abandoned in favor of the piano. 

The strings of the piano are struck 
by hammers. When the key is de- 
pressed, several things must happen 
simultaneously. The damper (a piece 
of felt which prevents the string from 
vibrating except when a tone is de- 
sired) is released from the string; 
the hammer hits the string, and 
instantly falls away from it; when 
the key is released, the damper again 
comes in contact with the string. All 
this must happen in the simplest piano 
mechanism. But even in quite early 
pianos additional devices were intro- 
duced to make more rapid playing 
possible. Improvements were added 
from time to time, The strings be- 
came heavier, the sound-board thicker, 
the keyboard longer, the pitch raised 
and the tension of the strings in- 
creased, until the modern piano was 
eventually achieved, brilliant, although 
perhaps a little cold when compared 
with the delicate piano of the 18th 
century. 

Another group well represented in 
the Yale collection is the family of 
viols (not to be confused with the 
violin family). This consists of vari- 
ous treble, alto, tenor and bass instru- 
ments, all played with the bow. Many 
of them are named according to the 
position in which they are held; for 
example, the viola da gamba (meaning 
for the knee) rests on the knee and the 
viola da braccio is held by the arm, 
after the manner of a violin. Gambas 
were made in several sizes. 

Interesting to readers of HOBBIES 
will be the various Victorian parlor 
instruments for the musically un- 
sophisticated. These include an Eng- 
lish barrel organ made to look like 
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a pipe organ, but turned by a crank. 
It has two rolls, one secular and one 
sacred. The Chippendale case in inlaid 
mahogany makes it worthy to stand 
in nearly any parlor. Originally, there 
was a mechanism which caused two 
ornamental lions to raise and lower 
their paws in time to the music. It 
was given to Yale by the antiquarian, 
George Dudley Seymour. 

A small square pfano in Mr. Stein- 
ert’s collection is in the fourm of 4 
lady’s sewing table. It is fitted out 
with assorted sewing silks, scissors, 
thimble, quill pens, ink and a mirror, 
and belonged to a princess of Regens- 
burg. 

Another typical parlor instrument 
is a set of musical glasses in a ma- 
hogany table, bought as a present for 
a small boy about 1825. 

Some of the instruments are con- 
nected with famous names, such as 
the concert grand piano that is said 
to have belonged to Haydn. Another 
concert grand, made by Madame 
Streicher, was kept in her house at 
Baden, where Beethoven spent much 
time, and very likely played upon it. 
He once wrote to her: “Perhaps you 
do not know, though I have not al- 
ways had one of your pianos, that 
since 1809 I have invariably preferred 
yours.” A fine Kirkman harpsichord

is supposed to have belonged to 
Napoleon, and a piano used at Jenny 
Lind’s debut at Castle Garden is also 
in the collection. Perhaps most inter- 
esting of all is the Bechstein piano 
which was given to Richard Wagner 
by the ‘mad” King Ludwig of Bavaria 
in 1864. For a full decade, during 
which he composed the four operas 
known as the “Ring,” it was his only 
piano. On its own merits it deserves 
a place in any coulection. [t is ir 
playing condition, and has a beautifui 
rich tone, well-suited to the works of 
such 19th century composers as 
Chopin, Liszt and Brahms, as well as 
to the music of Haydn, Mozart and 
Beethoven. 

An instrument of historical interest 
is a two-keyboard Ruckers harpsi- 
chord that belonged to Mrs. Henry 
Bizalion (Lotta Van Buren) which 
through her generosity is kept with 
the collection. It was made by Joannes 
Ruckers at Antwerp about 300 years 
ago, and is one of the very few speci- 
mens in this country of the work of 
the Ruckers family. The outside is 
tastefully painted in a design of fine 
gold lines. Inside of the lid is an oil 
painting of a forest scene and the 
sound-board has a floral decoration. 


The ideal for such a collection is 
that it should not be a mere exhibit 
of lifeless objects, but a source of 
living interest and enjoyment. Several 
of the early keyboard instruments, 
all the viols and a number of others 
are kept in playing condition, The 
distinguished harpsichordist, Ralph 
Kirkpatrick, is a member of the 
Faculty of the Yale School of Music, 
and his pupils practice on the instru- 
ments. 

This year, an enthusiastic group of 
students comes together Tuesday 
evenings at six o’clock (at the risk 
of missing dinner) to play 16th and 
17th century music. Paul Hindemith 
is in charge of the group, and under 
his instruction the students learn to 
play the various instruments. This 
spring, the school is giving a program 
of 17th century music, in which Mr. 
Hindemith’s group is participating. 
Some of the purely instrumental num- 
bers are pieces for gambas by Byrd, 
and dances by Praetorius, Schein, 
Hassler, and Melchior Franck. The 
instruments taking part are the viola 
d’amore, gambas, recorders, bass 
recorder, lute, a pre-Bach trumpet, 
harpsichord and double bass. The 
group also accompanies the choral 
numbers, including the very beautiful 
Twenty-Fourth Psalm by Heinrich 
Schutz. 

When the music of the old masters 
is again heard on the instruments for 
which it was intended, it can be better 
understood and appreciated. In pre- 
serving the instruments, the Univer- 
sity preserves not only the music of 
the past, but its spirit.

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b tested dealers who get into squabbles 
among yourselves must settle them 
among yourselves. Do not send ma- 
terial here for us to judge. We do not 
authorize that and in no case have we 
ever pretended to be a judge or a 
final authority on anything. We do 
enough for what we charge you and 
it only puts an extra burden of 
work on us to take goods around to 
various authorities in specialized fields 
to get an opinion. Even after that is 
done each side will stick to its own 
opinion. We want to warn all dealers 
hereafter not to ship us disputed 
material but to hunt out your own 
authorities and make out your own 
case. 

We have very few complaints aris- 
ing between dealers and collectors. 
Most squabbles are between dealers 
and most often there are two sides to 
the case. We are not here to settle 
all the quarrels that are bound to 
arise. You wouldn’t expect that from 
a daily newspaper if you saw a 
department store ad and responded to 
it. The daily newspaper wouldn’t pay 
any attention to you. They would 
assume that the department store is 
conducting its business legally, and 
is, per se, reputable and has its own 
adjusting department where it would 
naturally be expected to adjust com- 
plaints from their customers or suffer 
the consequences in public ill will. 
HOBBIES assumes the same attitude. 
We are not set up or constituted as 
a law enforcement agency. There are 
some organizations who butt into 
that field. They solicit memberships 
from business people and if you are 
a member they take your part. If you 
are not a member, they bring pressure 
to bear on you. 

All we have a right to be interested 
in is whether our columns are used to 
defraud. Often the advertiser assumes 
the right to ask us to furnish proof 
of fraud, and if there is fraud, to 
put it in the hands of the constituted 
law enforcement agencies such as the 
prosecuting attorneys or the post office 
inspectors. That we have often done, 
in company with the complainants, 
and got results. However, you have 
to have something more than some- 
body’s whim to charge people with 
criminal acts. The legally constituted 
prosecuting agencies would ask you 
to furnish them evidence sufficient to 
convict before a jury.

We have in mind at this time a 
dealer who had bought several bills 
of goods from another dealer. Her 
letters state that she heard this dealer 
had been suspected of selling repro- 
ductions, but in the face of that, she 
had sent him several orders and they 
were all right except the last one, 
which involved the sum of $8 or $9. 
She sent the package to us but we 
didn’t bother to open it. The amount 
was so small that we knew the dealer 
would make a refund and not become 
involved in a controversy or have us 
drop his ad for this small amount. He 
contended that the woman was wrong 
and the pieces were as represented. 
We don’t know. We do know that we 
are doing two men’s work right now 
and we were not going to be imposed 
upon by using up our limited gasoline 
and a lot of time taking those two 
small pieces around to the unques- 
tioned experts who might be found in 
Chicago. It looked to us like small 
stuff on the part of both dealers in- 
volved. At any rate, the man dealer 
sent the woman’s money back but did 
not refund the express charges she 
paid. If she had written us the facts, 
we would have written him further 
to pay express at least one way. We 
were courteous about it but if we had 
to get tough, we would have done so. 
The woman insisted that every cent 
she had spent on the shipment should 
be refunded to her. Now we want to 
advise you dealers that that is often 
narrow-minded, particularly in cases 
where there is a possibility that you 
might be mistaken. You would 
feel very cheap if the other dealer 
proved his goods to be correctly de- 
scribed and you would be hurt in the 
eyes of your customers and fellow 
dealers. Where you can get an adjus‘- 
ment and you are out nothing but the 
express one way, it is customary in 
the trade and within the rules of 
ethics to take your express loss — 
which in this particular case amounted 
to 75¢ or $1. Charge it to experience 
and figure you bought the dealer cheap. 
Do you expect to run a business and 
not have small losses? Every time 
we have a small loss we are tickled 
to death. That is insurance against 
bigger losses. You will get rich if you 
can confine your losses in business to 
these small armounts. We have seen 
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people who spend more time and post- 
age exercising their temper over small 
arnounts where they could be making 
big money by keeping their minds 
clear and above this small stuff. This 
lady was so high-tempered that she 
didn’t even wait for us to take further 
action, but proceeded to write us a 
very abusive letter—which had all the 
odor of blackmail — that she was 
going to an antique show and would 
tell everybody there that HOBBIES 
had caused her to lose a dollar or so 
in express charges. This dispute was 
one that is bound to arise occasionally 
between two dealers and we have told 
both of them, who are advertisers in 
HOBBIES, that we are hereafter 
leaving out both their ads — until 
they bump their heads together and 
reach a friendly agreement. 

We recall another instance of one 
dealer who bought from another. The 
article became involved in dispute. We 
were sure that one was right and pro- 
ceeded to open negotiations to recover 
her money which we knew could be 
done even if prosecution had to be 
resorted to. We had sent money back 
from the other dealer and made our 
own sacrifices, We showed every will- 
ingness to go to the trouble to get 
her money back, although that was 
not our business, but the business of 
the constituted authorities in such 
cases. But the woman was again ill- 
tempered and small-minded. As soon 
as she found she was right, she 
proceeded to write HOBBIES a letter 
demanding that we pay her the money 
at once or she would send out a letter 
exposing us. It was pure blackmail. 
Of course, the woman was so ignorant 
she had never read the laws about: 
sending threatening letters through 
the mails demanding money. As soon 
as we called her attention to this she 
hurried to hire a lawyer. The lawyer 
advised her that HOBBIES had 
showed every good and proper in- 
tention but that HOBBIES had not 
defrauded her and her action lay 
against the man who had. 

Settle your own troubles. All 
HOBBIES is interested in is in cases 
where our columns are used with in- 
tention to defraud. We can combat 
that by simply turning the evidence 
over to the constituted authorities 
who act under Section 2350 of the 
Postal Laws and Regulations. We are 
next interested, as a matter of policy, 
in having advertisers who are courte- 
ous, who do business cleanly, and do 
their share to win the confidence of 
people who buy by mail. Cranks are 
just about as unnecessary a nuisance

bell front altos were replaced by up- 
rights. 

As the circus spread from one ring 
to three and the big top expanded to 
seat thousands instead of hundreds of 
spectators, the instrumentation of 
bands increased. Prior to the 80’s, 
the average big show band consisted 
of 10 to 15 men, but this number was 
increased to from 20 to 30. 

During the years when parades were 
a part of the daily routine of the 
circus, musicians were numerous 
among the personnel. Some five or 
six bands participated in the parade, 
riding atop tableau wagons. The reg- 
ular circus band was divided into 
three or four units with performers 
filling in on drums and other instru- 
ments. 

Clowns were required to double in 
brass, for a clown band always ap- 
peared in the parade lineup and fre- 
quently in the big show program as 
well. Other parade bands were re- 
cruited from among the ticket sellers, 
the ushers and other departments. 

In 1895, Ringling Brothers Circus 
offered an innovation in circus music. 
Prior to that year, it had been cus- 
tomary for the regular circus band 
to play an hour’s concert of over- 
tures preceding each performance 
from a ring in the arena. The Ringling 
show had a 25-piece band directed by 
William F. Weldon. But the Ringling 
Brothers employed A. Liberati, famous 
cornet soloist and conductor, and 25 
concert musicians, to augment the 
regular band. 

The concert band then consisted of 
50 pieces, including 22 reeds, three 
E-flat basses and three B-flat basses, 
in addition to the usual instrumenta- 
tion of the regular band. The concert 
musicians did not play the perform- 
ance, but participated only in the con- 
cert preceding the show. 

The most famous of modern circus 
bands is the Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum and Bailey aggregation, di- 
rected for 25 consecutive seasons by 
Merle Evans. Evans uses 25 musicians 
and his 1943 instrumentation includes: 
Six B-flat cornets, two French horns, 
four B-flat clarinets, four B-flat slide 
trombones, one piccolo, two baritones 
or euphoniums, two brass BB-flat 
brasses or Sousaphones, one snare and 
trap drum, one brass drum and 
cymbal, and an air calliope. 

Actually the Evans band is two 
bands, spelling each other. Each sec- 
tion is divided equally. One-half of 
each section plays while the other 
half rests. Only the reed and per- 
cussion instruments, as well as the 
air calliope, keep at it continually. 
And well it is that the band is so 
divided, for in addition to a 30-minute 
concert preceding the show, the band 
plays continuously for nearly three 
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hours during a performance, during 
which it changes cues 160 to 175 
times. 

Circus music is distinctive from any 
other in that there is brassy ta-t-a-a, 
quick tempo, and a canvas sounding 
board that does things to big top 
tunes. But there is one instrument 
that is inseparably associated with 
the circus—the steam calliope! 

Invented in 1854, the steam piano 
was first used on showboats and on 
railroad locomotives, but in 1857, 
Sands, Nathan & Company introduced 
it to the circus parade. Since that 
time, the steam piano has always 
brought up the rear of a street pro- 
cession, and since the death of the 
parade, Ringling Brothers and Barn- 
um & Bailey Circus has used a calliope 
in its grand entree of the performance. 

Numerous other types of mechanical 
instruments mounted on wagons made 
their appearance with circuses soon 
after the invention of the calliope, 
most of them having been described 
here in a previous article. However, 
none survived. 

The air calliope is an adaptation of 
the steam calliope principle. But 
whereas, a steam calliope cannot be 
tuned because of the constant ex- 
panding and contracting of the pipes 
caused by the steam used in producing 
the sound, the air calliope is used 
extensively as band accompaniment, 
adding volume and a distinctive circus 
tone to the music of the big tops.

Singers.” Just before his final illness 
he composed words and music of a 
Prayer for Peace, which were sung 
on the first program after his death. 
He had previously done little in the 
creative musical way, but in 1921 he 
wrote the words of a song, “Stand Up 
and Sing for Your Father an Old- 
Time Tune,” which humorously de- 
nounced jazz. Ray Perkins wrote the 
words, and the song was recorded for 
Victor by Billy Murray and the Amer- 

ican Quartet. 

It is pitiable that the life of so 
great an artist ended in tragedy. Al- 
most no one who heard Burr’s beauti- 
ful singing during his final months 
with the Barn Dance dreamed the 
truth — that he was suffering tor- 
ments from cancer and knew the end 
of his life was near. He bore the 
agony as long as he could, however, 
and continued to make personal ap- 
pearances in addition to filling his 
radio engagements. And his nine-room 
apartment on the “Gold Coast” of 
Chicago continued tv be the scene of 
delightful, kind-hearted, open-handed 
hospitality. 

Burr, as mentioned in the first 
article of this series, died on April 6, 
1941. He was buried three days later 
at Kenseco, N. Y. Monroe Silver,

Frank Banta and Sammy Hermany, 
the xylophonist (who replaced Rudy 
Wiedoeft, the saxonphonist, with the 
Eight, after Wiedoeft in turn had 
taken the place of Van Eps) were the 
only ones of his old associates who 
knew of his death in time to attend 
the funeral, or were able to be on 
hand. But grief at his untimely pass- 
ing was general among all who had 
been associated with him. 

If variety, as well as high quality, 
of achievement is a criterion of great- 
ness, Harry McClaskey (or Henry 
Burr, if you prefer) was one of the 
truly great artists of his day. He was 
great both as singer and as executive. 
His records were so many and so good 
that in all probability he will become 
one of the legendary figures of the 
next generation. Few will question 
his right to rank among the half 
dozen greatest recording artists, and 
almost everyone will concede his right 
to a rating among the top two or 
three.
